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Calera council votes 


on gas deposit fee

The Calera City Council last week 
approved an increase in the gas deposit 
required for rented houses. 

The deposit was raised from $25 
to $50 following the trend set by 
other municipalities, The increase, it is 
hoped, will discourage the practice of 
renters moving and leaving a large 
unpaid gas bill behind. 

An increase in the cut-on charge 
for gas service was also passed making 
$10 the cost instead of $5. The cost 
applies to persons whose service has 
been cut-off originally for 
non-payment and those wishing to 

iscontinue summer service. 

Users not paying their bill at the 
end of the winter who wait until their 
service is cut off, will now pay a 10 
percent per month charge on late 
payments. 

In other action concerning the gas 
board, the council voted to contribute 
$69.10 to the Alabama Municipal 
Distributors Association. The group 
lobbies to keep natural gas prices 
down and is headed by Ed Smith. 

John Woodall came before the 
council to request an open ditch 
behind his house at the intersection of 
16th and 20th Streets be closed. 
Woodall agreed to follow the city’s 
usual practice in such matters by 
purchasing the pipe for the project if 
the city will install the pipe. 
Councilman Terry G. Snow 
volunteered to check into the situation 
to see what type of pipe should be 
used. 

Drainage problems on Jack 
Martin’s property were also discussed. 


Councilman Snow suggested a 
registered letter be sent to Martin 
requesting a right-of-entry to have a 
ditch on his property cleared. 

Filling a hole and _ installing 
drainage pipe on property located at 
the intersection of 18th Street and 
2nd Avenue was also discussed. The 
council agreed the work should be 
done. 

In other action, the council voted 
to take money out of a city account 
designated for the gas department to 
pay the balance on the first payment 
for the new fire truck. 

The $34,006 allotted through 
revenue sharing to pay for the truck 
does not match the $38,081.01 
needed for the first payment. The 
difference will be paid from the gas 
board account and next year’s revenue 
sharing money will be designated to 
repay the loan from the gas account. 

The truck is undergoing final tests 
by the city before being accepted for 
use. 

Richard E. Stemen, present at the 
meeting, was granted an off-premise 
beer license for his Amvet store on 
Highway 25. 

The council took under 
consideration a request by police 
officer Reed Smith that he be paid for 
going to court on his off day. The 
council determined they are not liable 
for payment to the Calera city court. 
They noted the standard practice of 
paying officers for going to court in 
Birmingham or Columbiana. 
Councilman A.V. Parmer was asked to 
look into Smith’s situation to 
determine which court he had 
attended.

However, Mayor Harold 
Davenport and the two council 
members present remained at city hall 
to discuss the location of the city 
limits in southwest Alabaster for the 
benefit of confused area residents. 

Henry Tolbert appeared at the 
meeting asking for a clarification of 
the matter that was brought up at the 
last council meeting. 

Area residents at the last session 
were annoyed that a junk yard had 
located near their homes on old Hwy. 
31. However, they were advised that 
the business could not be closed since 
it was outside the city limits. 


Heated remarks ensued wh en they 


were told that the city limit sign, 


erected some 20 years earlier, wasn’t 
the correct boundary. 


Mayor Davenport once again 
reiterated that iron pins marking the 
city limits as recorded in the 
description in the courthouse, were 
closer to the city than the sign 
indicated. 

He assured Tolbert that the city 
attorney was studying the matter and 
he stressed that the residents involved 
should request to be brought into the 
city. 

The black spokesman for the 
community reported several of the 
residents had been paying ad valorem 
taxes.

Airport runway 


project nudged

The bureaucracy is moving, 
although ponderously, on the $1% 
million expansion project at the 
Shelby County airport. 

This week letters went out to 
interested parties from the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission asking for comments. The 
project is described as ‘‘Land 
acquisition, runway and taxiway 
extension, access road and apron 
construction, runway taxiway lighting, 
fencing and incidental construction.” 

First steps were taken several 
years ago by the County Commission 
to get a promise of $50,000 from the 
State of Alabama for the work. The 
county is planning to put about 
$91,191 into it, and is asking for a 
federal grant in the amount of 


$1,270,717. 
The projected date to begin the 
work is sometime during 1979 and it

will take an estimated 18 months to 
complete. 

If all the reactions are favorable 
and the project is approved, the 
tunway and taxiway will be extendéd 
by 1,800 feet. Those who use the 
airport have sought this extension for 
several years, saying it will greatly 
increase the safety factor of landings 
and take-offs. It will not be long 
enough, however, for jet aircraft to use 
the airport. 

The project will require about 67 
acres ‘in fee’ and 10 acres in easement 
for expansion and clear zones, 

An access road will be extended 
and the existing runway will receive an 
overlay for added strength. Medium 
intensity runway and taxiway lighting 
will be installed, and security lighting 
at the terminal will be added. 

About 23,500 feet of perimeter 
fencing and 3,700 feet of security 
fencing will be installed under the 
plans. 


Pelham principal looks ahead 


Schools new 
principal, Edwin Belue, told the 
Reporter last week, “I want the school 
to have a very smooth beginning.”

He plans to bring some of the 
concepts of the RLC to Pelham by 
helping each student realize his or her 
potential and how to achieve the 
optimum from the education process.

“No two students are the same,’”’ he 
said. 

Belue received his B.A. from the 
University of Montevallo, a masters of 
divinity from Vanderbilt University, 
his masters of arts in counseling and 
guidance and a Ph.D in educational 
administration from the University of 
Alabama. 


Vern Davis, Shelby County 
assistant superintendent of education, 
said Belue will meet with him one day 
this week in a regular training session 
for new principals. 

Davis said there were several 
applicants for the Pelham principal 
job, but Belue was chosen because of 
his outstanding qualifications. 


Belue’s plans following the 
meeting include conducting 
“feasibility studies” of the school’s 
various types of programs. He will be at 
the school Thursday and Friday 
“*putting the house in order 
administratively” but will be glad to 
meet with anyone who drops by.

Hospital expansion stalled

The Shelby Memorial Hospital 
Board voted at its regular meeting 
June 27 to hire yet another consultant 
to try and get the hospital’s $13 
million expansion program moving. 

The program has been stalled 
since last November when the hospital 
hired the Tri-Brook consulting firm to 
work out a budget for the project. 

“As chairman of the building 
committee | am concerned about the 
progress of Phase II,” said board 
member Ben Grubbs. “We have 
redesigned the project three times and 
we are still no closer to construction 
than we were in November.” 

The building committee was given 
the authority to hire a financial 
consultant at $50,000 to establish a 


budget for the 40 bed hospital 
addition. 
According to administrator 


Richard Lind the problem is not with 
Tri-Brook, but with architects 
Dampier and Harris whose estimate on 
the square footage of the proposed 
expansion was off by 25 percent. 

The hospital plans to float bonds 
to finance the projects, but bids on the 
bonds cannot be secured until the 
project has a working budget. 

On another niatier, the board 
handed Lind a rare defeat when it 
voted 4-2 io return his proposal for an 


administrative assistant back to the 
house committee. 

Lind brought the matter up for 
board approval after the committe, by 
a vote of 2-1, failed to make a 
recommendation of the new position. 

“We've spent a right smart of 
money to raise this administration. 
Our administration is well paid now. 
We recently upgraded nursing, finance 
and personnel to the level of 
administrative assistant,” said Herman 
Moore, who opposed Lind’s proposal 
in committee. 

Lind, who called the decision the 
worse setback of his administration, 
said the action effectively killed the 
proposal for this year, because hospital 
administration graduates must be 
recruited now. 

The board passed a resolution of 
“voluntary cost containment” urged 
on them by the state hospital 


‘association and the American Medicul 


Association. 

Moore abstained in the vote after 
objecting that the resolution “doesn't 
say very much.” 

“The alternative would be the 
Carter method which would be an 
arbitrary cap on fees and costs,” said 
Lind. 

Chief of staff Dr. Paul Salter

plans for the coming year. 

“There’s a lot to be done,” he 
said. “We need to print a student and a 
faculty handbook.

High as assistant principal next year, 
the position he held while Douglas was 
principal. 

Belue, his wife Sally and their two 
children presently live in the eastern 
section of Birmingham and eventually 
plan to move to Shelby County. 

“I want the parents and teachers 
to feel very comfortable,” he said. “I 
want to have a very stable situation at 
Pelham.”

Trustees to sue board

After delivering a petition bearing 
429 names to Superintendent Elvin 
Hill last week, the Riverchase School 
patrons have decided to go ahead with 
a law suit seeking to get their trustees 
reinstated. 

Trustee chairman Dick Mace told 
The Reporter that school board 
chairman Elaine Hughes told the 
delegation that the board could not 
discuss a resolution declaring the 
trustee posts vacant until their next 
meeting July 26. 

“We feel we have to get the ball 
rolling,” said Mace. “If the board 
reinstates us and confirms our 
rejection of the eight teachers we can 
drop the suit at that time.” 

The trustees and the board have 
been feuding since June 14 when the 
board resolved, after a two hour secret 
session, that the trustees had not been 
legally elected since there were no 
stu¢ nts in attendance at the school 
and that the action of the trustees 
rejecting eight teachers assigned to the 
new school was not legal. 

The trustees responded by 
petitioning the superintendent and the 
board to rescind their action within 
ten days or face legal action. 

Over $500 has been pledged by

Brighthope drama 
gives audience thrill

Fifty years of history was 
compacted into two hours Sunday 
night. But Brighthope, the state’s first 
outdoor drama, managed to include 
most of the salient details surrounding 
the history of the Brierfield 
Ironworks. 

The production is being staged 
every night this week in Brierfield 
Ironworks Park beginning at 8:30 p.m. 
Thereafter it will be performed évery 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday through 
Aug. 12. 

The emotional impact of the two 
act drama is heightened by lighting, 
sound effects and cheorography. 

In one of the most realistic scenes, 
a cannon bombardment, complete 
with the sound of shells whizzing over 
the heads of the audience, destroys the 
ironworks, which explodes and 
partially crumbles. 

Another scene that evokes the 
feeling of “being there” uses lighting 
and cheorography to develop the 
mood. It seems that the Creek Indian 
Chief Holopatha has arisen from the 
ground where he once stood as he and 
his tribe say goodbye to the settlers 
before they begin their trek westward. 

The script was written by 
playwright Kermit Hunter who 
authored the well known outdoor 
drama ‘Unto These Hills.’ It takes the 
viewer from the year 1816, when 
white settlers arrived in the Brierfield 
area up to 1866, when General J osiah 
Gorgas makes plans to put the plant 
back into operation.

Hotel fire raises questions

A jury will have to decide if Paula 
ale Poe was responsible for her 
tions when, as she confessed to 
police, she burned down the People’s 
Hotel in Calera April 15. 


Her act of arson, revenge she told 
police for an insult from a tenant at 
the hotel, caps avdismal life of abuse 
and neglect. 


The case points up a serious flaw 
in Alabama’s judicial and child welfare 
systems which routinely release 
custody, at age 18, of disturbed 
children who have no means of 
support and, statistically, little chance 
of a successful life. 


Less than two months after the 
Shelby County Department of 
Pensions and Security appeared before 
District Judge William Hill and asked to 
be relieved of custody for Poe, she was 
back in front of the judge charged 
with arson. On. June 22 Hill bound 
her over to the grand jury. The 
maximum penalty for arson is life in 
prison. 

In light of the landmark decision 
of U.S. District Judge Frank M, 
Johnson’s in the case of Wyatt vs. 
Stickney, the judge had little choice 
but to release Poe from the custody of 
D.P.S. 


The Wyatt-Stickney case, which 
paved the way for massive reforms in 
the state mental health department 
provides that despite case histories 
that would predict difficulty in 
adjusting to life outside institutional 
walls, an adult cannot be 
institutionalized without commitment 
proceedings. 

In such proceedings a guardian or 
the DPS must show that the person 
has committed a recent overt act that 
would warrant institutionalization. 

There is no legal provision for 
enrolling an adult in any program 
involuntarily, unless they have broken 
the law. 

This is an obvious constitutional 
guarantee, but it makes no provisions 
for problem children who give every 
indication that they will continue to 
be problems as adults. 

Half-way houses and vocational 


programs exist only for those who 
attend willingly. 

Large numbers of problem 
children, perhaps those who need 
these programs the most, are cut loose 
at 18 and those who would help them 
must wait until some crime brings 
them back into the system, by which 
time the seriousness of the crime has 
often precluded such help. 

DPS spokesperson Clara Roberts 
told the Reporter that her agency 
chose not to exercise their option to 
retain custody of Poe until she reached 
21 because “we had already tried 
everything to help her.” 

Hill said he granted the DPS 
request after case workers testified 
that Poe was living with the cousin of 
her father’s brother in Columbiana. 

“Normally we release DPS from 
custody if they can show the child has 
means of support,’’ said Hill. 
“Basically this means a place to live.” 

Profile of a Problem Child 

Paula Poe was born February 2, 
1959, the sixth of ten children, in 
Gary, Ind., where her father was a 
steelworker. 

When she was five her mother 
deserted Paula and her nine brothers 
and sisters. 

The young girl, already bearing 
the physical and psychological bruises 
of abuse and neglect, came to live 
with Mr. and Mrs. David Poe, 
Kingdom. 

“After Paula had been with me 
about three years and was beginning to 
act more like a normal little girl, her 
mother came and took her back,” said 
Mrs. Poe, 

According to Mrs. Poe, as soon as 

the mother gathered all ten of her 
children together she deserted them 
again. 
“She just chunked them here and 
yonder,” said Mrs. Poe. “As soon as 
they got a good home and started to 
settle down she would come and stir 
them up again. 

“I know Paula needs help, but no 
one would take her in because she was 
disturbed and wouldn’t mind, 

“I love all those kids and we did 
what we could for them. Paula would 
cuss me and throw fits, but I wouldn’t 
pay any attention to her. After the fit

passed her she would come up and 
apologize.” 

While she was living in Kingdom, 
the DPS paid child support for her to 
the Poes and had a case’ worker 
assigned to help her with her 
problems. 

Last year, on the recommendation 
of DPS, Paula Poe was sent to the 
Adolescent. Adjustment Center in 
Eufaula, a facility for runaways and 
problem children operated by the 
department of mental health. 

In the fall she was released from 
the center, where she was reportedly a 
model inmate, and returned to live 
with her foster parents in Kingdom. 

On February 28 Poe appeared 
before Judge Hill who granted her 
majority. 

“After the welfare cut her loose, 
she’d call us up sometimes but she 
wouldn’t let us come after her,” said 
Mrs. Poe. ‘She said she didn’t have to 
listen to us anymore.” 

An Overt Act 

According to testimony at the 
preliminary hearing from Calera 
officer Reed Smith, Poe took up 
residence in Calera upon being granted 
her majority. 

Smith said he did not know where 
she had been staying but that she 
spent most of her nights wandering the 
streets of Calera. 


During the hearing Smith read 
from a confession signed by Poe: 

Q. “Did you set the hotel on 
fire?” 

A. “Yes”? 

Q. “Did someone make you 
mad?” 

A. “Yes.” 

Q. “Was it a resident at the 
hotel?” 

A. “Yes, I thought I would get 
him. He kept calling me a liar.” 

Q. “How did you set the fire?” 

A. “I put a bedspread under a 
chair in the lobby and lit it with a 
cigarette lighter. Then I hid next to 
the taxi stand. Then I went to the 
Breadbasket and asked if anyone had 
called the fire dpeartment.” 

Dice Loaded Against Her 

“When you have a child with that 
sort of background the chances for a 
successful life are small,” said Hill. “I 
don’t know what the courts should do. 
I have a similar case to decide this 
week and I don’t know what to do.” 

Of the ten Poe children, one 
brother is in the Shelby County Jail 
awaiting trial for murder and Paula has 
been charged with arson. 

Paula Poe seems to function fairly 
well in an institutional setting where 
she is with her peers. On the outside, 
where she is near the bottom of the 
social order she rebels. 

“She liked Eufaula,” said Mrs. 
Poe. “And she called me last week and 
said she was doing well at Julia 
Tutwiler (where she is being held 
awaiting trial.)” 

In August Poe will appear before 
the grand jury. If she is indicted her 
court appointed attorney, Tom 
Harrison, said he would ask for a 
mental examination to determine if 
she was responsible for her actions at 
the time of the People’s Hotel lite.

Rural teens drink less 


says UA researchers 


Fewer teenagers in rural Alabama 
drink alcohol when compared to most 
teenagers elsewhere -- but the ones 
who do drink have a “more abusive 
drinking style,” according to a study 
by two University of Alabama 
researchers. 

A “moral tone” that discourages 
the use of alcohol has something to do 
with this finding, say Dr. Gerald 
Globetti and Dr. Majeed Alsikafi, 
professors of sociology, who have 
studied the drinking habits of rural 
teenagers in the state. 

‘Sanctions against drinking in 
rural communities lead to a less 
controlled use of alcohol where 
adolescents are introduced to it 
outside the home and without parental 
knowledge and approval,” Globetti 
said. 

“Thus, there is less alcohol use 
but a more abusive drinking style.” 

The researchers say this style 
includes frequent intoxication and 
disruption of relationships. 

Noting that national estimates 
state that between 71 and 92 percent 
of high school students drink alcoholic 
beverages, the Capstone researchers 
report that 39 percent of the 398 rural 
Alabama high school students 
surveyed admitted to drinking, In a 
similar study conducted by Globetti

and Alsikafi in another rural Alabama 
area last year, 44 percent were 
classified as drinkers, also well below 
the national norm. Similar figures were 
obtained in both studies. 

In the latest study, nearly 
two-thirds of the rural students who 
consume alcoholic beverages were 
drinking monthly, while nationally less 
than haif of the drinkers reported 
using alcohol this frequently. 

The youth were generally 
introduced to alcohol outside the 
home at the age of 13 or 14. 

More than one-half drank in 
parked cars or in other unsupervised 
settings. Three out of five had been 
high; drunkenness had occurred among 
one in five of the students, one-third 
drank whenever they got a chance. 

Almost one-fifth said they usually 
drank to alleviate such feelings as 
tension, depression, disappointments 
and irritants. From 20-to-30 percent 
drank to overcome inhibitions and to 
gain self-confidence, while 35 percent 
reported they usually drank to get 
high or drunk. 

“A significant number of rural 
high school students are drinking in an 
irresponsible manner indicative of 
future problem drinking,” Globetti 
said. ‘ 

One reason they researchers give' 
for the irresponsible drinking is the 
lack of education about alcohol. The 
youth, particularly the drinkers, 
showed a general distrust of adult 
agencies as sources of information 
about alcohol. 

“The users said they would seek 
information from their peers if they 
wanted to know more about alcohol,” 
Globetti said. “Their peers are usually 
poor sources, since their knowledge 
has been inadequately gained.” 

The study reports that the level of 
sophistication about alcohol and _ its 
effects was “almost non-existent.” 

“Most young people, regardless of 
their community of origin, will decide 
to drink,” Globetti said. “The elusive 
answer is how they can best be 
prepared for this decision.”

help those who ask for it; vocational 
training, psychological counseling, 
half-way houses; but there is nothing 
for those who have been identified as 
needing these services, but who don’t 
request them. 

While we in no way advocate 
removing the constitutional guarantees 
against coercion, we do feel it would 
be in the best interests of the county 
and state to provide some alternative 
to dumping our problem children on 
the streets. 

There is nothing magic about the 
age of 18. Eighteen-year-olds are not 
suddenly enlightened with the wisdom 
of adults. Usually they continue doing 
just what they were doing at 17 or 16. 

Would it not make more sense to 
set up some type of supervised work 
program for these problem children to 
give the courts some alternative to all 
or nothing, to treedom or 
commitment to a mental institution? 

If such a program existed, judges 
could at least be assured that some 
attempt was being made to give these 
children, who are often reacting to 
abuse of neglect in the home, a chance 
to join socjety as productive members.

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California law causes concern 


among county property owners 


by Marcia M. Sears 

Some Shelby County taxpayers 
are apparently getting very alarmed 
over the amount of property taxes 
they may have to pay in 1979, 

The majority are taking it all in 
their stride, waiting to see how the 
proposed ‘lid bill’ that is expected to 
be passed this summer will affect their 
taxes, 

Shelby Countians have already 
had more tax relief than those in some 
other counties, because the reappraisal 
of county property is being completed 
two years behind schedule. 

It is expected, although not 
certain, that taxes will increase once 
the new valuations go on the books. 

The reappraisal companies, 
however, do not set the taxes. They 
only try to determine the market value 
of property. It is up to local citizens to 
set the percentage rates of taxes, 

Most Shelby Countains are happy 
to see-that the value of their property 
has increased. The increases are due 
largely to the land rush that was set in 
motion a few years ago when people 
began moving here to escape the city. 

When the federal court ordered 


statewide property re-evaluation, 
Shelby County took bids from several 
appraisal companies, and accepted the 
bid of the Kirby Smith Company of 
Montgomery for a fixed fee. Smith, in 
turn, hired the PRC Jacobs Company, 
a nationally know firm to do the 
actual work in Shelby County. The 
Jacobs Company worked with 
California Aero Topo to do the 
mapping of the county which was 
necessary before reappraisal could 
begin. However, the California 
company was beset with problems and 
delays, and finally went bankrupt. The 
bonding company continued the work 
and all but the final steps are now 
completed in Shelby County. 

Shelby County could have 
contracted directly with Jacobs except 
for the fact that Governor George 
Wallace insisted all reappraisal 
contracts be given to Alabama firms. 

Since there were no firms in 
Alabama engaged in reappraisal work, 
this gave an opportunity for several 
persons to set up private companies 
quickly and sub-contract with 
out-of-state reappraisal firms.

If the county 
were to sue for $60,000 and win, costs 
of the trial (including attorney fees) 
would probably take much of it, he 
noted. 

The company has suggested that if 
the county would accept appraisals 
updated to February 1, 1978 rather 
than October 1, 1977, and agree not 
to sue, that the matter could be 
settled peacefully. The Commission 
agreed that this was probably the best 
course, 

A lawsuit is pending in another 
county, Ellis said, and has been in the 
Fifth District Court of Appeals for a 
year. Without knowing how the court 
will decide, he said, it is difficult to 
know how best to deal with the local 
situation.

It seems to this writer that the 
above song-poem certainly meets all 
legal requirements and that it also 
brings an appropriate expression of 
deyotion to diety and to our coun- 
try.. Fact is, the idea might be worth 
the serious consideration of adop- 
ting this policy and putting it into 
practice in the schools of Shelby 
County.

“Shelby County farmers who have 
planted cotton, corn, grain sorghum, 
fvheat or soybeans are reminded that 

Ow is the time to report the sizes and 
intended uses of their 1978 program 
acreages,” Tommy Baker, chairman of 
the county agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation (ASC) Committee, 
said this week. 

Final acreage certification date is 
July 31, 1978. 

“This acreage report is a little 
more detailed than others of recent 
years because the program assistance 
for farmers is more extensive,” Baker 
said.

acreages.” 

Needed in the report at the ASCS 
county office, are: 

- The 1978 crops and acreages 
planted and the uses to be made of 
these crops.

-- Wheat crops for haying or 
grazing for payment. 


Baker said: “The County ASCS 
Office will make random checks of 
farms to verify that acreage reports are 
accurate and also make aerial 
photographs available for farmers to 
identify their fields.”

Kick, pull, turn, kick, pull, turn.

Olympics held, One of Sandy’s goals, 
to participate in this year’s Junior 
Olympics, was realized this past 
weekend when she qualified for the 
meet. Now she’ll set out to qualify for 
the 200 Fly and 100 freestyle events. 

“It just must be in their genes to 
do the butterfly,” Mrs. Murdoch said. 

Todd quit because he thought 
swimming to be a lonely sport. Mrs. 
Murdoch said, “He used to comment 
about practicing day after day staring 
at the black line of the bottom of the 


pool.” 

“Sandy doesn’t seem to mind the 
loneliness,” she said. 

“It does take a lot of 


self-discipline,” said Sandy. 

Currently, her summer training 
causes her to swim more than 7,000 
yards each day and all that swimming 
leaves her with a healthy appetite. One 
would never guess the trim blond 
consumes more than 12,000 calories a 
day. 

But early practices are not new to 
Sandy who used to go to practice 
every morning before attending school 
at Valley Elementary.

When the flow in the river is 
below 50 cfs, as it is during most of 
the summer, the waste water will flow 
through a 12 acre filter bed providing 
a minimum of four feet of prepared 
soil, and be retained in the lake for 
irrigation purposes. 

Riverchase spokesman Leo 
Moorehouse said Harbert had initially 
proposed’ spraying the treated waste 
on woodlands, but was turned down 
by AWIC “because of possible leakage 
into ground faults.”

Reappraisal riles some taxpayers 


by Marcia M. Sears 

What does the new property 
reappraisal mean to the average Shelby 
Countian in terms of taxes? 

The answer is not certain, because 
so much depends on what the 
legislature does by way of a ‘lid’ bill 
next month. 

If the legislature takes no action 
at all, property taxes are bound to go 
up in Shelby County, and the 
percentage of increase will be high for 
those persons who find their property 
is in the high growth parts of the 
county. 

The Reporter asked Tax Assessor 
Bobbie Reynolds for an example to 
show what an average home owner 
might expect. 

To illustrate, she took a home 
that had a market value of $13,000 
fifteen years ago. That house would 
have been assessed at 15% of its value, 
and would be listed on the tax records 
at $1,950. With the .030 millage tax 
assessed by the county, the tax paid 
on the property would be $58.50, less 
$13 homestead exemption. Actual tax 


paid would be $46.50. 

Now, that same house would 
likely have a market value of $30,000. 
Using the same 15%, it would be 
assessed at $4,500. Taxes would be 
$157.50, less the $ 13 homestead 
exemption. The actual tax paid under 
the new reappraisal would be $144.50 

In other words, a person with this 
type of home has been paying $46.50 
in annual property tax, but wi ll pay 
$144.50 in the future, unless the 
legislature changes the law. 

This example is for a house 
outside the municipalities of Shelby 
County. Every city in the county adds 
from 3 to 4.25 mills to the 30 mills 
that the county collects. 

Several property owners are 
taking the new tax structure in stride, 
happy that their property is worth so 
much more than it used to be. New 
residents, coming from states where 
the property taxes are much higher, 
are not disturbed. 

But many county landowners, 
especially those who own farms and 
timberland, are getting ready to 


organize a “tax revolt.” 

They feel outraged at the 
precentage jump. Some feel that the 
scales applied to appraising property in 
Shelby County favor big landowners. 


However, Assessor Reynolds says 
that the scale being applied by the 
PRC Jacobs Company is the same as 
that used nationally. Under this 
method, a large tract of land is not 


appraised at as much per acre as a 
smaller tract, largely because land sold 
in large tracts does not bring as much 
on the market as smaller parcels. 

At this stage, the tax assessor has 
no control, and will not until the 
Jacobs Company turns over their 
records to her in September. 

The subject is likely to become an 
issue in the upcoming political 
campaigns.

The purpose of this week's 
column is to review, and summarize 
what I feel to be the state of our 
foreign policy efforts around the 
world. 

I recently called attention to our 
zig-zagging relations with the Soviet 
Union, a more favorable trend in our 
relations with the People’s Republic of 
China, the problems facing us in 
Eastern Europe, the complex situation 
in Africa, the possibility of pulling our 
troops out of Korea, the rather vexing 
problem posed by Cuba, and the 
delima of the nuclear arms race. 

Those of you who have followed 
my service in the Senate know that I 
am an eternal optimist and | think 
optimism is a good attitude to have 


about our relations with outher 
nations 
From the perspectives I have 


outlined, it is obvious that the United 
States faces serious current foreign 
policy decisions. They will affect the 
way our foreign relations will evolve 
during the next decade or two. They 
are important. There are wide 
differences of opinion on how they 
should be resolved. The healthy debate 
that has followed from these 
differences, at first glance, makes it 
look as if our foreign relations are in 
trouble. That is where I see things 
from another angle. 

I sincerely believe our foreign 
relations are good. We can call, write 
and travel to - and can trade or 
otherwise deal with -- virtually any 
nation in the world on a rational and 
mature basis. No nation today directly 
threatens the very fibre of our society.

Gravity center located 


heart remains mystery

Still pursuing the elusive Heart of 
Dixie, The Reporter has located the 
center of gravity of Alabama. . 

With the help of Gordon Bugg, an 
engineering student at Auburn, we 
have located the center of mass of the 
state just south of Maplesville in 
Chilton County, 

The discovery of the precise 
geographic center of the state will have 
to await funding of our grant request 
to the department of Obscure 
Statistics. 

Although at this point in the 
investigation we cannot say where if 
exact geographic center of Alabama, 
we can say, with some assurance, 
where it is not. 

It is not the Montevallo’s 
Chamber of Commerce’s sign in the 
old Randall Cemetery. 

It is not likely to be found within 
20 miles of the marker of the steps of 
Main Hall at the University of 
Montevallo erected by the U.S. Coastal 
and Geodetic Survey at the request of 
U.M. Professor Emeritus at U.M., W. J. 
Kennerly. 

Montevallo’s claim to be the 
center of Alabama originated in 1896 
when a group of local leaders went to 
the legislature to ask that the new 
state college for women be located in 
the town. 

According to Kennerly the 
legislature had first asked to locate the 
college in Anniston, but that town’s 
fathers thought the college was going 
to be a prison and rejected the offer. 

The Shelby County delegation 
included Circuit Judge E.S. Lyman, 
Walter McDonaughy and Confederate 
Capt. Henry Clay Reynolds. 

One of the legislators asked 
Lyman where Montvallo was. 

The judge asked for a pencil and 
rule and drew diagonals on a map of the 
state intersecting at Montevallo. 

“There,” he told the committee, 
“Right in the center of Alabama. That’s 
where Montevallo is.” 

As you know, the college, now 
the University of Montevallo, was 
located at the intersection of Judge 
Lyman’s lines. 

The second marker, this one 
claiming the exact geographic center 
of the state, was put up by the 
Chamber of Commerce at the 
suggestion of Montevallo merchant 
R.E. Whaley. 

The chamber marker locates a pile 
of stones in the cemetery that became 


known as the center of Alabama as a 
college prank. 

As located by Bugg, the center of 
Gravity of Alabama is on the ICG 
railroad tracks midway between 
Maplesville and their intersection with 
Chilton County Highway 15. 

(The center of gravity of an object 
is the point about which it would 
rotate if it were set spinning in a 
gravity free zone.) 

Because of the irregular shape of 
Alabama, certain assumptions were 
made to locate the Chilton County 
site, 

It was assumed that the 1978 
official Alabama Highway Map was 
accurate, though back roads salesmen 
may wish to argue about that. 

To account for the irregularities 
of mountains and valleys, it was 
assumed that Alabama’s surface was 
uniform. 

Because of the irregularity of the 
coast line it was assumed that the 
coast was a straight line along the 
southern beach of Dauphin Island. 

At the risk of starting a new wave 
of Auburn jokes at the Montevallo 
Chamber of Commerce, we 
respectfully submit that wherever the 
center of Alabama is, it is not the old 
Randall Cemetery in Montevallo, but 
is located somewhere to the south in 
Chilton County.

Smog list misses South 


Most environmentalists can guess 
which U.S. ctiy has the worst air 
quality. 

Los Angeles, famous for its smog, 
was the easy “winner” in a study 
published by the Council on 
Environmental Quality. On 318 days 
in 1975--the year on which the study 
was based--its air was “‘unhealthy,” 
“very unhealthy” or “hazardous.” 

But the list of runners-up 
contained a few surprises, according to 
the National Wildlife Federation, 
which monitors the nation’s air 
pollution in its annual Environmental 
Quality Index report. The next-worst 
cities, and the number of days on 
which their air was “unhealthful” or 
worse were: Denver, 177; 
Albuquerque, 150; Philadelphia, 150;

Alabaster officers design 
map pointing out 
city traffic hot-spots

Alabaster police are now able to 
pinpoint the hot spots in their traffic 
pattern thanks to a push-pin map 
designed by two Alabaster officers. 

Stephen Fancher and Loyd 
Anderson began pooling their efforts 
the first of June on the color-coded 
map. 

The map of the city area shows 
the time, location and severity of all 
accidents worked on city roadways 
since January 1. 

Anderson said, “The map will 
help us determine where we need to 
concentrate effeorts in traffic 
control.” 

Red, yellow and blue pins 
dominate the map and are heavily 
massed in the area between city hall 
and Hwy. 119 on U.S. 31 South. 

“More than 20 percent of our 
traffic accidents from January through 
June occurred in that two-block area,” 
said Anderson. 

“We have increased enforcement 
on stop signs, speed and stop and go 
signals on main street,” he added. 

The only white pin, denoting an 
accident with a fatality, points out the 
railroad crossing on Hwy. 66 or 
Industrial Park Road. “* Some of our 
most serious accidents have occurred 
there,” said Anderson. That crossing 
will soon be marked by a railroad 
signal. 

The map does not include wrecks 
worked outside the city limits but 
within Alabaster’s jurisdiction or 
accidents on private property.

Two traffic lights coming down in Montevallo 


Montevallo will soon carry out 
recommendations contained in a 
recently completed traffic study. 

The first noticeable change will be 
the covering of two traffic lights on 
Oak Street and the installation of 
four-way stop signs. The changes will 
soon go into operation at the 
intersection of Oak and Vine Streets 
and the intersection of Oak and North 
Boundary Streets. 

The study was done by an Atlanta 
based traffic control firm in 
cooperation with the Alabama State 


Highwa y Department and the City of ail 


Montevallo. Other changes in traffic 
control will be put into effect 
throughout the remainder of this year. 

The decision to go ahead with the 
recomnendations was made during 
this week’s city council meeting. 

City Clerk Don Hughes reported 
to council members that preparations 
have been completed for paving the 
southernmost section of Wilson Drive. 
Hughes indicated that as soon as 
weather permits, asphalt will be 
applied to the street. 

In other traffic related matters, 
Holland Floyd, Director of Operations 
at the University of Montevallo told 
council members that UM plans to 
complete a new parking area for 80 to 
100 cars before the fall semester 
begins. 

Municipal Court Judge Eason 
Mitchell appeared before council 
members to thank them for th 
council’s support of the city’s 
municipal court proceedings. During 
his appearance Judge Mitchell 
explained procedures he employs in 
dealing with DWI cases _ First 
offenders are routinely enrolled in a 
DWI defensive driving course. Second 
offenders receive the full sentence 
including forfeiting their driver’s 
licenses. 

Councilman Grady Parker, 
chairman of the city’s police and fire 
committee commended Mitchell for 
his service as municipal court judge. 

Police Chief Troy Kirkland 
submitted a written report of police 
activity for the month of June. He said 
officers answered 423 calls last month, 
made 45 arrests and the city jail was 
used for 44 prioner days. 

The violation resulting in the 
greatest number of arrests was 
speeding with nine arrests. There were 
six arrests for driving while 
intoxicated, five for issuing worthless 
checks, four for driving without a valid 
license, three each for reckless driving, 
highwayintoxication, and threatening 
to use a deadly weapon. There were 
two arrests for driving on the wrong 
side of the road, and tresspassing after

Arrests were also made for driving 
while license is revoked, driving while 
license is suspended, passing in a no 
passing zone, possession of alcoholic 
beverages in the city park, failing to 
observe a stop sign and driving a 
vehicle with an improper tag.

Public Health OK until fall 


September, residents on the fringes of 
the system have been without 
sufficient water pressure. 

During the last month some 
residents reported being without water 
for as many as four days, A delegation 
of water Users contacted Attorney 
General Bill Baxley last week. Baxley 
put them in touch with Downey. 

One resident of Gallups 
Crossroads told the Reporter that she 
was without water for three or four 
hours every day and that sometimes 
the water was off for as much as four 
days. 

Since the old well collapsed, 
Harpersville has been buying water 
from neighboring Westover. When the 
town first started buying Westover 
water, the price was $.15 per 1000 
gallons. Last month the ‘price went to 
$.50 per 1000 gallons. 

At the June 6 council meeting, 
Harpersville raised the town water 
rates from a minimum charge of $4.00 
to $5.75. 

In March the council passed the 
town’s first sales tax. $.02, earmarked 
for the water system. 

Harpersville has applied for a 
grant from the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to complete 
the well, but Donahoo and Morris are 
not optimistic about the town’s 
chances for the grant. 

Donahoo has estimated that the 
new well will cost the town up to

Two traffic lights coming down in Montevallo 


Montevallo will soon carry out 
recommendations contained in a 
recently completed traffic study. 

The first noticeable change will be 
the covering of two traffic lights on 


Oak Street and the installation of 


four-way stop signs. The changes will 
soon go into operation at the 
intersection of Oak and Vine Streets 
and the intersection of Oak and North 
Boundary Streets. 

The study was done by an Atlanta 
based traffic control firm in 
cooperation with the Alabama State 


Highwa y Department and the City of 


Montevallo. Other changes in traffic 
control will be put into effect 
throughout the remainder of this year. 

The decision to go ahead with the 
recommendations was made during 
this week’s city council meeting. 

City Clerk Don Hughes reported 
to council members that preparations 
have been completed for paving the 
southernmost section of Wilson Drive. 
Hughes indicated that as soon as 
weather permits, asphalt will be 
applied to the street. 

In other traffic related matters, 
Holland Floyd, Director of Operations 
at the University of Montevallo told 
council members that UM plans to 
complete a new parking area for 80 to 
100 cars before the fall semester 
begins. 

Municipal Court Judge Eason 
Mitchell appeared before council 
members to thank them for the 
council’s support of the city’s 
municipal court proceedings. During 
his appearance Judge Mitchell 
explained procedures he employs in 
dealing with DWI cases. First 
offenders are routinely enrolled in a 
DWI defensive driving course. Second 
offenders receive the full sentence 
including forfeiting their driver’s 
licenses. 

Councilman Grady Parker, 
chairman of the city’s police and fire 
committee commended Mitchell for 
his service as municipal court judge. 

Police Chief Troy Kirkland 
submitted a written report of police 
activity for the month of June. He said 
officers answered 423 calls last month, 
made 45 arrests and the city jail was 
used for 44 prioner days. 

The violation resulting in the 
greatest number of arrests was 
speeding with nine arrests. There were 
six arrests for driving while 
intoxicated, five for issuing worthless 
checks, four for driving without a valid 
license, three each for reckless driving, 
highwayintoxication, and threatening 
to use a deadly weapon. There were 
two arrests for driving on the wrong 
side of the road, and tresspassing after 
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warning. 

Arrests were also made for driving 
while license is revoked, driving while 
license is suspended, passing in a no 
passing zone, possession of alcoholic 
beverages in the city park, failing to 
observe a stop sign and driving a 
vehicle with an improper tag. 

Municipal court proceedings 
during July resulted in a total of 
$2,534 in fines and costs. 

Police officers logged 7,498 miles 
during July. The city spent $164.47 
on food for persons confined in city 


jail. 


At the conclusion of his report, 
Chief Kirkland suggested council 
members consider receiving bids on 
two new police cars. Council members 
agreed and instructed Kirkland 
t secure bids and present them 
during the council’s next meeting, July 
24. 

In other action Monday night, 
Council members instructed City Clerk 
Don Hughes to turn over to the city’s 
legal counsel names of persons who are 
in arrears in paying for pavement 
assessments and those businesses and 
apartment house owners who are not 
current in paying for contracted 
garbage service. 

Council members elected Philip 
Lacey to membership on the city’s 
Industrial Development Board. Clerk 
Hughes was instructed to prepare a list 
of vacancies on city boards and 
commissions and present it to the 
council at the July 24 meeting. 

Other business included paying 
the monthly bills of all of the city’s 
departments and services. 

Council members authorized 
Hughes to transfer up to $15,000 from 
the city’s gas reserve fund to the 
general fund to pay for routine 
maintenance and payrolls. 

Requests from the Montevallo 
Chamber of Commerce and from the 
Youth Aid Bureau for contributions 
were turned over to the city’s finance 
committee for possible inclusion in 
next year’s budget.

September, residents on the fringes of 
the system have been without 
sufficient water pressure. 

During the last month some 
residents reported being without water 
for as many as four days. A delegation 
of water Users contacted Attorney 
General Bill Baxley last week. Baxley 
put them in touch with Downey. 

One resident of Gallups 
Crossroads told the Reporter that she 
was without water for three or four 
hours every day and that sometimes 
the water was off for as much as four 
days. 

Since the old well collapsed, 
Harpersville has been buying water 
from neighboring Westover. When the 
town first started buying Westover 
water, the price was $.15 per 1000 
gallons, Last month the price went to 
$.50 per 1000 gallons. 

At the June 6 council meeting, 
Harpersville raised the town water 
rates from a minimum charge of $4.00 
to $5.75. 

In March the council passed the 
town’s first sales tax. $.02, earmarked 
for the water system. 

Harpersville has applied for a 
grant from the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to complete 
the well, but Donahoo and Morris are 
not optimistic about the town’s 
chances for the grant. 

Donahoo has estimated that the 
new well will cost the town up to 
$100,000, However, others put the 
cost at closer to $50,000. 

Meanwhile the town is making 
arrangements to borrow the money for 
the well. Town clerk Wilma Finn said 
the town is solvent. She told the 
Reporter that one lender had been 
down within the past week to check 
the town’s books.

In response to a question about 
the old courthouse from the resigning 
Dean, Harlin suggested that Sherman 
Holland donate his lot behind the 
recently declared historic site so the 
Beautification Board could create a 
small park. 

A list of nine grievances was 
presented to the council by Buddy 


Roy, spokesman for a delegation of 
citizens from Billingsley subdivision. 

The main complaint of the group 
was against George Wright, who raises 
German shepherds at his house across 
the street from the apartments on 
Mooney Road. 

“Does Wright have a license to 
operate a kennel,” Roy asked the 
council. Our subdivision regulations 
say we can only have two dogs per 
house. We are not after the people 
who have pets and take care of them, 
but we don’t want to live next to a 
kennel,” 

A check of city ordinances turned 
up no kennel regulations. 

Roy said he had obtained a pistol 
permit. “I don’t want to shoot other 
-people’s dogs, but we have to live in 
the neighborhood too.” 

Another member of the 
Billingsley delegation, Simon Flournoy 
said 26 dogs lived on his block. 

The council agreed with Roy that 
garbage service was a problem all over 
town and said they planned to take 
the service over when the present 
contract with L. ECoston expired.

As preseason football magazines

Pouncey reported the Wildcats had 
been running since the third week in 


June and that a number of the 
players had been lifting weights this 
summer. 


Montevallo senior offensive 
tackle, Buddy Holsombeck (6-2, 
230 pounds) surprisingly voiced a 
liking for the workouts. ‘Shoot, I 
don’t mind them that much. I’ve 
already lost 11 pounds this summer.

‘When you’re doing these drills, 
you don’t think they’re worth it at 
first.

The two figures inside the cab of 
the motor-grader are dwarfed by the 
massive machine.

At this session, 
pupils are female. 

Assistant Director, Clayton 
Overstreet, said he has had women 
take the course before but not usually 
more than three at one session. 

“The course was originally set up 
to upgrade skills of the student,” 
Overstreet said, “and to give some 
background. 

“But most of the 13 women have 
never had any previous experience 
with machinery,” he said, “so we’re 
starting from scratch with them.” 

The students are taught the basics 
of operating machines such as 
bulldozers, motor-graders or “pans” as 
they are called, cranes, loaders, 
backhoes and scrapers, They also learn 
to repair the equipment and maintain 
it in top running order. 

Three instructors, Bob Cummings, 
Bill Moore and Bobby Segrest with 
Overstreet “get the students started” 
on projects every work day at 8 a.m. 
and oversee their progress until 
quitting time at 4:30 p.m. 

Some classroom training is 
necessary, but most of the pupil’s time 
is spent in the field operating the 
equipment. 

Overstreet said all students have 
one thing in common, “None of them 
like the classroom. They’d all rather be 
outside.” 

Instructor Bobby Segrest said, 
“They have to take a written test at 
the end of the course but that doesn’t 
mean as much to me as how they 
operate in the field.” 

“After all,”’ he said, “you can’t 
learn to run a bulldozer just by reading 
a book.” 

Held at Oak Mountain for the past 
two and a half years, the students 
learn through doing any jobs that 
require heavy equipment use around 
the park. Presently, they are regrading 
the driving range behind the clubhouse 
and cutting a new drainage ditch to 
alleviate flooding problems on the 
course. 

Overstreet said the program offers 
students a chance to better themselves 
while using tax dollars to better the 
public facility. Government surplus 
equipment is used by the class. 

All students interviewed seemed 
genuinely interested in the class and 
anxious to become an operator.

Another spirited political race is 
on! The final date for candidates to 
qualify to run for the various offices 
has passed, and those who met these 
requirements will soon be greeting 
you and asking for your ‘vote and 
influence’. 

I believe an eroneous idea has 
long permeated political races for 
public offices in that many people 
seem to be laboring under the im- 
pression that if a person is suc- 
cessful in attaining the public office 
he or she is seeking that the people 
have rendered them an out right 
gift. 

They fail to take into con- 
sideration the preparation needed to 
equip an aspirant for public service 
and do not seem to realize that 
anyone ambitious enough to place 
themselves under microscopic ob- 
servation of the people usually have- 
-or believe they have -- certain 
qualifications that warrant such 
distinction, in that he or she has 
something to offer of equal value to 
the mere monetary reward the office 
carries. 

A conscientious official usually 
devotes his entire time to the faith- 
ful discharge of the obligations he 
assumes when he accepts the 
custodianship of a public office. He 
regards the office as a public trust, 
one he is responsible to the people 
who placed him in charge and in 
return for such recognition, as a 
rule, keeps every official detail to 
the best of his ability, in order to 
merit the faith evidenced by the 
people’s approval of him. When this 
is done, the official record he makes 
reflects whether or not their faith in 
him has been justified. 

I believe most of our officers 
realize these official responsibilities, 
and give to the people full value in 
return for the remuneration they 
receive for honest effort expended. 

At any rate, official records are 
indisputable evidence of a person’s 
fitness for public service and on this 
factual evidence he should be willing 
to stand or fall. On these records 
they should be judged other than on 
viewpoints of lesser importance. 

Therefore, these personal 
suggestions might be worth thinking 
over to determine these facts before 
swinging: the lever of the voting 
machine. 

Weigh the evidence and 
qualification of each candidate-- 
then as a free American proudly 
vote your individual conviction. 

Only when you have done this, 
have you fulfilled the obligation you 
assume when you express your right 
to vote. 

At least that’s the way I see it -- 
What do you think?

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County kitchens get eye 


from Health Department 


by Marcia M. Sears 

How do Shelby County’s food 
establishments measure up to the 
health department’s scale? All such 
establishments are subject to regular 
inspection by health authorities who 
grade them on a point scale of 
demerits. 

The Shelby County Health 
Department inspects restaurants and 
the meat departments of grocery 
stores about every month. Cleanliness 
and freedom from insects are the 
major part of each inspection. 
However, an establishment can also get 
demerits for certain faults in the 
building’s construction. 

Jim BB oblins. 23. .t.he 
Environmentalist with the Shelby 
County Health Department who 
makes the inspections. Because of a 
heavy work load in the department, it 
is not always possible to inspect every 
establishment every four weeks, but 
every attempt is made to do so, 
according to Ron Stutts, 
Environmental Supervisor. 

If a food establishment gets from 
0 to 10 demerits, it is rated “A” by 
the Health Department. If the number 
of demerits is from 11 to 20, the 
rating will be a “B”. When the number 
of demerits goes up between 21 and 
40, the establishment earns a “C” 
rating. 

When the demerits top 40, the 
Health Department can order the 
establishment closed. 

Stutts said that no establishments 
have been ordered closed in recent

Alabaster really has something to 
crow about following the inspection 
by state fire insurance underwriters.

Pelham tables annexation request 


to study fire protection 


The Pelham Council tabled the 
annex petition of Ken Peeler, who 
owns about 45 acres on the town’s 
eastern border for the second time 
last night. 

The council agreed that it wanted 
time to look at the property before 
granting fire and police protection 
to the owners of the parcel. 

Peeler told the council he was 
disappointed in the decision. 

‘*We are spending a lot of money 
to upgrade our water system and 
fire department so that the town’s 
fire insurance rating can be lowered 
from eight to five,’’ explained 
Councilman Roy Jowers. ‘‘I don’t 
want the annexation of Peeler’s 
property to interfere with the rating 
examination.’’ 

It seems likely that Pelham will 
soon begin growing to the east, since 
the town is boxed in on three sides. 

The recent annexation election 
claimed land to the Helena border 
on the west, to Riverchase on the 
north and to Oak Mountain State 
Park on the northeast. 

Pelham and Alabaster abut each 
other on the south. 


A restriction in the Riverchase 
deed forbids property owners in that 
community from petitioning any 
town for annexation. Riverchase 
spokesman Bill Satterfield says his 
community has plans to inmcor- 
porate in the future. 


This leaves Fungo Hollow as the 
only unattached land left for fast 
growing Pelham. 

In other business the council hired 
Pam Williams as librarian, effective 
August 21. Mary Carver was taken 
on as assistant librarian at no pay.

A public road is for public use. 
But a resident of the Sterrett area has 
other ideas.

owners came before the council 
requesting the road be repaired. 
Cribbs told the representatives at 
that time, that the city could not af- 
ford to bear the total cost of resur- 
facing the hole-filled road. 

In this week’s meeting, the 
owners agreed to divide the cost of 
resurfacing equally, with the city 
paying a share as each industry 
does, on the condition Helena 
agrees to the maintenance following 
resurfacing. 

According to Cribbs, the share 
the city would pay would be roughly 
$2,300 plys whatever repair work 
was done in the future. 

The council seemed favorable to 
the proposed plan with several 
members commenting they would 
like weight restrictions and enfor- 


cement of those limits in the park. 
Large trucks were cited as the main 
cause of wear upon the road. 

In other business, the council 
voted to purchase a new police car 
from the lowest bidder, Sherman 
Holland Ford. 

In the police report for June, the 
department received 105 complain- 
ts, made 43 arrests and gave 52 war- 
nings. $2,432 was collected in fines 
with most chawrges for speeding. 

The council heard a _ represen- 
tative from the Employment 
Reitrement System for Alabama, 
Charles A. Holston, on a retirement 
plan for Helena employees. 

The council agreed to pay the 
agency to conduct an employment 
survey to determine the exact 
amount the city would pay into the 
plan. 
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roads, Ray informed the Com- 
mission that seven more projects 
had been presented to the Division 
Administrator for approval. 

But because funding is in short 
supply, Ray asked the panel’s okay 
on the projects. And it was granted 
subject to sufficient federal funds 
being available. 

As he hasn’t been able to round 
up the necessary amount of money, 
the County Highway Director 
reported Tuesday that he’s already 
lopped off one project, bringing 
the total cost of the improvements 
down to $359,200. The original 
figure had been $526,850. 

Pointing out that 70 per cent of 
the funding was federal money, Ray 
related that the county’s share 
would be $108,000. He noted that 
he’d been able to secure federal

Death inspires reflections on life 


Editor’s note: The following 
Statements are excerpts from the 
eulogy given at the funeral of Evan 
J. Downs at Union United 
Methodist Church, Westover, by his 
grandson, Dixon Mitchell. 


It is a privilege to speak of one 
who has been admired and loved by 
many and this is especially so when 
one has had the good fortune to be 
his grandson. I cannot hope to un- 
derscore the value of another 
human life, not even someone as 
close to me as my grandfather. 
However, I do wish to share with 
you some of my thoughts. 

Surely to the uninitiated, the 
fellow who caught only a glimpse of 
my grandfather, he seemed ordinary 
enough. He was a handsome man 
but never achieved public acclaim. 
His photograph and name, like 
yours and mine, was rarely caught 
in newsprint, much less the 
headlines. To many he no doubt 
seemed the typical rank and file 
American. A person like millions of 
others. 


He was intelligent yet had no 
singular claim to fortune or success, 
He was born of humble but fine 
parents not unlike the origin of our 
Lord. Like most of us, he was mid- 
dle America; he lived comfortabiy, 
conservatively and never knew af- 
fluence. Surely he seemed on the 
surface to be the ordinary, average 
fellow. 

However, for those of us who 
knew him intimately and loved him 
unreservedly, within this ordinary 
setting lived a clearly extraordinary 
man. The extraordinary qualities of 
his life were not physical or 
material, however; his personality 
was special by any definition. 

My grandfather enhanced the 
concept of the ordinary American 
because he was the kind of fellow 
who holds any worthy cause 
together. He was decent, hard- 
working, fun-loving and loyal to his 
church, his country, his respon- 
sibilities and to his family, Evan J, 
Downs was in many ways a rank 
and file American but his character

Floyd as Executive Director of the 
Alabama Historical Commission 
has stirred a whirlwind of protest

and disruptive obstruction from one 
or more members of the Alabama 
Historical Commission.”’ 

Kenneth Penhale of Helena has 
sent letters to dozens of persons in- 
terested in the preservation of 
Alabama landmarks and historical 
objects in which he praises Floyd’s 
leadership as bringing the state ‘‘to 
the forefront of the American 
preservation movement.”’ 


Penhale points out that Floyd 
initiated the Alabama Register of 
Landmarks and Heritage, the Cen- 
tury and Heritage Farm Program, 
the Live-in-a-Landmark Council 
and the Oral History Project. 

Penhale says it is beyond his 
comprehension why certain mem- 
bers of the Alabama Historical 
Commission and employees feel 
they have the right to undermine 
two of the most successful and 
popular programs of the AHC. 

Penhale urges that Floyd’s 
resignation not be accepted and asks 
all those interested to write the 
Governor and other Commission 
members asking that Warner Floyd 
continue in his position.

people like him the salt of the earth 
and the glory of our nation. 

Evan J. Downs strengthens our 
belief in the average man because he 
was a good man. Oh, like any of us 
he possessed faults. But when the 
ledger was balanced the evidence 
stood out in bold relief--here was a 
good man, 

The character of people like my 
grandfather is the best antidote I 
know against the growing skep- 
ticism and cynicism regarding 
mankind. Because we have known 
and believed in him we find it easier 
to know and believe in each other. 
We should not forget the 
unheralded heroes of our common 
life who live in quiet dignity and 
who reinforce our faith in our 
fellow man. 

It is easier for us to believe in our 
common humanity because Evan J. 
Downs lived among us. My gran- 
dfather glorified the concept of the 
average man because he loved his 
family. For 58 years he enjoyed a 
lovely marriage to Lucille, his wife. 
There were the usual struggles 
common to all marriages but there 
was never any question of his love 
and devotion to my grandmother 
nor of her devotion to him, 

He was an ordinary man but my 
grandfather was an extraordinary 
family man. His life was a beautiful 
model at this point. When he was 
caught boasting it was usually in 
reference to individuals in his 
family. Rarely did he speak of his 
own achievements, In human 
relationships and family life as in 
the terrain of daily living we 
generally reap what we sow. 

My grandfather was a good 
soldier during the first World War 
and throughout his life. Without 
complaint and with a positive and 
optimistic attitude he bore his share 
of life’s afflictions. Ovegriding all 
else was a confidence in life which is 
now vindicated in death. He lived 
well and died well. Appropriately at 
age 80 he leaves us but continues in 
God’s favor.

Police station where paramedics 
administered first aid. Soon after 
his arrival at Calera, Bartee was 
taken to Shelby Memorial Hospital 
by ambulance where a complete 
examination turned up no serious 
injuries.

Charles Allen’s parents traveled 
closer to home. 

With 12:30 a.m. closing in, they 
thought they would stop and check 
on their boy and passenger to see if 
all was well. Pulling his pickup over 
on the side of the road near Green 
Springs, Charles Bartee walked 
around the back of the camper and 
pulled the ajar door open. What he 
didn’t see sent tremors of fear 
through his body.

stration farm. This allows them to 
experience all aspects of park 
management. 

Causey, of Alexander City, first 
studied sociology but later found 
her niche in Recreation Ad- 
ministration at Auburn. ‘‘Since 
then, I’ve converted two of my 
roommates to recreation,”’ she said. 


Berkowitz, of Dothan, also swit- 
ched to studying parks and 
recreation from the psychology 
curriculum. 

Oak Mountain was the first 
choice for intership placement by 
both students. 

‘‘The park has so many more 
things to offer,’’ said Berkowitz. 


‘It’s the largest park in size,’’ 
said Causey, ‘‘and its facilities are 
more rounded out.”’ 

Although Causey and 
Berkowitz’s rotation schedules do 
not usually match, they work 
together on an_ interpretative 
program for the park. 

‘“‘We lead nature hikes, hold 
campfire talks and show films and 
slide shows,”’ said Causey. 


Usually the film presentations 
concern Oak Mountain’s facilities 
and other state parks’ recreation of- 
ferings. 

The students are graded for their 
work this summer, Causey receiving 
either a pass or fail grade and 
Berkowitz receiving a letter grade. 


Causey will add 15 quarter hours 
toward her graduation while 
Berkowitz will get 12 semester hours 
credit. 

Both hope to continue a career in 
the park system after graduation. 

As Berkowitz said, ‘‘This has 
been a challenging park,’’ but 
Causey adds, ‘‘I’m enjoying it 
here,”’

Many trucks 


weighed found 
in violation 


During the month of May, 
Alabama State Troopers working on 
truck weighing and random vehicle 
inspection details made 1,200 arrests. 

“There were 1,405 trucks weighed 
during May,” said Colonel M.L. Hilyer, 
Alabama Department of Public Safety 
Director. “This resulted in 402 arrests 
for weight violations and 37 arrests for 
other violations. There were 19,791 
vehicles checked at random vehicle 
inspection points resulting in 761 
arrests,” 

“Troopers arrests and warnings 
totalled 2,221 during May this year 
compared with 1,732 during a similar 
time period last year,” said Captain 
N.W, McHenry who coordinates 
random vehicle inspection activities. 
“Although there is no_ significant 
change in the precentage of arrests 
resulting from inspections, the 
percentage of total arrests for driving 
without a license has gone down while 
the percentage of total arrest for 
license plate violations has increased.” 

“About 40 percent of the trucks 
weighed during May last year were in 
violation of state law setting the 
maximum permitted weight for 
trucks,” said Sergeant W.R. Applin 
who coordinates the truck weight 
teams. “ During May this year, 29 
percent were in volation, The greatest 
changes were among trucks hauling 
lime, with the percentage overweight 
dropping from 64 percent during May 
last year to 46 percent during May this 
year, and among trucks hauling steel, 
with none of these overweight during 
May last year and 24 percent 
overweight during May this year.”

Relations between the United 
States and the Soviet Union cover a 
broad spectrum of attitudes, according 
to Senator John Sparkman (D-Ala.), 
Chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee.

Scottsboro trade day originamystery 94. 


by Henry Willett 

On the first Monday of each month, 
and on the Sunday preceeding, 
thousands of people gather around the 
Scottsboro, Alabama Court Square to 
buy and sell produce, craft items, 
antiques, and junk, and to trade 
knives, dogs, swap stories, carve wood, 
listen to old-time string music, or just 
plain hang around. This is an 
old-fashioned town trade day, and part 
of a longstanding tradition of such 
trade days. 

No one can remember when 
Scottsboro had its first First Monday. 
It has just always been there, much 
like the group of old-timer whittlers 
who pass the day sitting around the 
courthouse even on second, third, or 
fourth Mondays, 

Most of the older residents 
remember First Monday as_ being 
primarily a horse-trading day back at 
the turn of the century, and early 
newspaper accounts seem to bear this 
out. It was a day when horse-traders 
from all over the county would 
converge on the courthouse grounds to 
buy, sell, and swap horses. 

Several years later farmers joined 
the horse traders and came to the 
courthouse to sell their produce on the 
first Monday of every month. Now 
everyone sells anything and everything 
and the  horsetraders have 
disappeared. 

Why the first Monday? This seems 
to be as much disputed as the subject 
of when the first First Monday 
are two favored

The first involves a survival from the 
days of the Indians. A local resident 
explains. “On the full moon of each 
month all the Indians would gather for 
a big celebration and feast. When the 
white settlers came in, they kept the 
custom but changed it to the first 
Monday of each month.” 

Another resident favors a different 
explanation. “You see, circuit court 
used to come through here on the first 
Monday each month. Everyone from 
the county would come in to the 
courthouse to see what was going on 


and to trade horses and sell produce.” 

Regardless of how or when First 
Monday began, it is now a 
self-perpetuating ritual...a traditional 
trade day, and nearly everyone who 
has ever attended possesses some 
treasured bargain that he somehow 
acquired at First Monday. 

Others have equally treasured 
memories of the great deals they 
made. One rather candid Sand 
Mountain resident remembers how he 
used to trade dogs at Scottsboro’s 
First Monday. “I'd get me a load of 


meat, and on the way into town I'd) 
attract every stray dog I could find 
into the back of my truck. Id sell and?’ 
trade all I could, and just let the rest { 
out on the way back, I'd come home a’ 
rich man every time.”

Although the day’s atmosphere is 
as festive as a summer Mardi Gras, 
the Fleet Blessing prayer and the 
lowering of a wreath in memory of 
fishermen since gone, add a touch 
of serenity to the event. 

This is the 29th Blessing of the 
Fleet, sponsored by St. Margaret’s 
Parish of Bayou la Batre. 

On Saturday evening at 6 p.m. the 
official Fleet Blessing Mass is also 
held at St. Margaret’s Church in the 
Bayou. The Church is beautifully 
and appropriately decorated for the 
Mass.

Some 150 law enforcement 
officers from throughout Central 
Alabama served as an honor guard and 
escort Sunday afternoon during 
funeral services for Montevallo Police 
Officer Mike Moreland who was killed 
late Friday night while pursuing a 
fleeing car. 

The Wilton Baptist Church was 
filled and overflowing a half- hour 
before the 3 p.m. services began. 

The 23 year old officer, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. James G. Moreland of 
Wilton, died at approximately 11:20 
Friday night when the Montevallo 
patrol car he was driving crashed into a 
bridge railing across Six Mile Creek on 
State Highway 25 about midway 
between Montevallo and Centreville. 

According to reports, Officer 
Moreland who completed the Alabama 
Police Academy at the University of 
Alabama last fall and fellow Officer 
Bill Glosson, Jr., were pursuing a 
vehicle they had stopped twice, earlier 
Friday night. The driver of the vehicle 
being pursued, according to reports, is 
James Carl Quillman, 27, of Brierfield. 
Quillman is now in Shelby County 
Jail, charged with first degree 
manslaughter and reckless driving. A 
$25,000 bond has been set on the 
manslaughter charge and a $5,000 
bond on the reckless driving charge. 

The late model Pontiac patrol car 
that Officer Moreland was driving 
caught fire when it struck the bridge 

railing. Moreland was trapped in the

Proposed multi-state roadway 


would cut swath through county

Will it turn out to be an 
enormous pipe dream? Or will the pipe 
lines that are a major part of a 
proposed transportation system turn 
out to be a key to the economic 
growth of Shelby County and the 
Southeast? 

The question arose Tuesday when 
backers of the Kansas City to 
Brunswick, Ga., transit system 
presented their ideas to Shelby County 
officials. 

As the scheme is now proposed, 
the route would swing through Shelby 
County, from north of Helena to 
Columbiana and to the Coosa River at 
about the location of the old county 
ferry. 

Elton B. Stephens, Birmingham 
businessman, whose interests include 
the Vulcan Bindery in Vincent, came 
to Columbiana to gain support for the 
transportation “corridor.” 

The idea of the corridor is to 
provide a link from the midwest 
grainbelt to the seaports of the 
Southeast. 

The corridor would include a 
highway, pipe lines and rail lines - any 
thing that would promise moving 
goods and people efficiently along the 
route. 

The idea has been around since 
the 1930's according to its backers, 
and has recently received a $9 million

Alabaster miner named 


EMT of the year 


by Bert Seaman 

Jim Daniel of Alabaster almost 
missed one of the most exciting nights 
of his life. 

He doesn’t reach home after 
finishing his shift at Mulga Coal 
Company’s mine until 1:15 a.m. So he 
almost decided not to attend the 
banquet July 20 where Emergency 
Medical Technician awards were to be 
handed out. 

Fortunately, he changed his mind 
and was present to receive the 
BREMSS Intermediate EMT of the 
Year Award. 

Recounting the experience, Daniel 
said he was shocked when he heard his 
name called. “I accepted the award,” 
he related, “on behalf of all the 
dedicated EMT’s who weren't 
nominated, but who deserved the 
award just as much as I did.” 

Daniel has the distinction of being 
the first underground miner in the 
state to be licensed as an intermediate 
emergency medical technician. (The 
company provided part of the cost of 
his training.) 

His daily duties take him 1,100 
feet underground to perform electrical 
maintenance work. His first job at the 
mine was working with explosives. 

Along with five other hand picked 
miners. Daniel makes up the 


company’s rescue team which recently 
won second place in the Alabama 
Mining Institute’s statewide contest 
for mine rescue, 

“*We'll soon be competing 
nationally,” he reported, against teams 
that have been involved in actual mine 
disasters.” 

Daniel is also a volunteer with the 
Alabaster Fire Department and the 
Central Shelby Ambulance Service. 
And both he and his wife Barbara 
serve with the city’s rescue unit. 

The couple went through basic 
and intermediate EMT training at 
Bessemer State Technical College 
together and are now in the process of 
making preparations to take advanced 
classes at the Regional Health 
Institute. 

However, because of their jobs 
and a nine year old daughter to look 
after, scheduling classes and on duty 
training is no easy task. “It’s 
something you've really got to want to 
do,”” Daniel remarked. He said that he 
and his wife received immense 
satisfaction from being able to help 
people. 

When they aren’t involved with 
school or jobs, the couple frequently 

speaks and shows films to clubs and

transportation depending upon their 
product and its destination,

approval of the idea to the various 
governments that would have to 
coordinate the giant project. 


According to the proposal, a 
swath about 600 teet wide would be 
needed to provide the roadways and 
rights of way for pipelines. When the 
idea was advanced several years ago, 
the route through Shelby County was 
considerably shorter than in the new 
proposal. 

No one commented on the 
difficulties of gaining rights of way, 
which would doubtless be very 
expensive, especially in crossing the 
north Pelham area.

joined to Shelby Memorial

A group of Birmingham investors 
and Shelby County doctors have 
announced plans for a $1 million 
professional office complex adjoining 
the northeast corner of Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. 

According to Dr. Stacy Childs, a 
partner in the venture, construction 
will begin in October. The first of two 
20,000 square foot two story brick 
offices should be ready for occupancy 
in May 1979. 

The doctor’s offices will be 
arranged around a two story atrium 
with natural light from clerestory 
windows. The second story of the 
building will be connected with the 
new obstetrics wing of Shelby County 
Memorial Hospital. 

Architects for the project are 
Kidd, Wheeler and Plosser.

A plan by Shelby Memorial to 
locate four doctors in a Primary Care 
Center in Riverchase was killed last

month by the State Medical Board, 
but Doctor Childs, who also serves on 
the hospital’s building committee, 
predicted that Brookwood Hospital, a 
competitor for the Primary Care 
Center, would build doctor's offices 
on its Riverchase property. 

According to Dr. Childs, hospital 
landlords usually get the patient 
referrals from their doctor tenants. 

The connecting walkway to 
Shelby Memorial would seem to assure 
the bulk of patient referrals from the 
new office.

Clean coal factory 


Refined coal, 


the answer to oil? 


The world reserves of oil, the fuel 
that took the place of coal in many 
U.S.factories and power plants when 
the latter proved to produce 
unacceptable levels of air pollution, 
are dwindling. As oil becomes more 
scarce its price goes up. This has 
created a serious drain on our 
economy. 

A key figure in the nation’s 
energy equation are its power 
generating companies. 

Most of the rivers capable of 
generating hydroelectric power have 
already been dammed many times 
over, so until large scale solar 
generators are designed or the fusion 
nuclear power of the sun is replicated 
on earth, we have two alternative 
fuels. 

A number of fission nuclear 
power plants have been constructed in 
the U.S. The Alabama Power 
Company, a subsidiary of ~ The 
Southern Company, recently fired up 
the Joseph Farley Nuclear Plant near 
Dothan. The construction of nuclear 
plants has been all but halted, 
however, in the face of growing 
concern about the disposal of nuclear 
wastes. Wastes which may remain 
lethal for thousands of years. 

The second alternative is coal, but 
coal contains sulphur and leaves ash, 
both of which contribute to air 
pollution. 

As the second largest coal user in 
the United States (behind TVA) the 
Southern Company has a large vested 
interest in clean burning SRC. 

It takes energy to produce SRC. 
The process is about 75 percent 
efficient, according to Gary Styles,

engineer at Wilsonville. 

This means that it presently takes 
six tons of coal to produce 3.5 tons of 
SRC and one ton commercial gases 
and sulphur, 

Styles said that coal presently 
costs $1 per million BTUs. An 
additional $2 per million BTUs is 
spent for pollution control. SRC costs 
$3 per million BTUs. This cost may 
come down as the process is perfected. 

Typically, coal mined in this 
country contains five pounds of 
sulphur dioxide (S02) per million 
BTUs of energy. (It takes about 83 
pounds of coal to produce one million 
BTUs.) Coal mined in the western 
U.S. and some anthracite coals and 
metallurgic in Pennsylvania and 
Alabana have considerably less 
pollution-causing sulphur, but this coal 
is hard to mine in the east and 
expensive to ship from the west. 

As explained by Styles, the 
solvent refining process reduces the 
$02 concentration in coal to 1.2 
pounds per million BTUs and can be 
adjusted to as little as .6 pounds per 
million BTUs. The majority of the ash 
is also removed in the process. 

Solvent refining was first used by 
the Germans. The process used by 
Catalytic to produce SRC I and Gulf 
to make SRC II was worked out by 
the Spencer Chemical Company. 

Spencer Chemical was acquired by 
Gulf in the 1960s which holds the 
world wide patents on the process. 
The U.S. patents are in the public 
domain. 

Visitors from Europe, Japan and 
the Americas have toured the 
Wilsonville facility.

Solvent refining yeilds

Four years of work at the 
Southern Company’s Solvent Refined 
Coal (SRC) plant in Wilsonville is 
beginning to pay off. 

Southern Company has been 
awarded a contract from the United 
States Department of Energy to 
design a $600 million SRC 
demonstration plant near Owensboro, 
Ky. as part of the effort to curb U.S. 
dependence on costly imported oil. 

Last week the Reporter 
talked with Southern Company coal 
research engineer Gary Styles at the 
Wilsonville pilot plant where Catalytic 
Inc. is turning out six tons of SRC | 
per day. The project is directed by the 
Southern Company and the Electric 
Power Research Institute, a 
consortium of power company 
owners. 

“In order to meet federal air 
pollution standards for coal burning 
plants, the Southern Company was 
faced with three alternatives,” said 
Styles. “We could buy low sulphur 
western coal and transport it to the 
southeast. We could continue cleaning 
the flue gas as it is emitted from our 
plants, or we could perfect the solvent 
refining process. 

“The western coal alternative 
turned out to be the most expensive of 
three because of high transportation 
costs 

“*The continued operation of 
stack scrubbers and other air pollution 
devices requires highly trained power 
plant personnel and the cost of 
pollution control rises sharply as 
pollution approaches zero.” 

If the proposed 6,000 ton per day 
demonstration plant in Owensboro 
proves that the SRC process can be 
adapted for large scale operations,

Styles predicts that several large power 
generators will have 20,000-30,000 
ton per day SRC plants on line by 
1985. 

“Our figures indicate that the cost 
of SRC is equal to the cost of burning 
raw coal with our present pollution 
control devices,” said Styles. 

The added dividends from SRC 
are the simplification of power plant 
operation and the decreased wear and 
tear on the plants from burning clean 
coal. 

If the pollution problems can be 
licked, experts estimate that the 
United States will have a 200-300 year 
supply of coal for fuel. The plan is to 
locate large SRC plants at the center 
of the nation’s major coal fields and 
ship the coal to users like the Gaston 
Steam Plant in Wilsonville. 

To get SRC, pulverized coal is 
mixed with a creosote like coal derived

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The cup runneth over

Although his Harpersville 
counterpart has not yet discussed the 
project with him, Vincent Mayor D.B. 
Smith says he will be glad to sell water 
to the troubled Harpersville water 
system. 

Smith said he became aware that 
Harpersville wanted some of Vincent’s 
plentiful spring water when an 
engineer employed by Harpersville, 
James T. Jones, of Gadsden, came to 
ask about the capacity of his system. 

‘Harpersville Mayor J.W. Donahoo 
told a group of disgruntled water users 
at the July 17 council meeting that the 
city was planning to tie on to the six 
inch water main that serves the 
Vincent Elementary School. 

Water Board chairman D.E. Morris 
told the group the Vincent main was 
L5 feet east of the railroad tracks that 
separate the two towns. 

Jones, on hand to inspect the 
grouting of the new Harpersville well 
Wednesday, told*the Reporter that 
about %mile of pipe would have to be 
laid to connect the two systems. He 
estimated the cost at roughly $20,000. 

Smith said he was surprised 
Harpersville had not looked to Vincent 

Oyen its well caved in last September. 

“We have plenty of water,” Smith 
said. “‘We have a $500,000 expansion 
project in progress which will give us 
two more pumps and bring our storage 
capacity to 350,000 gallons.” 

Vincent has received a $112,000 
grant from HUD for the improvements 
and is working on a $155,000 grant. 

Plans include a new pumphouse, 
an eight inch water main to a new 
200;000 gallon storage tank and a 
concrete dam for the town springs. 

The Westover well has been 
strained to serve both towns and 
residents in Harpersville have begun 
complaining of having no water when 
they come home from work in the 
evenings. 

“I would like to see a joint 
management effort on the part of our 
two water boards,”’ said Smith, “But I 
expect Harpersville will just want to 
buy the water.” 

The Vincent town well is located 
at large spring just off the Calcis road. 
The town has ample water for itself 
and its smaller neighbor to the west. A

The year long fight between 
Carter and the medical lobby climaxed 
July 18 when the House Commerce 
Committee set only voluntary goals 
for hospital inflation fighting. 

If Shelby Memorial is a typical 
example, the voluntary cost 
containment procedures instituted by 
the hospital industry may be an 
effective treatment for medical 
inflation. 

In 1977 hospital costs rose by 16 
percent nationwide. For the same 
period costs at Shelby Memorial rose 
only 14 percent. 

On July 7 health industry leaders 
claimed that the voluntary effort as 
working, claiming that hospital costs 
rose at an annual rate of 12.7 percent 
during the first four months of 1978. 

According to Shelby Memorial 
publicity director Sharon Oswald, 
costs during the first six months at 
Shelby Memorial rose by only between 
10 and 12 percent. 

She explained that the difference 
of two percentage points was due to 
the fact that the hospital had not yet 
decided in which budget to place a 
new pension plan at the hospital. 

Oswald said the basic component 
of hospital inflation was the increase 
in the cost of supplies, although 
salaries, fees and the cost of new 
equipment and construction have 
also risen. 

The Birmingham Regional 
Hospital Council attended last 
Tuesday’s hospital board meeting to 
unveil a new public awareness 
campaign to inform users about 
hospital costs. 


the council members have just begun 
work on the document. 

“We are not deep enough into it 
to tell what next year’s budget will 
be,” Smith told the Reporter. “But it 
looks like there will be some increase. 

For fiscal 1978 Columbiana had a 
budget of $316,639.36. According to 
Smith the town has lived within that 
budget. 

Smith said he did not solicit the 
job as councilman, but had been 
selected by the council because he has 
a degree in accounting from Livingston 
State University, and experience in the 
field. 

“Clark (Dean) was head of budget 
and finance,” said Smith. “I have a 
background in accounting and am 
familiar with accounting procedures 
from my business.” 

Dean will be advising Smith on 
the budget and will continue to work 
on his project to computerize town 
billing procedures. 

Smith said he had no political 
aspirations and did not anticipate 
running for a full term as councilman 

“T’ve got all the business I can sa 
grace over,” said Smith. “I just took 
the council job to help the city out.”

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Helena man honored

Even though 45 years have passed, 
May 5, 1933 is a day that still stands 
out clearly in the memory of Frank E. 
“Buck” Cox of Helena. 

On that fateful day a tornado 
swept through the town destroying 
homes, property and churches, 
including the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church of wh ich he’s a member. 

The longtime resident recalled the 
devastation, which included the loss of 
13 lives, as he spoke to friends and 
members of the church which he 
helped rebuild. 

Sunday’s service at the Helena 
church was set aside to honor Cox, 
who, at 73, is the church’s oldest male 
member. 

An award for his long years of 
devotion and unselfish work was 
presented to Cox by the church’s 
pastor, William B. Todd. Accepting the 
honor, Cox said, “I’ve always had a 
good time working for the Lord.” 

During the 52 years he’s belonged 
to the church, the Helena native has 
served as deacon and was responsible 
for making the altar, communion table 
and altar chairs. He related that he’s 
also made pews for his church and 
others. 

After his retirement from 
Plantation Pipe Line in 1967, Cox 
turned his energies to his hobby of 
woodworking and playing the fiddle. 

Reaching into his storehouse of 
memories, Cox told the audience 
something about his family and the 
history of the church. 

He related that his father moved 
to Helena at the age of three and his 
marriage to Matilda Ann Fulgham 
took place in the community in 1904. 

Speaking about the first building 
which was Helena’s first church, Cox 
reported that it had been located on 
the land now used for the cemetery. 
Because members wanted it nearer the 
highway, Cox explained, Tom 
Davidson was put in charge of moving 
it. 

Telling something about how it 
looked, Cox said that the two side 
doors were made into windows. He 
recounted that men used to sit on one 
side of the church and women on the 
other. 

Another feature that stood out in 
Cox’s memory, was the bell and 
steeple. He remembered that six posts, 
eight feet in height, supported the bell, 
which was left open. The steeple then 
extended another 12-14 feet upward, 
he remarked. 

With pride in his voice, Cox said, 
“That was the best sounding bell in

Helena. And,” he added, “We had the 
best choir too.” 

Homecomings were always well 
attended at the church, he reported. 
Recalling that members spread their 
food on outdoor tables, Cox said that 
horses hitched to buggies were tied 
nearby. 

He remarked that some families 
used an ox to pull their wagons and 
said he could remember the time when 
he, his wife, and son rode to town on a 
spring seat wagon pulled by an ox. 

Explaining why it took nearly five 
years to rebuild the church after it was 
destroyed by the tornado, Cox told of 
the low wages paid during the 
depression era, “‘A dollar a day back 
then was big money,” he recalled. 

Founders of Helena’s first 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church were 
named by Cox as being Gene Roy, 
Luther Nunnley, Bill McLendon, 
Richard Harless, R.D. Simmons and 
Frank E. Cox. 

He mentioned that the Lee family 
had donated the land for the church 
and cemetery and that Brother Ed Lee 
was the pastor to serve the church 
after it was rebuilt. 

Other ministers that Cox recalled 
fondly were A.C. Acton, Pat Minshew, 
J.C. Hewitt and Fred Holmes. 

One of the songs which Cox 
composed and played on his violin 
during the service was dedicated to the 
Methodist minister who died several 
years ago. It was entitled ““O, What a 
Great Leader. 

Cox and Rev. Holmes were two 
of the organizers of the West Shelby 
Rescue squad which was formed in 
1963. 

Friends who attended the special 
service in honor of Cox included 
Sheriff Red Walker and Helena Mayor 
Sonny Penhale.

It’s just a shoestring operation 

right now, but we expect to get 
larger. We’re isolated from com- 
munities and adding to the facilities 
every week.’’ 
That’s manager Jerry Handley’s 
assessment of Shelby Speedway 
which celebrated its fourth week in 
operation last Sunday. Located just 
five miles from Alabaster on Coun- 
ty Road 87, the speedway is close 
enough but not inaccessible to a 
large number of stock car and dune 
buggy racers who come from as far 
away as Center Point and as close as 
Calera. 

The initial investment in the 
speedway was $10,000. “‘I hired a 
contractor to build the track and 
told him to use his own judgment,”’ 
Handley chuckled. The result is a 
quarter-mile dirt oval that has timed 
some drivers averaging almost 60 
miles per hour. 

While the banks haven’t been 
figured in degrees, they’re wide 
enough and fast enough for almost 
any novice racer - the kind of racer 
the track was built for. 

“This is purely for the part-time 
racer. We’re not professionals. 
there’s not enough money in it. 
People come here to race for the 
thrill of winning and maybe earning 
a little spending money.

Although signs throughout 
Shelby Speedway state ‘‘Not 
responsible for any Accidents,’’ 
“Race at your own risk,’’. ‘‘Not 
responsible for articles left in 
cars,’’ and anyone entering the pit 
area must sign an additional release, 
safety is strictly enforced. 


Manager Jerry Handley sees to it 
that not only are the spectators 
protected, but the race car drivers:as 
well. 

“Briefly, cars and buggies must 
have a complete set of roll bars (roll 
cage), a fire extinguisher, seat belts 
and a shoulder harness. There’s an 
even large list of requirements on 
the stock cars,’’ Handley informed. . 


Prior to the start of any races a 
‘Driver’s Meeting’ is held. Speed- 
way Officials go over a wide variety 
of subjects from passing rules, star- 
ting procedures and meanings of 
each of the flagman’s flags. 


These meetings sometimes last 30 
minutes as all drivers are given a 
chance to iron out any discrepancies 
and questions. Making sure all the 
drivers are aware of the rules of the 
raceway and good sportsmanship is 
a primary goal of the meetings. 

Once the race is underway, no one 
can enter or exit the pit area. Again. 
life in the pits can be dangerous 
because a dune buggy going 59 miles 
an hour and out of control can’t see 
where it’s going. 

The ovtside of the track is protec- 
ted by a wall composed of railroad 
ties that are set four to five feet in 
the ground. Massive boards connect 
the weathered ties to form a rail. 


Old conveyer belts are then at- 
tached between the boards and the 
track to give extra cushion to a 
wandering vehicle. 

Most of the time this is ample to 
shield spectators from race cars, but 
still a car might make the best of the 


retaining wall. Several times this 
past Sunday cars cleared the initial 
restraint, but they never completely 
crossed the barricade. 

From the grandstands, a four- 
foot high fence has been erected to 
keep spectators from coming too 
close to the track. The only way to 
get closer during the race is to be the

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Lineman destroys myth

Auburn offensive tackle and for- 
mer Thompson right end Brad 
Everett is an imposing figure. At 6- 
5, 245, he is the stereotyped image 
of an offensive lineman--except in 
one way. If anyone can destroy the 
unfair, ‘‘dumb hulk’’ image of 
linemen in football, Everett is the 
man to do it. 

“‘Brute strength is not as impor- 
tant to an offensive tackle as in- 
telligence is,’’ the Alabaster resident 
says, exploding the myth that a 
lineman is big and strong, but not 
too bright. ‘‘The offensive tackle 
and all offensive linemen use a con- 
trolled, intense aggressiveness. 

‘‘An example of how quickly a 
lineman must think is that 
sometimes he will have a blocking 
assignment given to him three 
separate times, all within a space of 
five seconds. The first time is when 
a quarterback calls a play in the 
huddle. The second time is when the 
quarterback audibles at the line, and 
the third time is when the line 
audibles to change its blocking 
duties. Football is 80 or 90 percent 
intelligence.”’ 


As a senior at Thompson High 
School, Everett earned Super All- 
State, All-County, and All-Mid- 
State Conference honors; he also 
was the school’s valedictorian. At 
Auburn, where he is a pre-dentistry 
student, the versatile Everett made 
the switch from tight end to offen- 
sive tackle well enough to start four 
games for the Tigers and be named 
by ‘‘The Sports Page’’ to the SEC’s 
All-Freshman team. None of this 
has gone to his head, however. 


A deeply religious man, Everett 
credits Jesus Christ with his suc- 
cesses. ‘‘Everything I have, He’s 
done for me,”’ he explains. ‘‘Why 
He’s done it, I don’t know, but I’m 
really thankful. As I’ve grown as a 
Christian, I’ve seen everything grow 
for me--my grades, athletics, 
everything. Without Christ, | would 
have never made it.”’ 


Like many college freshmen, 
Everett had to get adjusted to a new 
life style--especially on the football 
field. ‘‘When I first got down there, 
I was in awe,”’ he recalls. ‘‘You stay 
in awe until your first game. After 
two or three hits, though, you come 
back to reality. I especially remem- 


ber the Georgia Tech game last year. 
It’s really something to think ‘I just 
saw him on TV last fall, and here I 
am playing against him.’ ”’ 


While Thompson High School 
games often attract large crowds, 
Everett says one of his adjustments 
was getting used to big crowds wat- 
ching him play. ‘‘The first game was 
unbelieveable, the excitement, and 
the sound was unreal,’’ he says. 
“College football isalot more  in- 
tense than high school.”’ 


There was more to Everett’s ad- 
justment than coping with the 
crowds, however. After he got to 
Auburn, the Tiger coaching staff 
decided to use him at offensive 
tackle, even though he had played 
tight end during his high school 
years. 

“I liked catching the ball in high 
school,’’ he says, ‘‘but I’m really 
glad to play offensive tackle. The 
tight ends at Auburn are un- 
believeable--their speed is something 
else. I don’t have the sprinter-speed 
they have.’’ 

Like other football players in the 
county, Everett has spent much of 
his summer keeping himself in con-

It seems only fitting, 
then, that with Ron’s love of the 
land he should choose a home which 
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has been part and parcel of the 
valley far longer than most can 
remember, thus affording them a 
sense of security and permanency 
few newcomers to the area are for- 
tunate enough to enjoy. 


Sandy’s first impression upon 
arriving in the Valley was how 
friendly her neighbors were, and 
how willing they were to help one 
another. She likes Shelby County, 
but would like to see more public 
recreational facilities such as swim 
and tennis clubs and neighborhood 
parks for the children. 


Since Ron was in Oregon, Sandy 
did most of the talking. ‘‘I see 
education as the biggest problem to 
be dealt with in Shelby County. My 
children attended Valley Elementary 
School, this past year, but this fall 
Kelly was to have enrolled in a 
private school, since she will be en- 
tering middle school. I talked to 
Mr. Anderson, principal of River- 
chase, and he impressed me, so I 
decided to enroll her in Riverchase 
instead.’’ 

Although admitting to being a 
rather liberal Baptist, she’d never- 
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theless like to see stricter enfor- 
cement where respect for authority 
and morality is concerned. Co- 
ordination of all the school in the 
county, elementary, middle, and 
high schools seem to her a practical 
solution. She realizes that parents 
really intend to do something about 
the schools and she is willing to do 
anything to further this end if it 
means her children will enter a well- 
rounded, stabilized high school. 

Her greatest fear for her children 
is that they will grow’ up unable to 
cope with life out of school and into 
the world 20 years from now. 

Sandy, though small and pert, has 
spunk and a strong sense of convic- 
tion. She credits this to her mother’s 
training. ‘‘My mother,’’ she said, 
‘“‘what would I do without her. 
She’s always around when I need 
her.”’ 

‘*True,’’ came the voice of 
Mother Owens, who’d - sat 
throughout the conversation slightly 
apart from her daughter and her 
children, ‘‘but,’’ and she smiled 
with the tiniest of warning in her 
soft words, ‘‘I still live a life of my 
own’’...Real spunk there, too! 
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A state government with more than 200 
state agencies is a state government that 
is wasting the taxpayers’ money.

the main sanctuary burst into flames 
destroying the church. 

The following Sunday, services 
were held as usual but out back of the 
small Sunday school building where it 
has met ever since. 

Preacher Doug McBryar said the 
group has done ‘well considering the 
hardship they have faced. 

““We’re a small group,” said Stark, 
“from 14 to 20 people meet each 
week.” Stark called the congregation a 
“fundamentalist Bible believing” group 
saying they had formed ten years ago 
to study the Bible. 

At that time, they remodeled the 
church which was originally a 
schoolhouse. One of the men devoting 
time to rebuild the church, Frank 
Griffin, said, “The* church burned 
once before and my father helped 
rebuild it.” Griffin and his brother 
Charles are following in their father’s 
footsteps helping rebuild the church 
this time. 

Like many of the workmen, 
neither Griffin brother is a member of 
the church. 

Such community spirit has been 
shown by many of the neighbors of 
the church on County Road 17 near 
Alabaster. 

On a tour of the remaining part of 
the church, Stark pointed to pews 
which stand bright and clean in 
comparison with the blackened walls 
and floors. He said local firemen 
scrubbed them by hand with cleanser 
so they could be refinished. 

Donations of materials and money 
as well as time are putting the church 
back on its feet again in short time. 

The workers cut away the most 
badly damaged back half of the 
building. Friday leaving the front 
vestibule and steeple as a testament to 
the former structure. 

The new building is to be 
constructed on the site of the back 
and attached to the steeple area. The 
congregation has taken advantage of 
their misfortune by planning to add 
another wing while they’re rebuilding 
the burned portion. 

Preacher McBryar was out with 
the workers Saturday in the uniform 
of the day, work clothes and tennis 
shoes. 

The walls and roof joints were 
being raised as quickly as they could 
be hammered together. 

Stark said, “Yes, He was looking 
after us,” as he held undamaged Bibles 
which had been in the pews with the 
burned song books.

(Photo by 


Municipal improvements subject 


of Columbiana City Council meeting 


by Bert Seaman 

As soon as the town’s backhoe is 
repaired and the machine’s operator 
returns from his honeymoon, some 
badly needed ditch repair work will be 
taken care of in Columbiana. 

Council members agreed that the 
sides of the drainage ditch be graded 
and the chanel cleaned after residents 
who attended Thursdays Council 
meeting described it as *““dangerous and 
snaky.” 

The panel’s first order of business 
at the meeting was to approve the 
nomination of Columbiana realtor 
Paul Smith to fill the council seat left 
vacant by the resignation of Clark 
Dean. 

Mayor Dick Ozley administered 
the oath of office to Smith who will 
take over his predecessor’s duties as 
chairman of the Budget and Finance 
Committee. Dean gave up his post 
when he moved from the city. 

Before beginning their business, 
council members listened to a short 
talk given by Dr. Norma Rogers who is 
seeking the Superintendent of 
Education post. 

Then the city’s governing body 
grappled with the problems caused by 
the eroding ditch. The matter was 
brought up by Jim Strickland and 
several other residents of McDow 
sub-division whose homes border the 
ditch. 

The council was reminded that 
the situation had been mentioned last 
summer, but nothing had been done 
about it. Strickland pointed out that 


the bank was eroding and that the 
drainage chanel was sometimes clogged 
by storm debris. 

He also noted that the stagnant 
water created a health problem as 
mosquitoes bred there, 

City Manager Buck Falkner 
reported that the necessary equipment 
would be available for the job as soon 
as the backhoe was returned from 
Montgomery where it was being 
repaired, He also told the Council that 
Curry Mizzell, who operates the 
machine, would be honeymooning 
over the weekend. 

But he mentioned that all 
property owners hadn’t agreed to the 
work being done. It was suggested that 
owners of the wooded property on the 
other side of the drainage chanel be 
contacted before taking action. 

However, Strickland persisted in 
urging that the work be taken care of 
immediately. “We need to take the 
ball and run with it,” he remarked. 

It was pointed out that erosion 


had already caused the ditch to cave it 
four feet inside one property line anc 
that the chanel was 18 feet deep ir 
places. 

Approval was finally given to 
begin the work as soon as possible. 
And the panel also gave a go ahead fo: 
curb repainting and striping to be 
done. The improvement had been 
suggested by the city’s Beautification 
Board. 

The council learned that park 
improvements will have to be put off 
awhile, Mayor Ozley reported that a 
federal grant from BOR in the amount 
of $51,733.93 would be delayed due 
to a backlog of projects. 

He said that the funds wouldn't 
be available until Oct. 1, 1979. 

After the meeting, Falkner said 
that city crews had worked four days 
cleaning up damage after the July 3 
storm. He said that ground up bark 
from the chipping machine was free 
for the taking at the old cattle shed 
area in the city park.

“What part of Canada are you 
from?” I asked. 

I was in the train station in 
Naples, Italy checking schedules to 
Rome when I saw a couple with 
backpacks displaying Canadian flags. 
They brushed my question aside by 
asking about Garibalio Plaza | 
answered their question. 

“What part of Canada are you 
from?”’ I asked again, feeling now that 
my question deserved an answer. 

‘‘We’re Americans,’ came the 
reply. “We get better treatment if 
Europeans think we’re Canadians. 
They don’t like Americans here, you 
know.” 

I had many pleasant encounters 
with Europeans during the months | 
had been visiting Mediterranean cities 
while serving as a history professor 
aboard the U.S.S. Coronado. But I was 
also aware of a pervasive 
anti-American sentiment. 

When a sailor friend and I were 
visiting the ruins of the ancient city of 
Pompeii, two Italian girls joined us 
briefly. With the little Italian we knew 
and the little English they knew, we 
managed to joke a bit, laughing at our 
lack of understanding. 

Then one girl asked, “Are you 
Canadian?” 

“No,” 

English?” 

**Americano,”’ 
ending the questions. 

His response also ended the 
conversation. One of the girls spoke a 
disgusted, “Oh. no!” And they walked 
away. 

The most pronounced hostility I 
experienced was in the American 


Richard said, 


section of the National Library in 
Naples. As I looked fruitlessly for 
some information my exasperation 
must have been ovbious. The girl 
sitting across the table asked about my 
difficulties, 

I explained sy problem, She told 
me that she was a university student 
working on a doctorate in American 
Literature. She did much research in 
this library because it was the best 
English language library outside Rome. 

Being alone, we continued talking. 
When she learned that I was from 
Alabama, she became less friendly. She 
spoke bitterly of white American’s 
treatment of blacks. When I countered 
that racial attitudes were changing, she 
insisted that I was a propagandist. 

“Americans are good with 
propaganda,” she charged. “You tell 
Italy that NATO (North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization) is good for us. 
It’s only another way for America to 
control Europe.” 

“Is there an acceptable way 
America can assist Italy?” I asked. 

“No. We need money, but with 
financial aid comes control.”’ 
Becoming angry, she continued, 


“Europe must not trust America, 
You use NATO, the CIA and your 
money to get what you want. We want 
to control Italy without interference 
from your President Carter.” 


The conversation had turned from 
discussion to tirade. Having no need to 
be a whipping boy for an angry 
university student, I said something 
about lunch and left the library. 


In Palma, Spain I encountered a 
different unfriendly attitude. Four 
elderly persons, as British as the 
Queen, were riding beside me on the 
train. As we were leaving the train at 
the same stop, I noticed that one of 
the ladies had obvious difficulty 
walking. I assisted her down the steps 
to the platform. 

“It is good to see that courtesy 
still exists,” her husband said. 

In my give-away accent, I thanked 
him. 

““Oh, you are American,” he 
sniffed. His tone suggested disdain and 
even disappointment to discover that 
Americans were courteous.

Hospital primes image

Shelby Memorial Hospital will 
join 27 other area hospitals in a major 
advertising campaign aimed at 
blocking a national health insurance 
bill. 

The area hospitals are the first in 
Alabama to join the nationwide image 
building effort. 

The Shelby Memorial board voted 
unanimously at its July 25 meeting to 
pay its share, about $1,000 of the 
$30,000 local campaign, 

“The national health insurance 
bill may not come up in the 95th 

Congress,’’ Birmingham Regional 

j pica Council public relations 
director Robert Harper told the board, 
“But you can look for it in the 96th.” 

Harper and BRHC President Ed 
Ferrel emphasized that the ad 
campaign would be aimed at creating a 
strong positive public image for the 
hospital industry, 

: “We went to the best ad agency 
people in the business,” Harper told 
the Reporter after his video tape 
presentation to the board, “They told 
us not go get in a debate on national 
health insurance until we had 
established an image.” 

The initial campaign is timed to 
coincide with the September primary 
elections in Alabama and will feature 
22 billboards proclaiming the twin 
themes, “Your hospital is a life long 
friend,” and “How much is a life 
worth,”

30 second television 


commercials emphazing hospital care 
have been prepared. Harper said they 
would be targeted for the elderly and 
people who watch television news. 

The second phase of the hospital 
campaign will be timed for the general 
election in November and will feature 
more detailed explanations of the 
hospital industry position in 
newspapers. 

A third campaign is in the works 
for the Christmas season. 

President Jimmy Carter is due to 
introduce his health plan in Congress 
this week. However, since Sen, Edward 
Kennedy and a coalition of labor and 
church groups that have been pushing 
for a national health insurance bill 
dropped their support of the Carter 
proposal last Friday, chances of a 
health plan passing this session are 
considered dim. 

In other action, building 
committee chairman Ben Grubbs 
reported that his committee has set 
some deadlines for Phase II of the 
hospital’s $13 million expansion 
project and expects progress soon.

Air show thrills crowd

Some of the estimated 9,700 
spectators who attended the Air Show 
at the Shelby County Airport Sunday 
wanted their thrills firsthand. They 
took advantage of the opportunity to 
go up in a helicopter or hot air 
balloon, 

Others were content to watch the 
daredevil antics of aerobatic 
performers such as Walter Smith, who, 
at one point in his act, handled the 
controls from the wing of his bipiane. 

Smith was one of the pilots who 
learned to fly at the Shelby County 
airport. His 1940 Cub was reportedly a 
“basket case” when he bought it, but 
with energy and know-how, Smith 
spent a year and a half restoring it. 

Greg Koontz, another product of 
the local airport’s training, 
demonstrated the new Great Lakes 
biplane which included putting it 
through an unusually difficult 
vertical roll. 

Other aerobatic demonstrations 
were given by Lowell Hack in a Pitts 


Special, Dr. Ed Stephens and Jim 
Salsman, both flying Citibras, and 
John Ward who performed maneuvers 
and landed a sail plane. 

According to a spokesman for the 
airport, aerobatics were especially 
difficult because the extremely hot 
weather causes a thinness in the air. 

During the afternoon, the crowd 
kept their eyes glued to the sky to see 
five members of the Birmingham 
Parachute Club leap from a plane and 
land on the field, and they also 
watched two fly-bys. 

Three National Guard jets showed 
both how slow and how fast they 
could travel, and members of the 
Experimental Aircraft Association 
demonstrated some of their craft. 

An event which didn’t require 
spectators to crane their necks, was a 
demonstration of radio controlled 
model planes.

Attorney James H. Weaver, Jr., filed a 
motion with Judge Tommy Snowden’s 
office last week “requesting and 
insisting” the Judge set a date for an 
election to abolish the fire district, 

The group, calling themselves 
“Committee for Abandonment of the 
North Shelby County Fire District,” 
filed a petition with more than 100 
names on May 19 in accordance with 
Alabama Act 62 concerning the 
abolition of fire districts in Shelby 
County. 

Act 62 provides not only for the 
establishment but also the abolition of 
fire districts in the county. To disband 
a district, the law requires a petition of 


at least 100 property own ers in the 


district be submitted to the probate 
judge. That petition must also state 
the district has incurred no indebtness. 
The May 19 petition fills both these 
conditions. 

Judge Snowden, upon receiving 
the petition, asked the state attorney 
general’s office for an opinion on 
whether such an election was legal or 
not. Questions were raised on Section 
5 of Act 62 which states, ““No such 
election pertaining to the 
establishment of the same district or 
portion thereof shall be held more 
often than once every two years.”

The Shelby County grand jury 
will not convene until October 2 in 
order to give the county jury 
commission time to comply with 
Alabama’s new jury selection law. 
Assistant District Attorney Bob 
Williams told the Reporter that the 
August 21 grand jury meeting will 
have to be postponed to give the 
commission time to make up the new 
jury lists required by the law. 
“The venire (jury list) is always 


the two year limit pertains only to 
rates and not to disbanding the 
district. Weaver told the Reporter, 
“We think the act is fairly clear, The 
two year prohibition has absolutely 
nothing to do with the abandonment 
clause.” 

President of the fire district 
trustees Stephen Wright, Jr., disagrees 
saying the trustees requested the 
opinion of the attorney general 
concerning the two year clause before 
the district was formed. In that 
decision, Wright said, the attorney 
general said the limitation applies to 
all elections, including abandonment. 

Wright added he helped draw up a 
bill, to be presented to the Legislature 
during this week’s special session 
which would do away with the two 
year clause, 

“The way the act was originally 
written makes no provision for an 
election at any time, until after two 
years,” he said. He said the trustees, 
under the law as it stands now, could 
not even lower service rates except 
after two years. 

Another point in question is a 
clause in the act which states a fire 
district can not be abolished if it has 
incurred any form of indebtness 
Wright points to Section 8 wh ich says,

After Head and Harrison 
introduced the list, Carr objected that 
the board had violated Title 1624-12 
of the Alabama Code by failing to 
notify his client of the proposed 
action before the last day of school.

“After a district has been established, 
the district shall pay the expense of 
any election held in the district...” He 
interprets the section to mean the 
district incurred a debt to the county 
for election costs on May 1, when the 
district passed, therefore cannot be 
disbanded until that debt and all 
others are paid. 

Other questions have been raised 
concerning the names on the May 19 
petition. Some of the fire district 
trustees claim not all the names are 
actual property owners. They assert 
many husband and wife signatures 
were counted as two separate property 
owners when only one spouse’s name 
actually appears on the property 
deeds. 

Daniel, spokesman for the 
fire district opposition said, “All 
names that are on the petition are 
property owners.” Mrs. Daniel was one 
of two persons who carried the 
petition from door-to-door seeking 
signatures. “We asked everyone two 
questions. “Were they the property 
owners?” and “Was their name on the 
deed?’, she said. 

Daniel said the signatures were 
collected in less than two days and 
added she has had 75 to 100 more 
people since tell her they would have 
signed the petition had they known 
about it. 

She said the opponents to the fire 
district currently number “‘more than 
200” and are growing every day. 

“We are planning a meeting in the 
next two weeks,” she said. The group 
is now looking for a place to hold the 
public meeting. 

The opponent’s major 
contention is that service rates are 
unfair to the poorer property owners 
in the district. 

Although both groups, the 
opponents and the trustees stand on 
opposite sides of the fence concerning 
the district both agree on two things. 
Neither can understand the slowness 
of the attorney general’s office in 
rendering a decision and the hesitancy 
Probate Judge Snowden has shown in 
acting on the matter. 

As of the writing of this article, 
Judge Snowden could not be reached 
for comment and the attomey 
general’s office had yet to render a 
decision,

Both Perryman, who lives in 
Birmingham, and his passenger, Arnold 
Kruskopk of Bessemer were taken to 
Shelby Memorial. Perryman was 
transferred to UAB. 

At 6 p.m., a car was reported to 
have hit a pole on County Road 17, 
but the driver was uninjured. But at 
7:37 p.m., another wreck on County 
Road 26 involving two vehicles, sent 
two people to the hospital. 

A pickup truck driven by Roger 
Hand of Columbiana and a 74 Buick 
driven by Ophelia Brasher of Shelby 
hit head on. Hand’s wife Sandra and 
Mrs. Brasher were both taken to 
Shelby Memorial Hospital. 

Another wreck reportedly took

Anytime af- 
ter that the furniture bidder will be 
able to start placing the furniture in 
the order within the new facility, At 
my last checking, all of the furniture 
had not even arrived at the jail. 

No communications, other than 
telephones, which is still uncom- 
pleted, have been installed at this 
time, in the new county jail or 
sheriff’s office. Mr. Owens with the 
planning department and the Shelby 
County Commission, have instruc- 
ted Shelby Communications to in- 
spect the new jail and sheriff’s of- 
fice, and give them a price on tran- 
sferring the communications and 
computer equipment, I understand 
that they are having some problems 
with the conduit in the new facility. 

The next fact is that again, con- 
struction, maintaining and staffing 
of the jail and office, is a respon-

Editor’s reply: 
Dear Sheriff Walker: 

My information for the article to 
which you refer came from public 
comments made over a period of 
several months in County Com- 
mission meetings by a variety of 
authorities: jail architects, the chief 
contractor, Mr. Paul Owens, who 
has regularly inspected the construc- 
tion process for the county, the 
commissioners and your own ad- 
ministrative assistant, Mr. Tom 
Barnes. 

To go over the list in the order 
you used: , 

1. After your assistant told the 
Commission at the July 17 meeting 
that you probably would not move 
into the jail until September, the 
urgency of the county’s taking over 
the jail from the contractor was 
removed. When it turned out that 
the probate judge would be out of 
town on the day the contractor wan- 
ted to turn it over, the commission 
decided, since you were not pushing 
for early occupancy, that they 
would put off taking possession of 
the jail until a more convenient time 
for them. (A matter of 11 days.) 

2. All the furniture has arrived 
except the special wooden desk or- 
dered for your office and one or two 
others. The furniture for the day 
rooms used by prisoners has been on 
the site for some time, according to 
county sources. (The cells do not 
need furniture because bunks are 
built-in. The mattresses are already 
at the jail.) It was said at a Com- 
mission meeting several weeks ago 
that a delay in desks for the ad- 
ministrative offices would not be a 
problem, because the present ones 
could be moved temporarily from 
the old jail. 

3. The basic telephone system has 
been installed and working for quite 
a while. The conduit needed bigger 
holes drilled for some of the wires, 
and that is described by county of- 
ficials as a matter of “‘just getting 
the electrical people over there."’ 


4. Installing the other com- 
munication and computer equip- 
ment will require about two days, 
according to reports heard long ago 
in public meetings, but cannot be 
done until the transfer is made from 
one jail to the other, The present 
equipment is to be used in the new 
jail, and Shelby Communications 
has told the county they would 
move it whenever requested. This 
move depends on the date you set 
for occupying the new jail, 

§. The committee to study the 
number of people it will take to run 
the new jail, was appointed at your 
request on July 17, but as of 
Tuesday, August 1, still had not met 
or scheduled a meeting. 

I] am sure that a move of this 
magnitude, into a $2 million 


facility will require a great deal of 
work from both the commission and 
your department. My point was that 
after all the pressure to get the jail 
built, there now seems to be no 
hurry to move into it, and it ap- 
peared to me that the next move was 
up to you, 
I will be very glad to accept your 
kind invitation to tour the new jail.

Board votes raises 


cost about $100,000 


Shelby County educators will get 
raises, 

The Shelby County Board of 
Education adopted recommendations 
from its salary steering committee to 
raise the pay of school administrators, 
office staff, coaches and maintenance 
personnel at its July 26 meeting. 

Salary committee chairman Bill 
Fancer put the cost of the raises at just 
over $100,000. He said the increase 
was necessary if the board was going 
to hire and retain qualified personnel. 

Fancher told the board that 
Shelby County principals’ salaries 
were “very low” compared with the 
rest of the state. 

““How will the new salaries 
compare with the surrounding 
counties?’’ asked board member 
Barbara Whitman. 

“We are still not well off,” said 
Fancher. ‘‘The state average for 
beginning pricipals is about $22,000, 
but we are making some progress.” 

The new salary schedule sets the 
starting salary for principals at from 
$19,884, for those with an MA degree, 
to $21,276, for those with PhDs. 

The new raises are timed to 
coincide with the ten percent teacher 
raise that is included in the education 
budget now being debated in the 
special session of the legislature. 
However. the board decided not to 
make the supplemental personnel 
raises contingent on action by the 
legislature for teachers. 

“The implementation was timed to 
coincide with the legislative action to 
simplify bookkeeping procedures,” 
said Fancher. 

The committee recommended 
that no difference be made between 
elementary and high school principals. 

“We found no difference in the 
work load between the principals of 


small schools and large schools,” said 
Fancher, because the small schools 
have fewer support personnel.” 

Elementary principals are paid for 
a ten month year. High school 
principals are paid for 12 months. 
Fancher said this could change when 
the salary schedule is revised. 

Coaches and assistant pricipals 
will be paid based on teaching 
credentials plus a $1,500 suppliment. 

The new salary schedule sets up 
annual raises which will total $300 
during the ten year life of the 
schedule. However, Fancher 
recommended that this be reviewed 
within five years. 

The raise equals about $600 
across the board for certified 
supplemental personnel. The 
maintenance raises came to a little 
over $1,000 in the top positions. 

Fancher said the new maintenance 
salaries will put Shelby County at just 
below the average for maintenance 
personnel in the southeast. 

“The Shelby County system has a 
reputation for being an excellent 
training ground for maintenance 
workers,” he said. “As soon as we get 
a man trained he goes to another 
system at a higher salary.” 

The committee recommended 
hiring five new building maintenance 
men so that a general maintenance 
repairman would be available in each 
of the five high school geographic 
areas. 

The new men will be certified 
class Il mechanics and will start at 
$850 per month. 

Two master mechanics and a 
mechanic helper will be added to the 
transportation department. 
Fancher said this will allow a 
preventive maintenance schedule to be 
set up for county school buses.

Since the beginning of the energy 
shortage more than three years ago, 
energy conservation plans at the 
University of Montevallo have 
slowed consumption, but electric 
and natural gas bills have climbed, 
according to a university official. 

Electrical bills at the growing 
state university jumped more than 
50 percent from 1975 to 1977--from 
$194,760 to $297,810. But overall 
electrical consumption increased 
less than 5 percent--from 9.56 
million kilowatt hours to 10.04 
million kilowatt hours, according to 
totals prepared for a report to the 


Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education (ACHE). 

Total natural gas consumption 
fell more than 25 percent, from 111 
million cubic feet in 1975 to 78 
million cubic feet in 1977, but costs 
rose from $92,142 to $109,670--a 
price hike of almost 20 percent. 

‘It’s a fact of life that higher 
energy costs are with us to stay,”’ 
said Holland Floyd, director of 
buildings and grounds at UM. 
‘And we’ve got to help our staff 
and students try to live with it and 
use less energy.”’ 

University officials, he said, had 
instituted several energy saving 
measures including light and ther- 
mostat monitoring systems to help 
reduce energy waste. 

Maintenance employees have also 
installed lower wattage light bulbs in 
most halls and have added weather 
stripping to doors and windows in 


Westover water system 


strains to meet demand 


The strains of supplying water to 
the beleaguered Harpersville water 
system are trying the capacity of the 
Westover water system. 

Westover has been selling water to 
Harpersville since that town’s well 
collapsed in a sinkhole last September. 

Harpersville users have begun 
complaining that they are not getting 
enough water and last week Mrs. John 
Reese, of Chelsea, a Westover 
customer, called the Reporter to say 
that her water had been off. 

“We remember too well those 


early days without water,” said Reese, 


The Reeses live on a hill near 
Chelsea and so are the first customers 
of the 900 member water system to 
feel the lack of pressure. 

Officials at Westover says the 
pressure drop was caused when the 
Chelsea Fire Department filled the 
tank of their truck. 

Westover is the largest water 
system in eastern Shelby County, 


serving 900 people through 73 miles of 
waterlines from a 200 gallon per 
minute well. 

The town water board is in 
the process of developing a new 250 
gallon per minute well on the 
Dunnavant Road. 

In order to get the new well 
approved the water board must install 
a filter plant and a pumping station at 
the new site. Officials at Westover 
estimated that the project will take six 


months to a year and cost around | 


$150,000, 

Meanwhile, Harpersville has 
announced a plan to tie into the 
Vincent water system. 

The tie on will cost about 
$25,000 and take several months to 
complete, Vincent has a surplus of 
water. The connection would mean 
that all of the east county water 
systems will be joined, so that if one 
ran short water could be supplied from 
the others. 


campus buildings, most of which 
are more than 40 years old. 

University Police have even been 
involved in a monitoring system. 
‘More than one university 
professor has received a note from 
the campus police chief telling him 
that room lights were left on at night 
or that windows were found open 
when buildings were heated or air 
conditioned,’’ Floyd added. 

So far this year, the university of- 
ficial said, electrical consumption 
each month has been less than 
during the same month in 1977. 
With the exception of one month, 
June, the monthly figures this year 
are lower than any of the com- 
parable monthly figures from the 
past three years, despite more 
students and generally more campus 
activity than during recent years. 

The figures prepared for the 
ACHE report show that natural gas 
consumption has varied widely from 
month to month, Floyd said, 
because of the gas flow cutbacks in 
cold weather. 

In a typical month, April, natural 
gas consumption decreased from 8.9 
million cubic feet in 1975 to 6.5 
million cubic feet in 1978. But while 
consumption decreased, gas bills 
shot up from $7,241 in April, 1975, 
to $11,108.75 in April, 1978. 

Kilowatts used per square foot of 
building space have varied on cam- 
pus from 12.5 in 1973 to 11.2 in 
1974. In 1977, 12.1 kilowatts per 
square foot were consumed on cam- 
pus. Costs shot up from 15 cents per 
square foot in 1973 to 36 cents per 
square foot in 1977. 

During the past three years, while 
natural gas consumption has fallen 
from 140 cubic feet to 96 cubic feet 
per square foot of building space, 
the cost per square foot has 
remained the same or increased-- 
from 12 cents in 1975 to 13 cents in 
1977. 

During the same three-year 
period, one new building and two 
additions to existing buildings have 
been added to the 81-year-old 
university campus.

be present in any tax proposal that 
deserves public support : 

1. A significant tax cut. It is not 
enough that a ceiling should be placed 
on spending or taxes that will, at b 
limit their increase; there ought to b 
visible and significant tax cut. 
California’s cut in property taxes was 
57%, which was not excessive. The 
remaining 43% is more than enough to 
pay for all property-related services. 

2. Prevention of new taxes. Any 
proposal should require that any new 
taxes be approved by two-thirds of the 
persons qualified to vote (not 
two-thirds of those who actually vote) 
who reside in the district to be taxed. 
If new state taxes are proposed, then 
two-thirds of the persons qualified to 
vote in the entire state must approve. 
If new local taxes are proposed, then 
two-thirds of the persons qualified 
to vote in the local district must 
approve, 

3. A limitation on borrowing 
authority. In order to prevent the 
politicians from borrowing money - 
from anyone, including the federal 
government — all authority to borrow 
for periods longer than 90 days, ought 
to be denied, New bond issues should 
be approved by two-thirds of the 
persons qualified to vote. 

4. Cuts in “services.” A proposal 
should specify that cuts in spending 
should be made in the reverse order of 
previous spending increases. Thus the 
newest items in the budget would be 
eliminated first. Unless a proposal 
contains this requirement that cuts be 
made in chronologically reverse order, 
the politicians will tend to cut the 
most important and proper services 
first — police and courts - rather 
the least important and rene | 
“services”.

Residents seek change from multiple to 


single at Montevallo Planning Commission 


by Reporter Staff 


Some 60 Montevallo residents 
attended a meeting of the Montevallo 
Planning Commission Thursday night, 
when a petition was presented to the 
body, requesting a change in zoning 
for the Highland Ave. area of 
Montevallo. 

The petition, bearing 86 
signatures, asked the Planning 
Commission to rezone the area from 
R-2 to R-1. 

Montevallo’s zoning ordinance 
designates an R-2 area as permitting 
multiple family dwellings, while 
restricting an R-1 area to single family 
dwellings. 

Bruce Green, an attorney from 
Pelham, presented the petition to the 
Planning Commission and outlined his 
clients’ position. Green indicated that 
the group he represents wishes to 
retain the Highland Ave. area as a 
desirable place to live. It is apparently 
the thinking of the petitioners that

rezoning the area will result in better 
kept homes, lawns and property and 
will stop the conversion of single 
family houses into apartments. 

Green also called attention to the 
belief that a half dozen homes in, the 
Highland Ave. area are qualified to be 
included on the State Historical listing. 

David Ovson, an attorney from 
Birmingham, spoke against the 
proposed zoning change. Ovson 
represents three partners who own 
property on King Street. 

Ovson read a statement from Mrs. 
Sarah Posey Morgan, in which Mrs. 
Morgan stated that to rezone the area 
would be a violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 

Ovson also pointed out that 45% 
of the area in question currently has 
multiple family dwellings. 

Green and Ovson made rebuttals 
to each other’s presentations. The two 
lawyers’ principal point of 
disagreement was over which 


classification of zoning would render 
property more valuable. 

Commission Chairman Clayton 
Nordan presided at the Thursday night 
meeting and refused to hear 
statements that did not pertain to the 
proposed change of zoning. Nordan 
told the group, before any statements 
were made, that the meeting was 
purely for the purpose of hearing both 
sides of the issue and gathering 
information. He told the group that no 
action would be taken, but that 


anyone wishing to present information 
would be heard. 

All members of the Planning 
Commission attended the meeting. 
They were: Chairman Nordan, F.P.

The North Shelby County Fire and 
Emergency Medical District continues 
to be a hot spot in Shelby County. 
The district was no sooner established 
than the proponents sought to have 
Act Number 62, Acts of Alabama 
1977 Special Session, amended 
by changing the manner of electing 
trustees and affixing service charges. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
the Shelby County Fire District act, 
127 electors and property owners filed 
a petition to abolish the district prior 
to the same becoming indebted. This 
petition was valid and complete and 
was filed with the Probate Judge on 
May 19, 1978. The Judge according to 
the act, is required to call an election 
not less than thirty nor more than 
forty days. However, Judge Snowden 
refused to act but indicated he was in 
doubt as to his authority to call 
elections under the provisions of this 
act and, therefore, requested an 
opinion of Attorney General Baxley 
on May 23, 1978. 

Attorney General Baxley’s office is 
so well organized that they indicated 
upon later inquiry that supposedly 
they had not received the request and 
Judge Snowden forwarded a copy and 
renewed request for an immediate 
opinion based upon the seriousness of 
the situation. Needless to say, 
Attorney General Bill Baxley has been 
so busy campaigning and lambasting 
other candidates for not doing their 
jobs that he has been unable to 
perform the duties of his job for which 
the taxpayers presently pay him a very 
substantial salary. The Attorney 
General of this state continues to draw 
money to perform the duties of 
attorney general but as of the date of 
this release does not perform his duties 
as attorney general. It is questionable 
to the proponents ffor _ the 
abandonment of the fire district as to 
whether the Attorney General could 
perform the duties of the office of 
governor which he seeks since at this 
point he seems unable to perform the 
duties of his own office and render an 
opinion on the propounded question 
and forward that opinion immediately 
to the Judge of Probate. 

On Monday, July 24, 1978 James 
Weaver, the attorney for the people 
petitioning to abandon the fire 
district, filed a motion with Judge

Snowden to require him to act and do 
his duties as required under Act 
Number 62. The Judge was specifically 
asked to call the election and set the 
date in accordance with his obligations 
under Act Number 62, To date Judge 
Snowden continues and refused to 
perform his duties as directed under 
the law. The law is clear as to the 
Tanner in which the Judge is to act 
both as to the part in the calling of the 
election to establish a district as well 
as to the calling of an election as to 
the abandonment of the district.

prospective jurors are selected. 

In the past doctors, lawyers, 
judges, dentists, county 
commissioners, teachers, members of 
the press, sheriffs, optomitrists, 
pharmicists and others were exempt 
from the jury call. 

Circuit Clerk Kyle Lansford said 
the three member jury commission did 
not have time to compile the new list 
between July 1 when the new law 
went into effect and the August 21 
grand jury date. 

“Rather than risk a challenge to 
the grand jury, we are going to wait on 
the new list.”’ said Williams. 

The assistant DA said civil cases 
would continue to be tried while the 
commission worked on the list. 
Attorneys will be asked to stipulate 
that they have no objections to the 
venire before civil cases are heard. 

The jury commission is presently 
compiling lists of prospective jurors 
using auto registration, voter 
registration, telephone subscriber, gas 
and water customer lists to compile 
the venire. 

According to Williams citizens 
appearing on these and other lists will 
be sent a questionaire to determine if 
they are eligible for service. A master 
jury list of 1,000 will be culled from 
those questioned and put in the trail 
box. 

The delay will mean that criminal 
cases originally scheduled for August 
will also have to be postponed. 
Williams said criminal trials are now 
slated to being again on October 10.

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Candidates speak at Shelby School rally af

Some candidates had their say in 
less than a minute, while others went 
overtime at Shelby School’s political 
rally Saturday evening. However all of 
the 21 speakers had concluded their 
remarks in the space of an hour. 

In addition to letting area 
residents know where candidates stand 
on campaign issues, the event was 
instrumental in putting over $500 in 
the building fund to pay for the gym 
in which the rally was held. 

Alph Lowe, who’s seeking 
reelection to the District 4 Seat on the 
County Commission, delcared that 
experience was one of his 
qualifications. 

Reminding the voters that in 
addition to his four years on the 
Commission, he’d also served on the 
Board of Education, as Mayor of 
Vincent and in various city offices, 
Lowe said he had dealt with all kinds 
of problems which even included 
removing dead dogs from the 
highways. 

He urged the audience to, “‘make 
September 5 a Happy Birthday for 
me.” 

Dr. Jesse Butler Jones, one of the 
candidates for the Superintendent of 
Education, remarked that she had 
probably either gone to school with, 
or taught, almost everyone at the 
event. 

One of her main points was 
advocating the philosophy of 
neighborhood schools. She also noted 
that she believed in sharing resources. 

Charles Knowles, another 
contender for Education 
Superintendent, told the crowd, “I’m 
one of the ones she (Dr. Jones didn’t 
teach. 

Reporting that he was responsible 
for the program at the Area 
Vocational Center, Knowles said, “I’ve 
given and received 27 wonderful years 
in the county’s educational system. 
And I want to continue to serve you as 
Superintendent.” 

Another candidate who pointed 
to experience as a prime qualification, 
was Sheriff C.P. Walker. Reminding 
the audience that he’d held his present 
position for 20 years, he said, “‘It takes 
that long to learn the office.” 

He referred to his opponents as 
“nice boys,” but said, ““There’s only 
one sheriff running for sheriff.” 

Reminding the crowd that he had 
spent a number of years as Chief 
Deputy, Buddy Glasgow, a contender 
for the sheriff’s office, assured 
listeners that he was familiar with how 
the department operates. 

He also reported on his training 
which included attending the FBI 
school. Glasgow concluded his remarks 
by saying, “I'd like to continue my 
career in law enforcement as your 
sheriff.” 

John Palmer, who’s also seeking 
the job of head law enforcement 
officer, informed the voters of his 
experience with the Vestavia Police 
Department. He brought out the fact 
that he’s a Christian, and he promised 
to provide the maximum effectiveness 
law enforcement. 

While Dr. Norma Rogers, who is 
in the running for the Superintendent 
of Education post went along with Dr. 
Jones on the neighborhood school 


concept, she also brought out the 


need for emphasizing the basics in the 
school curriculum. 

Saying that she could relate to the 
needs of Shelby School patrons, Dr. 
Rogers pointed out, that as principal 
of Valley Elementary, she had gone 
through the struggles of the small 
school. 

She stressed that one of the most 
pressing needs in the county’s 
educational system is establishing a 
clear line of communication.

the Board of Education, Ben Howell 
said he would bring interest and 
outlook to the position, 

Carl Prichard, who is after the 
same seat, told Shelby residents that 
Calera School, where he’s a trustee, 
faced some of the same problems. He 
also pointed out that communities 
with smaller schools aren’t adequately 
represented on the board. 

Three candidates vying for the 
Commission seat being facated by 
Doug Ballard made their appeal to the 
voters.

Fishing guide 


Keeping catches alive 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Want to take every step possible 
to reduce death of fish you catch and 
wish to release? A friend, California 
Cooperative Extension Wildlife 
specialist Lewis Nelson, Jr. was briefed 
a set of rules to follow: 

* Handle fish as little as possible. 

* Release fish immediately and 
gently. 

* Minimize handling fish with 
your hands. Scales and mucous 
covering on fish help prevent 
infection. Touching a fish with your 
hands removes scales and mucous and 
makes the fish more susceptible to 
disease. If a fish must be handled out 
of water, wet your hands first. 

* Release a fish in the water 
without handling it, if possible. A 
landing net can be used to control fish 
in the water until it can be released. If 
no net is available, grasp the fish by 
the lower lip and keep it partially 
submerged until unhooked. (How 
many of the TV fishing “experts” use 
dip nets? None! They have to show 
the viewer how adept they are in 
boating big fish.) 

* Never put fingers in the gills or 
eye sockets. (I saw a TV fishing 
feature recently where the hero host 
put thumb and forefinger in a big 
striped bass’ eyes as he held it 
riumphantly aloft. 1 don’t think it 
would have been so bad had he killed 
the fish and carried it home for the 
table, but this was one of dozens he 
exhibited to whom he thought were all 
awe-struck viewers. ) 

* Use long-nosed pliers to remove 
hooks. If the fish is hooked in the lips 
or outside the jaw, use pliers to grasp 
the hook and shake it free without 
removing the fish from the water. 

* Don’t pull a hook from the 
fish’s throast, stomach or gills. Instead, 
clip the leader or hook as closely as 
possible and release the fish. These 
hooks will rust or be covered with a 
cyst and the fish usually survives. 

* Use hooks with the barbs 
squeezed shut. 

* Avoid using treble hooks. 

* A fish that floats belly up or 
floats on the surface when released will 
probably die. If this happens, hold the 
fish by the tail and showly move it 
back and forth in the water. This 
forces water through the gills and 
induces the fish to breath again. 


* If a fish dies, take it home and 
eat it! Don’t be wasteful with your 
wildlife resources. (This last 
recommendation is excellent, except 
certain public waters now have a 
minimum length limit - for instance, 
14 inches for black bass. That 
12-incher you just released now floats 
belly-up to haunt you. If you are 
ultra-conservative and keep the fish, 
the game warden may stick you! 

* * * * 

While the fall hunting season is 
still weeks ahead, now is a good time 
to check for feather rust -- that fuzzy 
reddish brown I have seen on gun 
barrels in summer humidity. Swab all 
metal with a good gun oil sprinkled on 
a clean cloth. Recoat with good gun 
grease. Rub in several palm coatings of 
linseed oil or something similar into 
the natural unvarnished wood of 
forearms and stocks, Leather slings 
and cases would be given a couple 


rub-ins of Lexol or other leather 
vitalizer. 
Most important, if you need 


gunsmithing to get your favorite 
fowling piece or rifle in prime shooting 
shape, get it to a good shop now! 
Years ago I interviewed several 
gunsmiths and they said all shooters 
should get their guns repaired a couple 
of months ahead of powder burning 
time. When that first hunting season 
week approaches, gun repairmen say 
they are overloaded with so many 
firearms they cannot get the late 
arrivals in shooting shape until the 
hunting season is about over!

Alabama Power Company will 
begin August 30 making refunds 
to retail customers of $16.1 
million, following orders of the 
Alabama Public Service Commission. 
The refunds will include interest and 
applicable gross receipts taxes. 

“*We are now making the 
necessary calculations and 
programming our computers to make 
these refunds at the earliest possible 
date,” Elmer B. Harris, senior vice 
president of the company, said. The 
company will begin refunds on August 


30, but because bills are sent out in 
cycles throughout the month most 
customers will receive the refunds on 
either their September or October 
electric bills, he explained. 

The refund will appear as a credit 
on the bill and will be clearly marked 
as such. Amounts will vary, but most 
residential customers will receive 
refund credits of five to eight dollars. 

The revenues to be refunded were 
collected under bond between October 
12, 1976 and April 28, 1977.

ofrom Oates Store 
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Primitive machine from Pelham donated to county museum 


by Shelba S. Nivens 

A type of primitive copying 
machine, known as a water press, from 
an early Pelham general store has been 
donated to the Shelby County 
Historical Society to be placed in the 
county museum. No one seems certain 
just when the copier was first used, 
but local historians say it is of the type 
used in the late 1800s and early 1900s. 

The Oates store began operation 
over a century ago near the L & N 
Railroad and the Montevallo- Asheville 
road in Pelham, and served the 
community and surrounding area until 
the death of Mr. Forest Oates in 
January, 1958. The building still 
stands today. 

Apparently, William Oates began 
operation of the Pelham store in the 
1870s, along with a younger brother, 
Augustus. Ken Penhale has in his 
possession, a copy of an 1878 price list 
from the store bearing the initials “W 
and A” Oates as owners and 
proprietors. 1880 census records show 
that William was already married with 
three children, while the twenty-seven 


a old merchant, Augustus Oates, 


was still living at home with his 
mother and two younger brothers, 

As indicated by the century-old 
price list, the Oates store supplied 
early Pelham citizens with everything 
from buggy belts to hogskin collars, 
Shoe pegs sold for ten cents per quart; 
cross cut saws for thirty-five to ninety 
cents; bedsteads, “nice and fine,” for 
four to ten dollars; and “*good” coffee, 
four and one-half pounds for one 
dollar. The store also stocked drugs 


and patented medicines, candles, 


crockery and many other items for use 
in the home and on the farm. 

The price list came from a local 
newspaper of the time, but, the old 
water press may have been used to

print such lists for distribution among 
local citizens. Old papers bearing the 
name of the L & N Railroad were 
found with the machine, indicating 
that it also, may have once belonged 
to the railroad company. 

Mr. W.L.D. Johnston, a local 
historian, informed us that the old 
press is similar to one used by the 
railroad company in Columbiana. He 


described its operation: “When the 
agent made weigh bills or such, he 
wrote with indelible pencil. When this 
was wet it would make a copy off the 
backside onto tissue. They could make 
more than one copy...One copy was 
put into a large book...” 

Mr. Johnston has one of these 
books which was used at the 
Columbiana station in 1881, the year 
the railroad changed from the Selma, 
Rome and Dalton to the E.T.V. & G. 
Even the letterhead was copied, he 
recalled, because “the printing ink 
they used at that time was 
water-soluble.” 

He went on to tell how the press 
had a little pad that was dampened 
with a cloth, and the cloth was also 
put on top of the original copy to wet 
it. Then, clean transparent sheets, one 
at a time, were put on top of that and 
pressure applied to transfer the 
writing. 

The press from the Oates store has 
a heavy metal plate at the top which 
could be lowered onto sheets of paper 
resting on a lower plate and tightened 
down by rotating a handle. This 
machine, along with a large table-top 
counter from the old Oates store, are 
to be placed in storage with other 
donated items until the old 
Columbiana courthouse is renovated 
for use as a museum. 

Records indicate that the Oates 
family came into the area in the early 
1870s from North Carolina. A young 
couple, John and Anne Means Oates, 
came from Ireland to this country in 
1730 with two young sons, one having

Betsy Espey, who was a daughter of 
Samuel Espy, one of the heroes of the 
Battle of King’s Mountain. Samuel, 
son of William and Betsy, and his wife, 
Bessie Tucker Oates, we re apparently 
the first of this line into Shelby 
County. Their son, William, who began 
the early Pelham mercantile business, 
was born in North Carolina in 1851 
and married Susan, or Sudie, Richards, 
whose family had been in Shelby 
County since the 1850s. 

William and Sudie’s first child was 
born in 1875. Forest, who followed 
his father in the mercantile business, 
was bom in 1880. Other children 
included twin daughters, Ida and Ada. 
The old Oates home still stands just 
south of the old store near the L & N 
Railroad trestle. For many years it was 
known as the “‘Nabors House” for this 
is where daughter, Ida, and her 
husband William Nabors, also a Pelham 
merchant, made their home after the 
death of William and Sudie. 

The Oates family owned several 
acres of land along the railroad and 
Buck Creek in the Pelham/Keystone 
area. Also owning land and living near 
the old store was the family of Forest” 
Oates’ wife, Constance O’Barr. The 
O’Barr family had come to Shelby 
County at least by 1855. They lived in 
a large, two-story hous? next door to 
the store. 

Michael O’Barr was a hatmaker. 


His son, C.C., father of Constance, was 
a dentist and a watchmaker. C.C.’s 
wife was Laura Cynthia Allen, of the 
early Allens to Cahaba Valley. “She 
was my daddy's aunt,” Mrs. Julia 
Finch, daughter of Jimmy Allen told 
us. “We called her ‘Aunt Cyn’ and 


her husband ‘Uncle Tine’.” Mrs. 
Finch’s sister, Mrs. Kathleen Turner of 
Columbiana, added “She was the 
daughter of John Allen.” 

Both sisters talked of the tragic 
death of “‘Aunt Cyn” in the summer 
of 1922. (“Uncle Tine” had died in 
1900.) Needing thread of a kind she 
couldn’t find in the Oates store, 
Cynthia decided to walk across the 
railroad tracks to Johnson’s store 
(later Nabor’s store) located where the 
Moore house now stands. “She was 
hard of hearing,” recalled Mrs. Turner, 
“And she also held an umbrella over 
her head as shade from the sun...She 
hever knew what hit her.” 

Apparently one of her little 
grandsons, a child of her daughter and 
Forest Oates, saw the accident. He was 
so frightened that he ran into the 
house and hid under the dining room 
table. ““Aunt Cyn” had been taking 
care of her two small grandsons every 


since the death of Constance, her only | 


child, two years earlier. 

The first child of Forest and 
Constance Oates was a daughter, 
Helen. But, she too, had met tragic 
death in 1913 at the age of six. “It was

In last week’s special session of 
the State Legislature Vincent and 
Montevallo High Schools were each 
given special appropriations of 
$125,000 to repair the damage caused 
by fires at the schools. 

The Shelby County school system 
will also receive $1,456,000 for school 
construction from the $220 million 
statewide school bond issue. 

State Senator Lister Hill Proctor 
and Representative Sonny Moore held 
a press conference in the courthouse 
Tuesday in which they reported this 
news and outlined other important

$100,000 in the general budget for 
operation and maintenance, and an 
amendment gave UM $400,000 in 
capital outlay funds. 

In the $220 million school bond 
issue, UM received $3 million for 
capital outlay, an increase of 50% over 
last year, Proctor said 

No local bilis affecting Shelby 
County were passed in the five-day 
marathon session the legislators noted. 

Of special interest to Shelby 
County is the way the “TVA Bill” will 
affect the county. Rep. Moore said 
Shelby County will wind up with 30% 
more revenue from the ABC Board 
receipts in the compromise that was 
worked out. Last year’s receipts were 
about $45,000, Moore said, so the new 
arrangement would bring in an 
additional $13,500. This bill involved 
the entire state and gave dry counties 
five percent of receipts the state used 
to receive from TVA. 

Both Moore and Proctor said they 
hoped the Shelby County Board of 
Education would see fit to spend a 
“substantial portion” of the new bond 
money at the Chelsea school. A 
delegation from Chelsea was on hand 
at the press conference. 

The legislators agreed that the 
special session went smoothly and 
they were pleased at the way it went. 
Proctor said, “It was ridiculous that 
this legislation was not passed in the 
regular session.” 

He hopes this will be the last of 
the special sessions and that leadership 
will develop in the Legislature and the 
Governor's office that will make 
special sessions unnecessary.

disappearance of a 54 year old woman 
from her home in Fresno, California, 
the search for her 34 year old son, the 
interrogation in Joplin, Missouri of the 


son’s estranged wife and the finding of 


some of the missing woman’s personal 
property in Mojave County, Arizona 
and the discovery of the missing 


woman’s car on a secluded trail east of 


Calera. 

While on routine patrol early in 
the morning of July 29, Officer 
Johnson found a 1973 Buick, hidden 
in an overgrown trail, about a half 
mile from County Road 306. 
Returning with Chief Cecil Harris, the 
officers ran a routine check on the 
vehicle’s identification number and on 
the California license tags attached to 


the car. Both checks turned up 
negative. 
A day later Calera Police 


Dispatcher Mark Jones inserted the 
car's tag and identification number 
into the national system used for 
identifying vehicles. This time 
California authorities responded with 
information that the car was registered 
to Juanita Henry, 54, of Fresno and 
that Mrs. Henry had been reported 
missing from her home. 

Fresno police earlier had received 
a call from Joplin,. Missouri asking 
them to determine if Mrs. Henry was 
all right. That call came from the 
former wife of her son. 

Fresno police at first considered it 
a missing persons case, but upon 
investigation discovered that Mrs. 
Henry had apparently disappeared 
from her home on July 16. When they 
searched her home they discovered 
traces of blood, a cut-up mattress and 
evidence that a car or truck had been 
backed up to the back door of the 
house. 

Reports indicate that Mrs. Henry’s 
son, Glenn Wayne Burnett, age 33, 
visited his ex-wife in Joplin, Missouri 
on July 17 and 18, and then left the 
Joplin area on July 22. It was at this 
time that Burnett’s former wife 
apparently became suspicious and 
called authorities in Fresno. 

Sometime between July 22 
and August 6, a purse and checkbook 
were found alongside a highway in 
Mojave County, Arizona. The purse 
and checkbook belonged to Mrs. 
Henry. 

Last Saturday Doyle Robinson of 
the Fresno Police Department flew to 
Alabama and on Sunday morning he 
and William T. Landgraf a member of 
the Tactical Operations Unit of the 
Birmingham Police Department drove 
to Calera to investigate the impounded 
Buick with the California tags and the 
site where the vehicle was found by 
Officer Johnson. 

‘Johnson and Harris led the two 
out-of-town officers to the site and the 
four law officers began a several hours 
search of the wooded area where the 
Buick had been found.

officers found evidence that linked the 
car with Glenn Wayne Burnett and his 
mother Juanita Henry. The Fresno 
office: gathered some two-dozen sacks 
full of evidence including clothing, 
road maps, bank statements, the son’s 
birth certificate, jewelry box, 
newspapers, car keys and other items. 

It is believed that the car had been 
emptied of nearly all items that could 
be incriminating, and that the papers 
and other bits of dothing, had been 
cleaned out of the car during 
nighttime hours. 

After checking out the location 
where the car was found, the officers 
then went over the 1973 Buick 
Century with a fine-tooth comb. The 
trunk of the white-over red two door 
car, was found to be empty and 
indications are that the trunk had 
recently been cleaned. Little or no 
dust was found. The floor mat, spare 
tire and tire tools were all missing. 

In the passenger compartment of 
the car a variety of beer cans, cigarette 
butts, and matches were found, along 
with a toy and a part of a wrist band 
to a woman’s wrist watch. All items 
were cataloged, and the dust and dirt 
were vacuumed from the car’s interior 
and put in special containers. 

Fresno police have issued a “be on 
the lookout” bulletin for Mrs. Henry’s 
son, stating that he is wanted by them 
for interrogation in connection with 
the disappearance and possible murder 
of Mrs. Henry. 

He is described as being five feet 
nine inches tall, weighing

On April 17, Holland asked the 
Pelham council to give up the land 
immediately adjacent to his business 
so he could build a 100,000 square 
foot shopping mall. 

The council took no action on 
that request. 

Holland's attorney told the 
council he was prepared to challenge 
the legislative annexation of the 
property. However, he did note that 
there were no people living on the 180 
acres when it was annexed. 

Max said his client was willing to 
compromise on the amount of acreage 
ceded.He said that Alabaster had 
expressed a willingness to “negotiate” 
with Pelham, mentioning a possible 
trade of territory. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway told the 
delegation he would consult with city 
attorney Frank Ellison the matter. He 
said later he would be willing to talk 
to Alabaster about sewering property 
in Pelham. 

Prior to the Holland secession 
attempt, the council turned down a 
request from Ken Peeler to annex his 
50 acres. 

Councilman Roy Jowers 
explained that although the property 
abuts the city line, a fire engine 
answering a call would have to go out 
of the city limits to reach the house. 

The petition was denied after 
Jc vers and councilman Ray Hamilton 
expressed concern that the annexation 
might influence the upcoming fire 
insurance rating. 

Jowers estimated that the 
inspection could be finished within 
three months, after which the Peeler 
annexation could be considered again. 

Peeler told the council he 
understood that the whole town had 
sacrificed to get a lowered fire 
insurance rating, and asked if he could 
get protection while he awaited 
council action.

owned and operated for 10 years.

BRHSA has eye on Brookwood 


The executive director of the 
Birmingham Regional Health Systems 
Agency (BRHSA) reacted immediately 
when Brookwood Health Services, Inc. 
announced it would build a 
“scaled-down” primary care center in 
North Shelby County. 

“Should the project have as its 
goal evolvement into a primary care 
center, the project would be in 
violation of voluntary and cooperative 
health planning efforts and in violation 
of area health plans,’ BRHSA director 
Al Rohling said last Thursday. 

According to Brookwood 
president Charles A. Speir, the first 
phase of the Brookwood-Riverchase 
Primary Care Center ‘will be capable 
of being developed into a full primary 
care center, which would include 
additional services such as an 
emergency room.” 

The development of medical 
facilities in the potentially lucretive 
Riverchase area has been a bone of 
contention for three years, 

The first plan called for Baptist 
Medical Centers to build a hospital on 
property in Riverchase, but this plan 
was scuttled by the BRHSA and the 
State Committee of Public Health 
after Shelby Memoria! Hospital 
protested that the new hospital would 
cut into its patient referral base and 
create a surplus of hospital beds in the 
area. 

This year Brookwood and Shelby 
Memorial competed for permission to 
set up a primary care center in 
Riverchase. The successful applicant 
would have been eligible to receive 
capital expenditure reimbursement 
from Medicare, Medicaid and other 
third party payors. 

The BRHSA recommended 
approval for the Shelby Memorial 
center, but the state regulatory body 
turned down both applicants last June. 

The first phase of the Brookwood 
project does not require state or 
local approval, since what the 
health services corporation plans 
initially is private office space for 


doctors. However, if, as stated by 
Brookwood president Speir, the 
hospital plans to develop a full 
primary care center, it will violate 
local health plans. 

“The ultimate expansion of 
Brookwood-Riverchase into a full 
primary care center will be dependent 
upon the level of acceptance of the 
center by the community, and by the 
changing needs of a growing 
population in the area,” Speir said. 

Perhaps the main reason for 
Shelby Memorial’s objecting to the 
center is its reluctance to give 
Brookwood control over patient

World trade fosters union

Trade is generally recognized as an 
extremely powerful weapon in 
international relations. Nikita 
Khrushchev once threatened the 
United States with a statement to the 
effect that the Soviet Union would 
bury us -- then Khrushchev paused and 
added: with trade, 

In any nation trade is of both an 
internal and external nature, Domestic 
issues have international ramifications. 
International issues haye domestic 
fallout. This is no more true than in 
the economic arena where floating, 
sinking, rising, bobbing and weaving 
currencies affect the price of the goods 
we sell and buy, the price of brads, 
break and boards. There is a limit to 
the number of protective fences we 
can throw up around our borders to 


keep out goods and services that 
undersell those produced at home, 

We can and do protect ourselves. 
The President has a great deal of 
authority to act quickly on protective 
trade matters. We have a great deal of 
legislation on our law books to protect 
our domestic economy, Furthermore, 
we use a great deal of persuasion and 
diplomacy in order to achieve 
balanced trade relations with other 
nations. For example, the situation in 
Japan also must be carefully 
considered. Japan, the industrical giant 
of the East, is at one time our keen 
commercial contender and our closest 
Pacific partner. To a large extent, we 
are as inter-dependent as veins and 
arteries. The economic connection is 
the heart of our relationship. 

A strong, secure, healthy and 
cooperative Japan is one key to our 
mutual economic strength as well as a

Perhaps candidates, both for state 
office as well as local, would be better 
served by the elimination of the illegal 
roadside sign tactic, concentrating on 
less wasteful and expensive efforts. 


Hazardous goods travel 


roads alongside people 


Hazardous materials regularly 
travel Alabama’s railroads, highways, 
waterways and air routes-often 
without adequate safeguards to 
protect an unsuspecting public, 
Accidents involving hazardous 
materials reached a total of 16,000 in 
1977, according to an article in the 
Jorunal of Insurance, the magazine of 
the Insurance Information Institute. 

The Institute says the danger of 
hazardous chemicals in transport is 
increasing with the relocation of plants 
and mills out of the populous 
Northeast into the Southland 
Factories that used to operate next to 
each other in New Jersey now must 
ship hazardous cargoes across several 
states to reach each other. Safeguards 
must therefore become a prime 
concern of insurers, truckers, railroads, 
government and legislators if disaster is 
to be successfully averted. 

An average of 129 train 
derailments involving hazardous 
materials occurred each year between 
1971 and 1976, according to the U.S. 
Secretary of Transportaiton. 

A contributing cause of the 
problem is an increase in the number 
of hazardous products and chemicals 
as a result of our advanced technology. 
A few decades ago only about 40 
products were listed in the hazardous 
category. Today, there are more than 
1,600. 

The problem is not confined to 
the railroads. One in 10 trucks is 
believed to carry hazardous cargo. In 
1976 more than 1,420 accidents 
involved trucks that were transporting 
hazardous cargo. 

Another aspect of the overall 


hazard problem is the transportation 
by water of highly volatile cargoes 
called “‘flating bombs” by critics. The 
number of ships with hazardous cargo 
is increasing threatening such ports as 
Mobile. 

The Air Line Pilots Association 
has taken decisive action about 
hazardous air cargoes. On February 1, 
1975, it embargoed the carrying of 
hazardous materials on passenger 
flights, With the increased use of 
Birmingham Municipal Airport the 
transportation of hazardous materials 
by air takes on new meaning. 

Many things are being done to 
reduce the risks of accidents involving 
the transportation of hazardous 
materials by the various transportation 
industries. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board investigates and reports 
on major transportation accidents and 
then makes recommendations to all 
concemed. 

The Insurance Information 
Institute says much is being done by 
the insurance industry to combat the 
hazard. 

The National Fire Protection 
Association put together a training 
package and seminar program on 
““Handling Hazardous Materials 
Transportation Energencies.” 

Communities may benefit by the 
participation of police, fire fighers, 
civil defense personnel and others. 

This cooperation is vital or 
otherwise, the transportation nets that 
link the Southeastern states, which are 
a prime factor in attracting new 
industry, instead will attract a cargo of 
tragedy.

“y write the songs that make the 
whole world sing...”’ 

Montevallo High School band 
director Jim Weese writes a lot of 
songs that make, maybe not the 
whole world, but quite a few bands 
in this area, ‘‘sing.’’ 

The director of the ‘‘Award Win- 
ning Marching Troubadours’’ is 
very much in demand these days by 
a number of high school band direc- 
tors. Weese is an arranger of music-- 
and a good one. 


“I'd say 50 or 60 bands in this 
area have used my arrangements at 
one time or another,” he says. “I 
guess that is the thing I do best, as 
far as music goes.”’ 

Don’t let his statement on 
arranging mislead you. While his 
music is foot-tapping good, it’s his 
one hundred Marching 
Troubadours that make _ the 
tunes come to life.

“Summer band is very impor- 
tant’? Weese says. We work two 
days a week in July, getting lips in 
shape, letting me hear what the 
band is going to sound like so I can 
design a show and begin working on 
fundamentals.

working on techniques and our first 
show.”’ 

The Troubadours are a proud 
bunch. Since Weese came to Mon- 
tevallo eight years ago from Calera, 
never earning less than an excellent 
rating. Bands are graded on a scale 
of one to five, one being the highest 
rank. The MHS band has received 
ones consistently during Weese’s 
term at Montevallo. 

**I’d say that reputation is one of 
our biggest problems,’’ he remarks. 
‘*When I first came here, everybody 
worked hard and we surprised a lot 
of folks. After our second year, 
though, people started to take us for 
granted, They expected us not to 
slop around, but to look sharp. 
Some of the students could not see 
the necessity of hard work.”’ 

While Weese may be a very strict 
disciplinarian and hard to please, 
his band is obviously a very popular 
organization at MHS. Nearly a 
quarter of the student body are 
members of the Marching 
Troubadours. 

Trombonist Gerald Walker has 
become one of Weese’s most ac- 
complished musicians. Walker ear- 


. ned all-state honors as a sophomore 


and after graduation this year, he 
hopes to enroll at the University of 
Michigan as a music major. ‘‘Band 
has made a big impression on me,”’ 
says the fifth year Troubadour. ‘‘It 
has been the most important activity 
of my high school years.”’ 


Marching Troubadours 
make music come to life 


Marching band lends itself to a 
comparison with football. ‘‘It’s not 
a contact venture like football,’’ ex- 
plains Weese. ‘‘But there is just as 
much need for the marching band 
student to be in good physical con- 
dition as the football player. Besides 
getting in shape, both rely on the 
flow of adrenalin to produce out- 
standing performances. Intense 
rivalry, like the Montevallo-Thom- 
pson one, tends to bring out the best 
in both groups.”’ 

The Marching Troubadours 
depend on band parents who have 
organized themselves into a Band 
Boosters unit. As a group, the 
Boosters raise funds for the band to 
buy new instruments and to go to 
contests. ‘‘They are potentially the 
strongest parent-organization in the 
school,’’ Weese praises. 

Weese says that marching bands 
are getting away from a traditional, 
marching straight-down-the-field 
style and copying the more popular, 
bigger sounding, drum and bugle 
corps technique. ‘‘Last year, I’d say 
our marching was 75 percent drum 
and bugle corps style,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
guess we’ll be about the same this 
year.”’ 

‘I like the brassy sound our band 
gets,’ adds junior trumpet John 
Owen, a four year student under 
Weese. ‘‘I like band because we do 
so much---we go to football games, 
play at pep rallies and have concer- 
ts. ”” 

Montevallo ,will try a Band 
Techniques clags this year. In ad- 
dition to partisipating in the per- 
forming band, students will also 
spend an hour a day practicing ‘in 
the band room. ‘‘This will free more 
of the students from after-school 
rehearsals,’’ Weese says. ‘“‘It will 
also allow for individual and small- 
group instruction. This has never 
been possible before.’’ 

Band at Montevallo has recently 
become a ‘‘family affair.’’ Kitty 
Weese, an accomplished flutist her- 
self, has taken on the responsibility 
of sponsoring the MHS Flag Corps. 
However, as far as actually directing

began to subside after he quit his post 
April 26 when students protested his 
recommended dismissal of ten 
non-tenured teachers. 

Although he was not the subject 
of the hearing a picture of Douglas’ 
administrative style emerged. 

One charge against Alexander was 
“Jeaving money in a drawer and losing 
it.” 

Testimony during the hearing 
revealed that Douglas had taken the 
money from Alexander’s desk drawer 
and kept it in his office. 

“It was just a joke to make you 
squirm,’ Alexander testified Douglas 
told him when he returned the money. 

Board member Whitman took no 
part in the decision to fire Alexander. 

“As a patron of Pelham High 
School who has been very active, there 
is no way I can confine my thoughts 
and feelings to the testimony given at 
this hearing. I therefore will not 
participate in the board’s decision,” 
she said for the record at the close of 
the hearing. 

It is that record, 1,200 pages of 
typescript, that will ultimately decide 
Alexander’s fate . 

Five letters from parents 
protesting that Alexander was 
incompetent were written in the week 
before the hearing; the sixth dated 
from December of 1976; the seventh 
was undated. 

Three letters from Douglas to 
Alexander were introduced. Two, 


dating from the period just before 
Douglas’s resignation, sharply 


reprimanded Alexander. 
written in October of 1977, was highly 


complimentary. 


The testimony in the three day 
hearing bciled down to whose

instances witnesses told contradictory

Even if the tenure commission

Food prices rise slightly 


during month of July 


The upward trend in Alabama 
food prices slowed slightly in July, 
according to a retail food price survey 
by the Alabama Farm Bureau. 

The overall increase in the 
marketbasket of 20 food items shows 
that consumers in Alabama paid about 
1.7 per cent more for their food than 
in June. The price for July items was 
$22.19 as compared to $21.81 in 
June. 

Leading the price increase were 
poultry, eggs and dairy products. Beef, 
pork and produce, which led previous 
surveys, decreased slightly. 

Alabama farmers are now 
marketing a full variety of produce 
items and consumers can take 
advantage of this supply of fresh 
Alabama vegetables and fruit in their 
local markets at local prices. 

However, according to a Farm 
Bureau spokesman, state wide drought 
and high temperatures have placed 
some doubt on the outcome of the 
1978 crop. 

Shortages have appeared for some 
produce items in the south and central 
areas of the state. 

In the monthly Food Marketing 
Albert provided by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, the food 
supply forecast for August shows 
potato and non-storage onion 
production to be off but adequate to

The Farm Bureau breadbasket 
survey shows that South Alabama again 
led the state with the highest overall 
food costs in July with $22.86; 
northwest Alabama $22.06; central 
(which includes Shelby County— 
$22.05 and northeast, $21.69.

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House in Montevallo 


makes state register 


A home built in the 1880's by a 
prominent Montevallo businessman, 
has recently been added to the 
Alabama Register of Landmarks and 
Heritage. 

The imposing house on Boundary 
Street, now owned by the Lenard 
Lawley’s, was constructed in 1884 by 
R.F. McKibbon on what was then 
mostly open land. 

Modeled after the Victorian style 
of architecture, the home features a 
pentagonal turrent, two small upstairs 
porches, and both Eastlake and jigsaw 
trim. 

On the banks of nearby Shoal 
Creek, McKibbon owned a saw mill, 
grist mill and cotton gin. He was also 
an active member of the Presbyterian 
Church. 

In the early 1900’s McKibbon 
moved to Birmingham where he 
became a railroad official. 

Bo Galloway purchased the home 
about 1930 and in 1949 it was sold to 
Mrs. Lawley’s father, Melvin 
Smitherman. — 

The branches of giant oaks shade 


the picturesque dwelling. And before 
the days of air conditioning, the 
owners must have enjoyed sitting on 
the veranda which extends along the 
front and ease side of the home. 

Fight mantels with mirrors and 
colonettes are in the living room, 
dining room and the six bedrooms. 
Another ornate feature is the rolled 
crown ceiling molding which extends 
part way down the wall in each corner. 

More fancy trim work is found in 
the alcove entrance formed by the 
turrent. Here McKibbon installed 
ornate mahogany jigsaw trim. 

When Smitherman purchased the 
home, he replaced the plaster walls 
with sheetrock. And in an attempt to 
let light into the entryway, he 
removed the stained glass panels which 
flanked the front door. (Mrs. Lawley 
says she has them and plans to install 
them again.) 

Much of her father’s energies, Mrs, 
Lawley pointed out, was spent in 
fixing up the yard. She and her 
husband bought the home in 1967 
after her father’s death.

ZINNIAS-- most often referred 
to as Grandma’s favorite or the old 
ashioned flower.

After several years of planting 
flowers, zinnias have become one of 
my favorite annuals. I have noticed 
that with just a tiny bit of care they 
are a very amazing plant., They are 
one of the most colorful and showy 
of all annuals. They can be sown in- 
doors in March or April and later 
transplanted or sown directly in soil 
in May. And although the package 
doesn’t say so, you can plant them 
up through the first week of June 
and have beautiful plants by the end 
of July. However the best way to be 
assured of continuous summer 
beauty is to plant the seed in a box 
or bed and then transplant to choice 
places in your yard when about 3-4 
inches high. 

Zinnias germinate rapidly and 
grow fast. Through experimenting 
I’ve found the following results: 
Zinnias will grow in any type soil 
anywhere, but thrive best in deep 
loamy soil. If planted shallow and 
left un-mulched, they are pretty - 
but to have gorgeous stems, foliage 
and flowers they need to be fer- 
ilized with a good quality fertitizer 
after being transplanted) then 
mulched with sawdust or other 
mulch to a depth of 3 to 4 inches. 
Keep moist after transplanting until 
roots get established. Package direc- 
tions say plant in full sun but I’ve 
found them to grow beautifully in 
part shade. 

The past two years I have grown 
zinnias to a height of 3 feet with 
large leaves and flowers, some up to 
5 inches across, depending on type 
and plant location. One important 


factor to beautiful and healthy plan- 
ts is to keep the flowers cut... Cut 
yourself a bouquet every other day 
or give to a friend. The more you 
cut them the longer they bloom... 
and as a cut flower they hold their 
bright color and graceful appearan- 
ce for almost a week. 

Even with no special care you will 
be amazed... No Wonder They 
Were Grandma’s Favorite... and 
also chosen as Indiana’s state 
flower. 

In checking on this amazing plant 

I found the majority come from Z 
elegons, a Mexican herb of the 
composite family and a native 
primarily from Mexico and Central 
America. 
Do Yourself A Favor, Have a pretty 
yard next year, by planting a few 
Amazing Zinnias. With a little care 
you will be well pleased with the 
great results.

The Highland Avenue area of 
Montevallo will not be re-zoned in the 
near future. 

Montevallo’s city council, Monday 
night, accepted the recommendation 
of the city’s Planning Commission not 
to re-zone, but instead to put extra 
effort into enforcing the city’s zoning 
laws, rules and regulations. = — 

The possibility of re-zoning the 
Highland Avenue area was raised 
Thursday night, July 27, when the 
Planning Commission received a 
petition bearing 86 signatures asking 
the commission to change the zoning 
of the area from R-2 to R-1. 

Montevallo’s zoning ordinance 
designates an R-2 area as permitting 
multiple family dwellings while 
restricting an R-1 area to single family 
dwellings. 

More than 60 residents of 
Montevallo attended the Planning 
Commission meeting when the 
petition was presented, The document 
was formally presented to the 
commission by Bruce Green, an 
attorney from Pelham who 
represented the petitioners, 

David Ovson, an attorney from 
Birmingham spoke against the 
proposed zoning change. Ovson 
represents three partners who own’ 


“a # 


property that faces King Street. 

The city’s Planning Commission 
took no action during the July 27 
meeting, but scheduled a meeting for 
August 3. 

During the August 3 meeting of 
the Planning Commission, two 
members of the Commission, F.P. 
Givhan and Sam Klotzman, excused 
themselves from the deliberations, 
stating that they held property in the 
area and thought it improper to 
participate in a decision by the 
Commission, The remaining four 
members of the commission 
constituted a quorum. 

- After Tengthy discussion 
Commission chairman Clayton Nordan 
called for a vote on the question. The 
vote was unanimous to retain the R-2 


Zoning designation in the area. 


At the same time, the Commission 
formulated a statement asking the City 
Council to take all steps necessary to 
see that all zoning laws, rules and 
regulations be strictly enforced, not 
only in the Highland Avenue area, but 
throughout the entire city. 

Members of the Commission in 
their message to the City Council 
indicated a number of nonconforming 
use violations exist, as well as parking 
violations and violations of a more 
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Cattlemen’s chow line 


technical nature. 

Commission members expressed 
the opinion that petitioners who asked 
for a zone change could probably have 
their complaints satisfied if the city 
would tighten up on the enforcement 
of existing ordinances. 

Monday night members of the 
council agreed with the commission 
and voted unanimously to take 
immediate steps to enforce all zoning 
laws. 

Five signers of the petition asking 
for re-zoning, sent a letter, dated July 
31, to all council members requesting 
immediate action to correct five 
alleged violations of zoning laws. 

At Monday night’s council 
meeting, members instructed the City 
Clerk, the City Building Inspector, the 
City Fire Chief and the City Police 
Department to take immediate steps 
to determine if the five alleged 
infractions were indeed violations and 
if so, to send letters to the property 
owners, pointing out the violations, 

If violations exist, city officials 
involved are requested to allow a 
reaonable length of time to correct the 
violations. 

Letters to the Planning 
Commission and to the City Council 
indicate the following zoning laws are 
being violated: Single family and 
multiple family dwellings are being 
used as rooming houses, an insufficient 
amount of off street parking is 
provided on certain properties, 
certificates of occupancy for multiple 
family dwellings have not been 
obtained, changes have been made in 
the nonconforming use of property in 
R-2 zones and fraternity houses 
constitute non-conforming uses of 
buildings in R-2 area, 

Council members also report 
receiving complaints that comme rcial 
vehicles are being parked or stored in 
subdivisions or residentially zoned 
areas, vehicles without current license 
plates are parked or stored in 
residentially zoned property, 
recreational vehicles are being parked

in driveways or in yards, rather than in 
enclosed buildings or carports, and 
that from time to time property is 
repaired or altered without the owner 
first obtaining a building permit. 
Council members instructed City 
Clerk Don Hughes, the city’s chief 
administrator, to take whatever steps 
are necessary to determine if violations 
are occurring and to consult with the 
city’s legal counsel when necessary to 
correct any violations.

We built a smudge fire for smoke 
to discourage the varmints. We lit 
cigarettes. | imagined I could hear 
the insects inhaling deeply. Our 
boys, however, didn’t want to go 
home. We struck the tents and sat 
under them, pulling up a flap now 
and then for a couple breaths of 
fresh air. | got in the car and sat in 
the stifling heat until we ran the 
trotline every hour or two. 

That trip taught me a lesson. I 
usually pack along an aerosol can or 
bottle of bug dope in every tackle 
box, auto glove compartment, hun- 
ting coat. 

Knowing a little repellent will 
convert a trip of misery into a com- 
fortable outing, I have some ap- 
proved tips to help you make the 
event a pleasant one with regard to 
insects that like your company. 

Repellents are grouped into two 
types: (1) general-use for applying 
to skin and to clothing; and (2) 
special repellents for clothing only. 

Deet is the best repellent to use 
against most insects. General-use 
repellents lose their effectiveness 
when the surface to which they are 
applied becomes wet or is washed. 
Since I perspire so freely, this ex- 
plains why I have to reapply ‘‘Deep 
Woods Off”’ every hour or two. 

Special repellents for cloth, such 
as benzyl benzoate, available from 
your local druggist, may be applied 
to your clothing only. Never apply 
benzyl benzoate to your skin! 

Repellents dissolve or stain some 
kinds of paints and plastics, such as 
plastic lenses of glasses. 

To apply repellents to skin, shake 
or spray a few drops onto your 
palms and rub them together. Then 
rub the backs of your hands, neck, 
ears, face -- but be sure you don’t 


get material into your eyes. Do not 
put too much on your forehead. 
Leave one spot of skin untreated, 
and the insects will find it! To apply 
repellents to clothing, spray lightly. 
This will give you protection for 
days. 

Repellents not only repel chiggers 
(red bugs); it kills them. Deet is 
most effective repellent against 
fleas. 

Use insecticide ‘‘space’’ sprays in 
a picnic area or in a tent and go by 
directions on the label. However, 
don’t spray desirable plants, 
because the oils can damage the 
plants. Never apply an insecticide to 
your skin or clothing, 

Now, can you tell me what our 
forefathers used? Maybe they didn’t 
know they were living a miseable life 
in the woods. Else they were much 
tougher than we.

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°78 hunting seasons outlined

It won’t be long before you can 
head to the fields and woods and 
start hunting. The Alabama Depar- 
tment of Conservation has released 
the various hunting seasons for this 
fall. 

Most important to area hunters is 
the deer season which begins for 
bowhunters on October 14th. 
That’ll be hunters choice and by 
stalk hunting only. 

Hunters with guns can start their 
search with dogs or without them on 
November 17. 

The five day doe season lasts 
from December 26 to 30. In Coosa 
County the dates are December 29th 
and 30th. 

For fall turkey hunters, the 
season is November 17th through 
January 20th. The spring season 
lasts from March 20th till April 
25th. 

Quail hunters can start preparing 
their dogs for the upcoming season 
that opens November 20th and ends 
February 28th. 

Rabbit season is from October 
14th to February 28th. Squirrel hun- 
ters can head to the hardwoods Oc- 
tober 25th through January 11th, 

The first wild game that hunters 
can go for is dove. Last year quite a 
few benefit shoots were held and it 
seems like hundreds of dove were 
killed. The season opens at noon 
September 16th and goes till 
November Ist. Remember that the 
bag limit is 12 per day and 12 in 
possession. 

Of course, there’s a lot of other 
game that comes in season during 
the fall months. Bobcat, woodcock, 
snipe, beaver, raccoon, opossum 
and a bunch of strange named 
animals that I don’t think exist in 
the county. 

If you haven’t already started, 
now’s the time to start going 
through your hunting gear and start 
fixing or replacing it. Special atten- 
tion should be given to the rifle or 
shotgun you plan to use. There’s 
nothing worse than pulling the 
trigger on a 12 point buck and 
having nothing happen. 

You may find it hard to believe, 
but if you haven’t already taken

Ebenezer church added 


to state landmark list 


People once flocked to a small 
country church near Montevallo which 
has recently been listed on the 
Alabama Register of Landmarks and 
Heritage. 


Ebenezer Church drew its 
congregation from miles around due to 
being the only church in the area for 
many years. 


The present clapboard building, 
on which a steeple was erected in 
March, was constructed in 1891. 
However, the church was officially 
organized as part of the Cawhaba 
Circuit around 1832. 

A minister on horseback founded 
the church which bears his name. 
Ebenezer Hearne covered a 150 mile 
circuit and another nearby church he 
organized is the United Methodist 
Church in Montevallo, then called 
Wilson’s Hill. 

The grandfather of the church’s 
pastor J. Clyde Crim, was one of the 
early members of the congregation. He 
was named for Methodism’s founder, 
John Wesley.

The University of Montevallo will 
apparently not have enough space for 
students who want to live on-campus 
this fall.

Although the church is located in 
a pastoral setting at the end of an 
unpaved lane off County Road 24, 
Rev. Crim noted that approximately 
600 new families are now living in the 
surrounding area.

Pelham man struggles 
with rocks in his yard

Those recent afternoon showers 
across the county combined with the 
penetrating rays of the summer sun 
have really stepped up the 
photosynthetic process, In other 
words, the grass on the old front lawn 
is growing at its fastest rate. 

If you think your lawn is rough to 
handle, be thankful it’s not like the 
one Aaron Johnson has to mow. 


For the past 16 years, since his 
family moved to the house off 
Highway 52 near the railroad tracks 
in Pelham, Johnson has mowed the 
family lawn. First, helping his father, 
and later taking over the job.

STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature 
of Alabama, at the Regular 
Session 1978, ordered an elec- 
tion to be held by the qualified 
electors of the State of 
Alabama upon a_ certain 
proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, 
which said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered that 
the said election be held at the 
first primary, general or 
special election held after the 
expiration of three months 
from the final adjournment of 
the session of the Legislature 
at which the amendment was 
proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the first 
primary election held after the 
expiration of three months 
from final adjournment of the 
session of the Legislature at 
which the amendment was 
proposed will be and occur on 
September 5, 1978; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such 


election, together with the 
proposed amendment is 
required by law and by 


provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment to be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in 
each county in the State of 
Alabama for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, | 
George C. Wallace, as Gover- 
nor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and 
proclaim that on Tuesday the 
5th day of September 1978, an 
election will be held at the 
several polling places within 
the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form provided by 
law upon the following 
proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 


"The Limestone 
County governing body 
is authorized in its 
discretion to establish 
fire districts within the 
geographical boun 
daries of Limestone 
County, said districts to 
exclude any corporate 
municipality which does 
not request through 
resolution of its gover- 
ning body to be made a 
part of and subject to 
the provisions of this 
amendment. The county 
governing body, in its 
discretion, may 
establish, in lieu of or in 
addition to said fire 
districts, a county fire 
department to furnish 
county-wide fire protec- 
tion. 

“The governing body 
may name a fire mar- 
shal for Limestone 
County, whose principal 
duty shall be the coor 
dination of fire protec 
tion within the county 
including all fire depart- 
ments and fire stations, 
either in the district or 
county, and their full 
time and part-time em 
ployees. Upon the 
request of the county 
governing body the fire 
marshal shall submit a 
budget for the county 
fire department and 
shall perform such 
other tasks related to 
fire protection as may, 
from time to time, be 
assigned to him by the 
county governing body. 

"The governing body 
is hereby authorized to 
fix a county fire protec- 
tion tax, which tax shall 
become effective upon 
the approval of a 
majority of electors 
within any particular 
fire district or other 
area of the county 
where the tax is to be 
levied. The tax fixed by 
the governing body shall 
be based upon the valve 
of real and personal 
property assessed by af- 
fected property owners,

Editor’s Note: Dr. David Luellen of 
Chelsea continues his account of 
experiences while serving aboard the 
U.S.S. Coronado, as a civilian teaching 
history to the crew. 
Part 8th in a series 
by Dr. David Luellen 

Twice previously I was refused 
permission. This time I went to the 
top, determined to gain approval. 

“Colonel,” I began, “I'd like to go 
ashore during the Carbonares 
operation.” 

The operation at Carbonares, 
Spain was the last Marine exercise 
before I completed my assignment as a 
history professor aboard the U.S.S. 
Coronado. I knew it would be rugged, 
but I wanted this experience. 

“It’s rigorous,’ replied the 
Colonal. “‘But you work out regularly 
on the flight deck. You'll learn a lot.” 

Although I had officer 
equivalency status aboard the 
Coronado, I asked to be a “grunt,” a 
Marine infantryman. Delta Company’s 
Second Platoon, First Squad said I 
could join them, agreeing to outfit me. 

A couple days into the operation I 
took a small landing craft ashore and 
spent the night in landing Support 
Unit’s communication tent. The next 
day I joined Delta Company when 
they returned to the beach from the 
mountains. 

My presence caused a stir. 
Questions came quickly. “Is that you, 
professor?” “What are you doing out 
here?’’ “Are you going into the 
mountains, too?” 


Before sunset we began to devise 
ways to keep warm. Many of us dug 
grave-like holes in the sand, wrapped 
up in our panchos and buried 
everything but our heads. Sand 
blankets are heavy, but warm. 


Early the next moming we 
marched into the Craggy Mountains 
bordering the sea. This desolate area 
where Planet of the Apes had been 
filmed, provided a severe test of 
Marine stamina. It also provided an 
endurance test for the history 
professor. 


For hours we scaled rocky 
mountains. Each step up included a 
half-step down as loose rocks gave 
way. I quickly learned to count only 
the immediate step rather than the 
distance to the top. 

About noon we set up a command 
post at the edge of a jagged peak. Until 
the conclusion of the operation we 
would protect the post and scout out 
and possibly attack posts of other 
platoons. 

Late in the afternoon First Squad 
headed out on patrol. We scrambled 
up mountains, slid down hillsides, 
crept through parched river beds and 
rested under the cover of fig trees. 

When water ran short, we stopped 
at a farm house. Two peasant ladies 
brought buckets of water, a pitcher 
and a funnel. As the water level in the 
pails lowered, someone noticed worms 
wiggling near the bottom. 

“Don’t worry. P’ve been drinking 
this water all my life. Look at me!” 


McAnally case ‘renewed’ 


Renewed efforts are underway in 
the investigation of the murder of 
Linda McAnally, according to Pelham 
Police Chief Dave Watson. 

Watson told the Reporter that the 
Pelham Police Department is now 
working with the major felony squad 
of the Birmingham Police Department 
in the investigation. 

Mrs. McAnally was found 
murdered in her Pelham home nearly 
two years ago, and evidence indicates a 
particularly brutal murder. 

Pelham and the Shelby County 
Sheriff's department have worked on 
the case since that time, but have been 
unable to find conclusive proof of the 
supposed murderer’s identity. 

Rewards have been posted by the 
State of Alabama, the City of Pelham, 
and various organizations and

much, And we masked our concern for 
purity with jokes about the water 
making us live to be plump old peasant 
women.

We sweat in the 
sunshine and shivevered in the dark, 
We were thirsty in the heat and hungry 
in the cold. All the time we were tired. 
This is what Marines distastefully call 
“humping it.” 

Near morning we wrapped our 
ponchos around us and selected the 
softest rocks for beds. I slept soundly, 
waking only when my pancho began 
flapping in the cold night wind. I 
rearranged my _ rock mattress, 
wrapped my poncho tightly around 
me and slept again. 

Up a little after dawn, we 
regrouped with the Second Platoon 
and marched back to the beach. At 
first we were shivering; later we were 
wishing for a cool breeze. 

Hours later, we reached the beach, 
tired, dirty, bearded, hungry and 
thirsty. C-rations, canned food used in 
the field, tasted like a gourmet 
special. I wolfed down boned turkey, 


applesauce, crackers and peanut 
butter. 

I felt good about being a one-time 
grunt. I also felt good about keeping 
up with boot bamp toughtened 
Marines on what the Colonel had 
labeled as a “rigorous” opere*ion.

“Last year, dry weather 
killed all my pastures. So! 
went up to the FMX”® and told 
them | was looking for some- 
thing to winter my cattle on.

There are a few who believe the 
race for the Superintendent of 
Education is the most interesting or 
the ‘hottest’ in the current campaigns.

Calera mystery story 


takes new twist 


Three warrants for the arrest of 
Glenn Wayne Burnett have been issued 
by the Fresno, California Police 
Department. 

The warrants charge Burnett with 
Murder, grand larceny and automobile 
theft. 

Burnett, 33, is the son of a Fresno 
woman, Mrs, Juanita Henry, 54, who 

as been missing from her home in 

Fresno, since July 16. 

Calera police officer C.H. Johnson 
discovered Mrs. Henry’s 1973 Buick, 
hidden in an overgrown trail near 
Calera on the moming of July 29, 

Detectives trom Fresno and 
Birmingham accompanied by Calera 
officer Johnson and Calera Police 
Chief Cecil Harris gathered more than 
20 sacks full of evidence linking the 
1973 Buick with Burnett and Mrs. 
Henry. This evidence was gathered 
during the daylight hours of Sunday, 
August 6. 

Authorities are convinced Burnett 
was in the Calera area sometime prior 
to July 29. 

Why he came to Calera and why 
he abandoned his mother’s car in an 
obscure log trail near Caler is still a 
mystery. 

A number of Mrs. Henry’s 
personal effects were found in the area 
where the car was found by Officer 
ohnson. 

Sometime between July 22 and 
ugust 6 a purse and checkbook 
onging to Mrs, Henry were found 
ongside a highway in Mojave County, 


Fresno police have issued a 
murder warrant for the arrest of 
Burnett in spite of the fact Burnett’s 
mother is still listed as missing and no 
body has been found. 


Burnett reportedly visited his 
ex-wife in Joplin, Missouri on July 17 
and 18. Reports also indicate he left 
the Missouri city on July 22. 

The search for Mrs. Henry. has 
shifted from Fresno to Arizona, to 
Star City Arkansas, to 
Joplin, Missouri. 

Last weekend the focus of the 
search was in Calera and Alabama. 

Now, in addition to city and state 
law officers, federal authorities are 
involved in the investigation. 

Earlier this week, Burnett was 
believed to be in the Sarasota, Florida

From now on, 
children will say, “Mommie, take me 
to the media center, I'd like to check 
out a book.” Media center is the new 
term for library at Riverchase Middle 
School. The center is located in an 
open space between classroom 
sections. When asked if the noise from 
surrounding classes would disturb 
students researching at the unenclosed 
media center Anderson said, “The old 
concept that a quiet school is a good 
school will not be followed.” He said 
students would be encouraged to 
express themselves and that keeping 
them active and moving keeps them 
involved. 

Another interesting feature of the 
school is the way it is divided into an 
academic or quiet division and a noisy 
activity division. On the quiet side are 
the 25 classrooms media center and 
courtyard-ampitheatre area, On the 
noisy side are the gymnasium, shops, 
music rooms and lunchroom. The 
lunchroom, like the media center is in 
an open area sighted immediately 
upon entering the front door. 

Anderson said the school and 
faculty would be geared to providing 
the student with the maximum 
experience and exploration possible in 
fields that interest him. 

The administrative staff including 
Anderson and his assistant Ruth 
Stevens expect to move into the 
building Monday, August 14. 

Finishing touches are being placed 
this week on the lunchroom, offices 
and quiet division of the school and 
Anderson expects that area to be 
turned over this week with the other 
part being finished soon. Paving should 
be completed this week on the parking 
lot and driveways. The traffic flow will 
have a front driveway for busses to 
have easy access to the builidng and a 
back road for parents who pick up 
their children. 

Anderson said 27 teachers will 
begin the school year at Riverchase 
with the possible addition of three 
teachers before the school year ends.

But aside from these general 
factors, Sheriff Walker is clearly 
vulnerable on a few issues. 

To begin with, there is a string of 
unsolved murders on the records that 
are quite an embarassment. Most local 
murders are quickly solved because 
they involve family disputes, with 
witnesses and confessions. But the 
really mysterious murders where the 
clues do not point to obvious guilty 
parties, are the ones that have proved 
difficult to solve in Shelby County. 

Sheriff Walker is also open to the 
charge of being very hard to contact 
most of the time. Except for the few 
months preceding elections, he seems 
to be out of his office a great deal, and 
many citizens complain about it 
regularly. 

Some of his actions in the 
past have led people to believe he 
would like to pack the courthouse 
offices with people who are friendly to 
him. Many of the people he has 
supported politically are indeed 
occupying those offices now, to a 
degree of domination far greater than 
ever achieved by any other county 
political leader. 

His moving of his private 
residence to the wealthy Inverness 
enclave has not been noted by his 
grassroots constituents, but it could be 
a source of resentment for some 
voters. Stories of his gambling and 


high living have circulated for years. 
But given these points, can he be 


re-elected? The man’s charisma is 
legendary. He can turn around the 
thinking of a roomful of citizens at 
once with his dazzling manner and his 
penetrating gaze. He manages to 
convey both a “good ole boy” and 
“high sheriff’ image at the same time. 
On the campaign trail there are none 
more convincing, 

Besides, there are hundreds of 
families who feel loyal to him because 
of his efforts to help them out through 
times of family tragedy that came to 
the attention of his office. 

This time however, he does not 
have the 100% loyalty of his own 
deputies that he has had in former 
campaigns. Turnover in the 
department has been high, despite the 
good salaries the sheriff has obtained 
through legislative acts for his staff. 
Enthusiasm for the campaign is lacking 
among most of the deputies this time. 

The police departments of many 
of the cities of the county are also 
leary of Walker, because of his 
attempts in the past to group all of 
them under one central county law 
enforcement force with himself at the 
head. 

Through the years he and the 
candidates he has favored have 
generally received the black vote, 
although he has not placed many 
blacks on the county payroll after 
election day. 

Two years ago there was a hue 
and cry to restore “harmony to the

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New buses bring new chance 


to county’s handicapped

A new day for Shelby County’s 
physically and mentally handicapped 
children is at hand. 

When school opens this fall, the 
severly handicapped will be able to 
tide school buses and enter into 
regular school programs. 

Mrs. Fannie Mae Carden, Special 
Education Coordinator for the county 
schools, told the Reporter this week 
that the two specially equipped school 
buses have arrived, and are being 
adjusted to exact specifications at the 
county bus shop. 


They will be ready to pick up 
children in wheelchairs with a specially 
designed lift and ramp. 

Each bus will have space for three 
children in wheelchairs, one child on a 
cot, and 14 passengers in regular bus 
seats. The bus driver and an aide on 
each bus will be specially trained to 
work with handicapped children. 

Classes will be held at Shelby 
County High School, as they were last 
year. The difference is that with the 
county providing door-to-door 
transportation, many more children 
will be able to attend the classes. Last 


Montevallo cracks down 
on reckless driving

Reckless drivers will have a 
difficult time finding a sanctuary in 
Montevallo in the near future, 

City Council members, Monday 
night, passed an ordinance permitting 
police to make arrests for reckless 
driving on parking lots, alleys, dirt 
roads or any other place within the 
city or its police jurisdiction. 

The ordinance sets a maximum 
fine of $200 or 90 days in jail for a 
first offense, A second offense may 
result in a fine of $500 and/or 180 
days in jail. 

Purpose of the ordinance is to 


regulate those who may drive 
recklessly in shopping centers, parking 
areas and drive-in restaurants. 

In related action council members 
approved a set of regulations designed 
to regulate emergency vehicles 
operating in Montevallo. 

Included in the regulations is a 
paragraph stating that no vehicle will 
respond to calls within Montevallo 
unless cleared through the Montevallo 
Police Department. 

The regulations also state that no 
more than two medical units will 
respond to an emergency call unless

One bus will begin its route in the 
western section of the county, 
probably around Turner Station, and 
the other will begin its route in the 
Vincent area. 

The buses cost about $16,000 
each, which is some $2,000 more than 
a regular school bus, according to 


. Transportation Director William T. 


Carter. The special buses are 27 feet 
long and have a 15% feet wheel base, 
compared wi th the 35’ length and 22” 
wheelbase of the regular school buses. 

Each bus has seat vests to hold the 
children in their seats, a greater safety 
factor than seat belts, Carter told the 
Reporter. 

They are also equipped with CB 
radios which are tied in to the bus 
maintenance shop and the Board of 
Education office. “These buses havé 
got to keep running,” Carter 
commented, saying if there was a 
breakdown he wanted his mechanics 
to be able to find about it and get to 
them immediately. 

Each bus also has an AM/FM 
radio because “music makes the ride 
easier on these children” Carter said, 
The buses will also be air conditioned. 

Federal funds pay all costs above 
the normal per-pupil costs that Shelby 


County and the state pay for each 
school child, so there is no money 


taken away from other county school 
programs, Mrs. Carden stressed,

Three months of pent up 
frustration, misgivings and distrust 
were aired at the trustee meeting of 
the North Shelby County Fire and 
Emergency Medical District Monday 
night.

The remark drew a response 
from opponents who have in the past 
charged the trustees with holding 
private meetings where matters not 
involving personalities have been 
discussed. 

Van Pelt announced a closed 
meeting to discuss applicants was 
scheduled following Monday’s 
meeting. 

The Reporter was asked to sit in 


on the closed discussion, and indeed, 
only the personalities and 
qualifications of prospective chiefs 
were discussed. 


A chief should be decided upon in 
the next two weeks.

Requests for funds from agencies 
within and without the Montevallo 
city limits continue to pour in to the 
Montevallo city council.

As things stand now, the teachers 
the Riverchse trustees refused will be 
reporting to the school August 22 for 
a teachers’ workday. 

Prior to Judge Sharbutt’s 
postponement, trustee Dick Mace said 
an injustice would be served to retain 
the teachers at Riverchase, both to the 
teachers and students. He said feelings 
derived from publicity concerning the 
refusal might cause problems for the 
teachers. 


Trustee Charles Lee said, “I hope 
only good comes out of this.” He said 
no malice was intended by the trustees 
when they refused to accept the 
teachers.

additional units or personnel are 
requested by the police department. 

The regulations urge emergency 
vehicles to refrain from using Main 
Street unless there is no alternate 
route available. 

Purpose of the regulations is to 
reduce hazards that might be created 
by an unregulated number of 
emergency vehicles responding to 
accident or fire calls. 

Police Chief Troy Kirkland 
reviewed police activity during the 
month of July. His report shows that 
Montevallo officers responded to 873 
calls during July.

1 “ Local historians win 
| top award for counties 


Shelby County’s Historical 
Society is number one on the state in 
recording historic homes and 
landmarks. 

At the 11th Annual Preservation 
Conference held recently in Selma, the 
local organization’s president Miriam 
Fowler and several other members of 
the group were present to receive the 
Distinguished Service Award in the 
Heritage Hunt. 

According to Fowler, Shelby 
County’s Society was given 501 points 
for locating and recording historic 
homes and landmarks which included 
cemeteries. 

Pointing out that Tuscaloosa, the 
second place county, only scored 388 
points, Fowler said the Shelby County 
group had more than doubled their 
last year’s total. She related that in 
1977, the society earned 250 points. 

During his talk to the group who 
attended the two day meeting, Warner 
Floyd announced that he was 
withdrawing his resignation from the 
post of Executive Director of the 
Historical Commission. The action had 
been recommended by the Board of 
Advisors. 

Showing their support of Floyd, 
who had said he was leaving the 
position because of pressures being 
brought upon him, the Board awarded 
him a plaque in recognition for his 
Outstanding service to the 
Commission. 

Other awards presented to the 
Executive Director came from the 
American Legion and the City of 
Selma. 

A number of workshops were 
offered to participants at the meeting 
and the affair also included walking 
tours and visits to historic sites. 

Among the places the group 
traveled to were: Kenans Grist Mill,

As a Bolivian airliner crossed the 
Andes several weeks ago, two Shelby 
County residents gazed down on the 
snow capped peaks. 

Jean Pryor and Connie Clemons 
used two weeks of their vacation from 
classes at Thompson Middle School to 
teach pupils in a Bolivian school. 

In addition to their baggage, the 
two women carried athletic 
equipment, science laboratory 
equipment and Bible School materials. 

Traveling with a group of 17 
interdenominational laymen from 
Alabama and Mississippi, Pryor and 
Clemons assited missionaries in the 
Christian school at Saypecho. 

When they left American soil, 
they didn’t realize the government of 
the country they’d be visiting would 
be in a state of upheaval when they 
landed. 

But even though the country was 
under seige as the result of a military 
coup, it had little effect on the group’s 
work project in the jungle area 140 
miles from La Paz where their plane 
touched down. 

While Clemons taught physical 
education and Pryor worked with 
students on English lessons, other 
members of the work force went on to 
Palos Blankos (Road’s end) to help 
build a church.

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Candidates screened at Almont church

Political traditions were alive and 
well at the Pilgrim’s Rest Baptist 
Church in Almont last Saturday 
afternoon. 

Virtually all of the local 
candidates presented themselves 
before screening committees of the 
Shelby County chapter of the 
“Alabama DemocraticConference(ADC) 
there, hoping to be endorsed by the 
black political group. Gubernatorial 
hopeful Bill Baxley also sent a 
representative, who left after 
discovering that the meeting was 
intended for Shelby County 
candidates only. Byron Chew, 
éandidate for House District 51 was 
the only legislative candidate present. 

After making an initial 
contribution of $10 or so to the ADC, 
the candidates assembled in the nave 
of the church, awaiting their turn to 
be called into one of four rooms where 
Ynterviews were conducted. 

Under the direction of the Rev. 
Robert White of Calera, vacancies on 
the screening committees were filled 
‘by black preachers who were passing 
‘by, while fund raisers for various 
churches and charities circulated 
among the waiting candidates, 
soliciting additional contributions. 
> An air of mystery surrounded the 
proceedings, as unidentified persons 
slipped in and out of back doors, the 
press was barred from the interview 
rooms, and large folders containing an 


assortment of letters, bills, and lists, 
were consulted, 


ADC member Earl Cunningham of 
Montevallo told the Reporter the 
candidates were being asked their 
stands on various modern-day issues 
and not just those that affect blacks. 
Cunningham said questions about how 
the candidate felt about the high cost 
of utilities, the education of children, 
and inflation were being asked. Some 
candidates said they were also asked if 
they would hire blacks in their offices, 
if elected,

present. Rev. Robert White was 
coordinator and Clayton Kidd of 
Alabaster was secretary.

represented all types from primitive to 
modern campers. Camping apparently 
represents an outdoors ethical freedom 
to all people. For instance, over 
one-half the nubmer of persons living 
on farms said they would probably 
amp out more often if they had to 
move to the city. One-third of campers 
from the city believed they would go 
camping less if they permanently 
moved to the country! To me these 
ittitudes show a yearning for privacy 
that was commonplace 40 years--even 
4,000 years--ago. 

All campers said there were two 
main reasons for camping: First, to 
rest and relax, and second, to be close 
to nature and the outdoors. 

Asked to list ‘recreational 
activities” they enjoyed most when 
camping, campers’ first choice was 
water sports, such as “swimming, 
boating, water skiing, surfing.’’ Second 
choice was hunting and fishing.” These 
two choices exceeded the others 
combined ‘‘relaxing, resting, 
unwinding,’ cooking outdoors, 
picnicking, hiking, nature walking, 
visiting, meeting new people, 
sightseeing, golfing, biking, skating, 
active group sports. 

The main point is that anyone 
planning a campground must realize 
most campers are water oriented. One 
of the most enjoyable camping trips I 
ever made was with a friend, Bob 
Strong, when we spent two or three 
nights at a time below Goat Rock 
Dam, running a fruitless trotline. Each 
night after checking our hooks we 
passed an old ramshackle lean-to. Fil 
never forget the words we heard that 
second night: 

**Wa’al, Clem, here it is 
suppertime and I guess we'll have to 
eat catfish agin, but I’m gettin’ tired of 
em.”

hands and knees to this poverty 
stricken river bank fishing veteran 
man-and-wife team. “Just to say 
grace,” he begged and you could see 
his nostrils twitch as the odor of hot, 
frying freshly caught channel catfish 
loaded the air. But I dragged him to 
our nice roomy umbrella tent and 
opened a couple cans of sardines! 


What season pulls the most 
campers? The Auburn survery 
indicated that summer camper 


numbers were almost equal to the 
total numbers of spring, fall and 
winter campers. 

I gathered from the survey that 
city folk leaned toward travel trailers 
and motor homes, while rural residents 
used tents, pick-up campers, and tent 
trailers the pop-up tent on two 
wheels. 

What items were in most demand 
by most campers? First, every camp 
site must have all-weather roads in both 
developed and underdeveloped 
campgrounds. Then in descending 
order: clean drinking water — most 
campers didn’t want to haul drinking 
water from home restrooms, 
showers, electricity. Besides these were 
12 other minor stipulations. I guess 
some folks roughing it are (picky, 
picky, picky! However, | would say 
when you get to electricity, you could 
carry along one of the new portable 
generators. 

The 32-page bulletin might be 
beneficial to both Ala. campers and to 


future campsite developers. For 
example, “*State Park camping 
facilities tended to be highly 


developed and recreation oriented, 
while National Forest sites were more 
simply designed with a peaceful forest 
setting. Corps of Engineers 
campgrounds were almost always near 
good fishing waters, but probably 
offered the least development of any 
group.

Undelivered checks 


waiting at IRS 


Some 208 Alabama taxpayers 
have undelivered refund checks for 
1976 and prior tax years waiting for 
them at the Internal Revenue Service. 
In the Birmingham area along, there 
are about 40 taxpayers who have not 
received their refunds for those years. 
The dollar value of the undelivered 
refund checks total $30,777,64. 
Dwight T. Baptist, District Director of 
Internal Revenue for Alabama, said 
today. 

The most common reason for an 
undelivered check, according to 
Baptist, is that the taxpayer has moved 
and left no forwarding address with 
the U.S. Postal Service. 

It is not necessary for the taxpayer to 
consult or engage the services of a 
“locating” or “searching” service or 
anyone else to obtain information 
with respect to the refund. The 
taxpayer need only to establish his/her 
identity and right to receive the check. 
This can be done only by addressing a 
letter to the Atlanta Service Center: 
Interanl Revenue Service Center, 
Atlanta, GA 31101. The letter should 
include the following information: 

(1) the name and address exactly 
as shown on the tax return; 

(2) present name and address if 
different from that shown on the 
return; 

(3) the tax year for which refund 
is believed due; 

(4) the social security number; 

(5) amount of refund claimed, 
and any other pertinent information 
needed to verify the claim; and 

(6) signature, if joint return, both 
should sign.

She said there had been 
huge response with very little waste. 
The very day, just before my inter- 


view with her, she had been visited 
by the Child Nutrition Supervisor, 
Mrs. Gail Brunner. I saw a written 
statement made by Mrs. Brunner 
saying that the lunch she had been 
served was excellent and that she 
wished that there were more 
programs like this one. Mrs. Gar- 
dner said she had always gotten 
good reports ever since the begin- 
ning. 

The lunches served to us at school 
have to meet certain requirements: 
vitamin C, 2 ounces of protein, 
vitamin A twice a week, and a half 
pint of milk daily, served year 
round. These are the type A 
requirements and should furnish 
your body with the proper nutritien- 
ts for the time span at which you are 
at school, 

Mrs. Gardner said youngsters 
who are constantly complaining 
about not having enough served to 
them, should look at it this way: 
While at school all your body 
should require is one meal. This one 


meal may not seem to be enough for 
you if you have skipped breakfast, 
or if you have not eaten a sufficient 
meal the previous night. 


Last year during the school term 


about 100 free meals were served 


daily. Free lunch forms will be 
passed out again this year at the 
beginning of school. Anyone who 
feels entitled to free lunches should 
return the forms immediately. 
Superintendent of Education Elvin 
Hill and school principals will 
decide who is and who is not 
qualified to receive them. 

An average of 14,000 lunches 
were served daily throughout the 
past school term including both 
grammar and high schools. As far 
as cleanliness is concerned, Mrs. 
Gardner said she would not put 
anything out for the students that 
she would not eat herself. Any per- 
son who handles food is required to 
wear gloves at all times. She per- 
sonally sees to it that all goods pur- 
chased for the lunchroom are Grade 
A and top notch quality. Produce is 
brought in twice a week straight 
from the farmer’s market. She says 
that buying and checking the 
groceries is by far the most attentive 
part of her duties. 

Mrs. Gardner closes by saying, 
““Over the years I have learned to 
take criticism with solemness. You 
know, you just can’t please every 
student every day, all the time year 
round.’’

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County inventor gets patent 


on glove and tool device 


Fred Crownover of Columbiana 
got tired of ordinary garden tools and 
gloves, so he invented a new device of 
his own. He thinks other people will 
like it too, so he applied for and 
recently received, a U.S. patent on his 
invention, which he entitled “Glove 
and Tool Device.” 

He is now talking over plans wi th 
a New York manufacturer to produce 
the device and market it. 

He describes the reasoning behind 
the invention: j 


Garden tools, such as those which 
have forks, tines, scoops or spades, are 
available for carrying out various 
gardening chores such as digging, 


raking and weeding. Although garden 
gloves may be worn during use of 
these tools, the ordinary gloves of this 
type do not altogether prevent 
scratching and soiling of the hands of 
the gardener. Furthermore, some of 
the garden tools, presently available, 
are rather cumbersome and therefore 
do not allow a firm grip to be 
maintained while using them. 
Consequently, the tool may slip from 
the hand of the gardener during use, 
thereby presenting the possibility of 
damage or injury to the plants being 
cultivated as well as to the gardener 
himself. 

Crownover has invented a novel 
device which has the combined feature

Although she didn’t return with 
the national title, she did fare quite 
well in her two-baton performance, 
placing ninth nationally among 69 
other twirlers. 

In fact, there were so many other 
twirlers practicing in the same arena, 
batons were flying everywhere and 
majorettes were being hit. 

“I got into a corner to practice,” 
she said. 

Marnie doesn’t stay in the corner 
at home though. An all ‘A’ student at 
Thompson Middle School last year, 
she was a member of the Student 
Council and Beta Club. 

Her twirling ability has placed her 
in the Who’s Who of Baton Twirlers 
for the past two years and she is also a 
member of the NBTA (National Baton 
Twirlers Association). 

And Marnie has only been 
seriously studying baton for four 
years.

The 
device of his invention includes a glove 
that is made of relatively thin, flexible 
tough material and has a sleeve 
attached to one end. A bar grip, in the 
form of a rod or bar of durable 
material and about one inch in 
diameter, is attached at each of its 
ends by adhesive sealing or other 
conventional means to the inner side 
of the glove. A garden tool is attached 
to a central point on the bar 
grip. In one form of Crownover’s 
invention, the garden tool has forks or 
tines for use as a rake, and the bar grip 
is positioned horizontally across the 
interior width of the glove. In another 
form, the tool is in the shape of a 
scoop or spade and the har grip is 
positioned vertically within the 
interior of the glove. 

The gardener inserts his hand 
through the opening in the sleeve and 
grasps the horizontal or vertical bar 
grip. The horizontal bar grip in the 
case of a tool with forks or tines 
provides a firm grip that makes it easy 
to control the tool and it facilitates 
the particular hand and arm 
movements required in the operation 
of such a tool. In the case of the scoop 
or spade type tool, the vertical grip has 
been found to be advantageous for the 
same reasons.

after 45 year career 


Dr. Katherine Vickery, professor 
of psychology at the University of 
Montevallo for more than 45 years, 
leader in area civic projects and in 
state and national education groups, 
died Saturday. 

Funeral services were conducted 
at 11 a.m. at St. Andrews Episcopal 
Church, Montevallo, with burial in 
Montevallo Cemetery. 

Dr. Vickery, 80, a native of 
Dahlonega, Ga., taught at UM from 
1922 to 1968, when she retired as 
chairman of the Psychology 
Department.

No big expansion seen for county; 


job outlook is ‘mild optimism’

“Mild optimism” is the outlook 
for the job picture in Shelby and 
Chilton Counties, according to the 
Department of Industrial Relations. 

In their publication “Labor 
Market News” for the two counties, 
the agency reports, “The sagging 
performance of manufacturing 
industries continued to plague area 


nonagricultural wage and salary 
employment.” 
During the quarter ending June 


30, the report indicates that declines 


in jobs in durable and nondurable 
goods cancelled out increases in 
nonfactory jobs in the two counties. 
The report notes a net drop of 150 


jobs during the quarter, although over 


the entire past year, there was an 
increase of 330 jobs. 

The two major industries that 
have laid off workers are Siluria 
Textiles and National Standards, the 
Reporter has learned. 

Competition from foreign mills 
and a national decline in the use of

Columbiana changes garbage picku# 


The Columbiana council voted to 
hire Wayne Archer to pick up 
commercial garbage in the town after 
the present garbage man, L.E. Coston, 
traded in his packer truck for a coal 
hauler. 

Archer, who has the largest 
commercial garbage business in the 
county,made a bid for all the town’s 
pickup at last Thursday’s council 
meeting. 

The council voted to let Archer 
begin the commercial service on a 
temporary basis Wednesday, while 
they decide whether to contract for 
garbage service or do the job 
themselves, 

Archer said the council should be 
prepared to eliminate backyard 
pickup. He said curbside pickup would 
allow garbage contractors to meet the 
proposed $15 per 20 cubic yard charge 
that the county is contemplating for 
its landfills, 

“TI haul 60-80 yards per day to the 
landfill,” said Archer. Curbside pickup 
would offset that landfill cost.” 

Archer also suggested that 
Columbiana investigate a plan being 
tried in several neighboring states that

Twenty years of the Small 
Business Investment Act have 
produced $3 billion in capital and 
credit to over 40,000 United States 
small businesses, Senator John 
Sparkman (D., Ala.) said in 
Washington on the 20th anniversary of 
the Act. 


The former Chairman of the 
Senate Select Committee on Small 
Business, who guided the Act into law 
in 1958, said there were a number of 
doubts about the workability of the 
proposal to set up small business 
investment companies, SBICs, as 
defined by the Snall Business 


Sparkman gives answers 


to citizens’ questions 


Dear Senator Sparkman: Have any 
Federal agencies actually started using 
solar energy? 

Senator Sparkman: National parks 
under the Department of the Interior 
already have in some of their facilities 
solar coolers and heaters. More than 
100 solar heating and cooling projects 
are operational or in the construction 
stage in the Department of Defense. 
These solar projects vary from 
residential hot water systems to the 
operation of military equipment, The 
Coast Guard is using 50 solar powered 
aids to navigation near Miami, Florida. 
The General Services Administration 
has installed solar powered 
supplementary heating, cooling and 
hot water systems in five Federal 
buildings across the nation. Another 
four solar systems are under design or 
construction, 

Dear Senator Sparkman: 
Everyone is concemed about how to 
save gasoline in view of the energy 
problem and the frequent increases in 
the cost of gasoline, Where can I get 
information on this?

Dear Senator Sparkman: Just 
when did the United States get into its 
system of economic aid to other 
nations? 

Senator Sparkman: We first began 
offering economic aid in substantial 
amounts just after the end of World 
War I, when communism was trying 
to take over such nations as Turkey, 
Iran, Greece and Italy. Our purpose 
was to strengthen these nations 
economically so they would not fall 
prey to the ruse of communism. A 
major purpose of the aid program was 
to rebuild the European markets for 
our products, and the Marshall Plan 
worked well in that regard, 


Administration, are privately owned 
and privately operated companies 
which have been licensed by the Small 
Business Administration to provide 
equity capital and long-term loans to 
small firms. 

A recent SBA survey indicates 
that small firms helped by SBICs have 
grown about ten times as fast in 
employees and revenue as other 
businesses in the United States. 

“The Small Business Investment 
Act was about the first attempt to 
bring the private sector into a 
partnership with the Federal 
Government to solve a critical public 
need,” Sparkman said. “Even though I 
was the sponsor of the legislation, I 
was never certain that it would be 
possible for highly-motivated 
financiers to work in harness with the 
government employees§'who would 
establish the rules and regulate the 
undertaking, 

“Furthermore, back in 1958, we 
were all aware that investing in new 
and small businesses was a risky 
proposition,” he said. “We knew of 
successful investments where the 
reward was great, but we also knew 
that the small business failure rate was 
high. 
“Finally, we weren’t sure whether 
independent-minded small business 
men would be willing to accept SBICs 
as partners in their firms.” 

Congress overcame its doubts and 
passed the Act, Today the SBIC 
industry is reported to be in the billion 
dollar category. 

“I think that is a-fine record 
indeed and one which we can build 
upon to enable more small businesses 
to receive more venture capital from 
SBICs in the coming years,

Tuesday, workmen were busy 
removing the mud and draining the 
tank so the system could be cleared 
before being started. 


The system has one main pumping 
station which all sewage must pass 
through on its way to the treatment 
plant. 

Basically, the town is divided into 
two sections by the sewer.

Anyone driving through the park 
this week will see an old sawmill steam 
engine atop the two part base. 

Seale was responsible for finding 
two such engines as part of an Eagle 
project during the Bicentennial year. 
The other machine is at the Area 
Vocational Center. 

Restoring the engine in the park 
will now be the Eagle Scout project of 


Roger Vincent. After researching the 
appearance of the engine when in use, 
Hume reports that it was probably 
painted black, red and gold. And these 
are the colors Vincent will use when 
he’s ready to paint, Hume said. 


Vincent will also be responsible 
for putting up a placard giving 
information about the original use, 
ownership and roots of the equipment. 


The engines, which once powered 
Uwen’s and Brown’s sawmills, were 
both donated for the Scout project. 
The engine in the city park powered 
the planing mill at the Owen’s Sawmill 
until the mill burned. Information 
turned up by Hume and Seale reveals 
that it was manufactured by the 
Wheland Company of Chattanooga, Tn.

It 
remains dry. 

Downey said the Alabama 
Geologic Survey has located a possible 
well site in southwest Harpersville. 
The site is in a different formation 
from the dry well. He said the town 
might decide to drill another well 
while it proceeded with plans to 
connect to the Vincent water system. 

Harpersville is now getting its 
water from Westover. That system has 
been strained in recent weeks to meet 
the demands of its own customers. 

The Westover well has a capacity of 
250 gallong per minute. 

According to Downey, water 
system engineers compute system 
demand at an average of 200 gallons 
per customer per day. 

Using these figures the daily 
Harpersville requirement for 350-400 
customers (as reported to the county 
public facilities inventory) is between 
70,000 and 80,000 gallons per day. 
Westover, with over 700 customers, 
requires over 140,000 gallons per day. 

The 250 gallon per minute 
capacity well at Westover can produce 
360,000 gallons per day. This should 
be sufficient to meet the demands of 
both systems. 

But, Westover users have been 
complaining of low pressure and

K-C gets permit reprieve

The Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) has postponed its 


_ decision of Kimberly Clark 


Corporation’s water treatment permit 
modification until the permit comes 
up for a five year renewal in 
September. 

- Kimberly Clark will continue to 
pperate the Coosa Pines Kraft pulp 
and newsprint plant under an interim 
agreement with the Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission (AWIC) 
pending EPA approval of an increased 


discharge for the Coosa. 

The EPA proposed in February to 
modify the K-C permit to bring it in 
line with actual discharge. After the 
agency received nearly 1,000 letters, a 
public hearing on the proposed 
modifications was held May 4 in 
Childersburg. 

The proposed permit 
modifications increase the average 
discharge of biological oxygen 
demanding substances (BOD) by 29 
percent and the average discharge of 
total suspended solids (TSS) by 47 


Historical director urges 


courthouse appropriation 


W. Warner Floyd, executive 
director of the Alabama Historical 
Commission, is urging the Shelby 
County governing body to appropriate 
$20,000 to $50,000 in matching funds 
for restoration of the old county 
courthouse. 

In a letter he sent to Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden this week, 
Floyd noted that the original plan to 
“have the building itself be used as 
"matching funds” was caught in the 
middle of a bureaucratic change of 
policy. 


The grant of $20,000 is still 
available, but it will have to be 


matched in money by the County 
Commission, or some other group 
before it can be released. 

Floyd urges the County 
Commission to consider the 
appropriation with the following 
argument: 

“One hundred million Americans 
take a vacation every year. The main 
quest of better than 25,000,000 
tourists a year is restored historic 
buildings: ‘For* this reason the Shelby 
County Commission can make no 
better economic investment than 
$20,000 to $50,000 in county funds 
for the restoration of your historic 
courthouse,” 


Car borrower fails 


to return vehicle 


“Borrowing” a friend’s car for a 
few minutes and then having the car 
recovered nine hours later by police, 
has resulted in the arrest of a Calera 
man on grand larceny-automobile 
charges. 

The incident occured Sunday 
when James William Findley, 48, 
reportedly borrowed a friend’s car in 
Calera, saying he ould return it in 
less than an hour. Nine hours later, 
according to reports, Bessemer police 
recovered the car and held Findley for 
Calera officers, 


Calera Officer Reed Smith drove 
to Bessemer, returned Findley to 
Calera where he was questioned, 
arrested and charged and later 
transferred to the Shelby County Jail 
in Columbiana. 

Records indicate that Findley is 
originally from Bessemer but moved to 
Calera two weeks ago. Records also 
indicate that Findley was arrested in 
Calera some eight days ago on assualt 
and battery charges and was free on 
$500 bond at the time of his arrest on 
grand larceny charges, 


percent. TSS, BOD and dissolved 
oxygen (DO) levels are taken together 
as measure of the amount of pollution 
in a stream. 

The proposed permit would raise 
the maximum allowable discharges to 
within 20 percent of what they were 
before K-C built its $5 million water 
treatment plant and storage lagoon. 

The new permit will take K-C’s 
waste water treatment program to 
September 1984, 

According to George L. Harlow, 
Chief, Water Enforcement Branch 
Enforcement Division of EPA, “The 
goal specified by the Act (P1 92-500) is 
that the discharge of pollutants be 
eliminated by 1985.” 

To achieve this goal the EPA has 
established the National Pollution 
Discharge Elimination System 
(NPDES). Kimberly Clark’s NPDES 
permit is number Al 0003158. 

EPA will consider all material 
gathered at the May 4 hearing as part 
of the record for the September 
permit hearing. 

Although all of the participants in 
Childersburg May 4 had praise for 
K-C’s good citizenship and willing 
compliance with pollution laws, 
several questions concerning the effect 
of the increased waste load on the 
Coosa and EPA’s compliance with its 
own guidelines were raised. 

Environmentalists argued that 
since K-C was more than doubling its 
Kraft pulp production from 256 tons 
per day to 531 tons per day, the 
discharge should be considered a new 
source of pollution for the river. 

Talladega attorney Myron Waits, 
representing the Coosa River 
Recreational Association, expressed 


concern about the cumulative effects 
of the K-C discharge on the dissolved 
oxygen level of the river. 

Clark Hook, vice president and 
general manager of the mill testified to 
K-C’s commitment 
environmental standards.

community but currently no space is 
available at Columbiana, Shelby or 
Thompson Elementary schools. 

The board approved a plan to 
have a unit at Calera, Montevallo, 
Valley, Vincent and Wilsonville 
Elementary Schools with two at 
Chelsea and Helena.

The board approved 
$250 per new unit to match state 
funds to get the kindergartens started. 
A drawing will be held for teacher 
selection. 

In other action, the board agreed 
to purchase property adjoining Calera 
High School for $15,000. A burned 
house presently stands on the site 
which cuts off the gym and agriculture 
area from the rest of the school. 

At the recommendation of Davis, 
the board approved a mandated raise 
in teachers’ salaries, The raise is $1,360 
for AA certified teachers, $1,245 for 
Rank 1 teachers and $1,130 for Rank 2 
teachers. The raise included a $500 
increase for adult bus drivers and $300 
for student drivers. 

While the board was raising 
salaries, the annual employees were 
granted a 10.6 percent legislatively 
mandated raise. Elementary school 
principals were included in this group 
although they are not normally 


considered annual employees. 

The increase

The National Pest Control 
Association offers some helpful ideas 
to combat the invasion of insects into 
the home. 

For example, make sure all 
screens fit tightly and are free of holes. 
Open doors only long enough to enter 
or leave. Check family pets for ticks or 
fleas. 

Most pests thrive on food, warmth 
and water -- all elements that make a 
home livable. Since you can't 
eliminate these basic appeals, NPCA 
suggest ts preventive measures to keep 
uninvited guests from making your 
home their home. 

* Good housekeeping is a must, 
inside and out. Keep the inside as 
clean and dry as possible, the outside 
well-painted and free of rubbish. Some 
pests love dirt; most love campness, 
and all of them need a place to hide 
and breed. 

* Pay special attention to the 
kitchen. Sweep up crumbs, wash 
dishes, glassware and utensils 


promptly, and store leftover foods in 
tightly covered containers. Given an 
open invitation to dine, pests will 
continue to live with you. 

* Clean frequently around base 
boards, air vents and cracks and 
crevices in floors, and under stairwells. 
They are favorite breeding places for 
all kinds of pests. 

* Also keep bathrooms clean and 
dry, as well as areas around basement 
sinks, water heaters and humidifiers. 
Pests need water as well as food, 

* Keep trash and garbage buildup 
to a minimum. If it must pile up 
between pickups, store it away from 
the house. You'll want to keep those 
invaders at a distance. 

* Don’t be fooled into believing 
your new trash compactor will solve 
the problem. No matter how often 
you squeeze them or hit them with 
disinfectant, pests are hardy creeatures 
and can turn your compactor into 
their own motel. 

* Check grocery bags and soft

“The sound of sirens and the sight 
of flashing lights coming toward you 
can be a startling experience while you 
are driving,” said Colonel M.L. Hilyer, 
Alabama Department of Public Safety 
Director. 

“What is required of you by law is 
that you yield the right-of-way to the 
emergency vehicle by pulling parallel 
to the right hand side of the roadway 
or to the curb and stopping until the 
vehicle has passed and it is safe to 
proceed.” 

‘‘What is required of the 
emergency vehicle driver is that his 
vehicle be equipped with proper 
warning devices and that he exercise 
due caution as he proceeds,” Colonel 
Hilyer said. “‘Intersections are 
especially dangerous for both the 
drivers of emergency vehicles and for 
other drivers. Motorists should clear 
the intersection before stopping for 


the emergency vehicle and the 
emergency vehicle driver should check 
carefully before proceeding through 
the intersection against a traffic 
control device.” 

“Alertness is the key to safe 
driving and is especially important 
when an emergency vehicle is in the 
area, An alert driver checking the rear 
view mirror and having a slightly open 
window will see or hear the emergency 
vehicle in time to react properly. The 
careless driver could be responsible for 
his own death and the deaths of others 
if a collision should occur.’ 

Emergency vehicles include 
ambulances, resue squad units, fire 
equipment and law enforcement 
vehicles. They must be equipped with 
flashing lights and audible warning 
devices and are the only vehicles which 
may use flashing red or blue lights or 
sirens. 


drink containers carefully when 
unpacking food. Roaches or ants in 
pairs may be hitchhiking a ride to start 
up another family in your home. 

* Also carefully check screens in 
windows and doors, including attic 
windows. There may be holes that 
insects can pass through, or larges ones 
where mice, squirrels or other animals 
may enter. 

* Look for holes or cracks along 
the foundation or around water pipes. 
Plug those you find with steel wool. 
Stuffing them with newspaper will not 
help because rats and mice simply eat 
it as food. 

* Try to keep dirty clothing from 
piling up, and never store garments 
that have not been cleaned. It’s an 
open invitation to moths, silverfish 
and other pests to gorge themselves. 

* Vacuum drapes and cornices 
and the underside of furniture 
frequently. Empty the bag promptly - 
outdoors. 

* Purchase only small quantities 
of food and store it in containers that 
insects or rodents can’t penetrate. Any 
food contaminated by insects should 
be thrown away. 

* Keep wood surfaces of your 
home well painted and check 
frequently for dampness or signs of 
rot. Make sure gutters are clear and 
downspouts keep water well away 
from the foundation. Remember, 
many of those pests love dampness. 

* Consider an annual inspection 
by a pest control specialist. He is an 
expert on all pests...from termites and 
carpenter ants to roaches and 
rodents...and can help prevent an 
infestation or get rid of those that 
already are invaders.

Saltwater creel limits set 
by Conservation Department 


Limits are now in force on three 
saltwater fish in Alabama. 

By a regulation issued on Aug. & 
the Marine Resources Division of the 
Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources established creel 
and size limits on speckled trout, 
redfish, and red snapper caught by 
recreational fishermen in Alabama 
waters and on these species caught 
outside of Alabama waters but landed 
in Alabama. 


Limits were set at 50 speckled 
trout, 25 redfish and 25 red snapper 
per day. Fishermen returning from 
trips of two or more consecutive days 
may have in their possession not more 
than twice the daily catch limit. 


Minimum sizes are 12 inches for 
speckled trout, 8 inches for red 
snapper and 14 inches for redfish, but 
no more than two redfish more than 
36 inches in length may be retained.

Crediting the Vocational Center’s 
Director Charles Knowles with 
foresight, in establishing the program 
now mandatory under federal law, 
Gravlee said that he had provided 
continual encouragement and support. 

The program is a cooperative

Organized by the AFL-CIO 
Appalachian Council and the Central

Trades Council, the program has 
already trained and placed 17 Shelby 
County youths into the construction 
industry. Most of these young people 
would have found it very difficult, if 
not impossible, to qualify for those 
jobs without the training that the 
program provides. 

Youths 18 through 21 years of 
age may apply. Preference will be 
given to economically disadvantaged, 
minorities, school dropouts and those 
experiencing difficulty entering union 
apprenticeship programs. 

Applications should be made 
through the state Employment Service 
office in Calera. In addition the Youth 
Aid Bureau in Helena and the training 
center in Birmingham 323-1781 will 
also provide information, 

“We feel it represents a fresh 
approach to solving the problems of 
youth unemployment,” explains 
center Director L.A. McCullough. 
“The Appalachian Council will train 
and prepare young people for entry 
into the construction industry. The 
unions will provide the jobs.” 

In its first six months of 
operation, the program placed a total 
of 63 persons into jobs. 

Trainees move through the 
program at their own speed acquiring 
various pre-apprenticeship skills. 
Instruction is individualized to help 
ensure success. During their stay in the 
program each trainee will be paid a 
weekly living and travel allowance.

Fertilizing practical again 


by Robert Kelley 
Soil Conservation Service 

Five years of low beef prices and 
increasing commercial fertilizer costs 
have forced many livestock producers 
in the Shelby County area to postpone 
fertilizing their pastures. But times 
have changed. 

With improving cattle prices, 
fertilizing coastal bermudagrass, behia, 
fescue and other improved pasture 
grasses is again a good investment. 

About one-third or 18,000 acres 
of pastures in Shelby County have 
deteriorated in the past few years. The 
big reason was that from 1973 to early 
1978, fertilizer prices about doubled 
while cattle prices dropped. It got to 
the point that you simply couldn’t 
grow enough beef to pay for the 
fertilizer. 


Leaking gas 


But now that cattle prices have 
improved, fertilization and other 
pasture improvement practices are 
again practical. 

Low beef prices also caused many 
cattlemen to plow up their pastures to 
grow s orghum, wheat, 
soybeans, corn, and other cash crops. 
Some of this land is now eroding and 
either needs intensive conservation 
treatment, or needs to be 
re-established to pasture. 

We in the Soil Conservation 
Service are available to help livestock 
producers plan their pasture 
improvement work. This might include 
fertilization, mowing, pasture rotation, 
sprigging, reseeding and other measure.

August 31 is the date by which 
most owners of large trucks, truck 
tractors, or buses in Alabama must file 
a Federal Highway Use Tax Return, 
Form 2290, the Internal Revenue 
Service said today.

The Columbiana council agreed to 
call a special meeting to act on a 
request for $5,000 from the new town 
beautification board.

She also asked the town for an 
ordinance prohibiting junk cars from 
residential lots and for help in 
compelling absentee landlords to care 
for their property. 

Three areas are slated for 
improvements; the parking lot behind 
the courthouse; the parking lot behind 
Davis Drug; and the lot beside the old 
movie house. 

““We’ve paved so much, and right 
up to the buildings, that we haven't 
left outselves any room for 
improvement,” said Harrison. 

She said the beautification board 
had plans to create islands in the 
parking lots with planters for crape 
myrtle and dogwood trees. 

Mrs. Miriam Fowler of the county 
historical society was also at the 
Thursday council meeting to ask fora 
donation to restore the old 
courthouse, 

“I can see the road from the old 
courthouse to the new courthouse 
lined with planters and a park behind 
the courthouse where people could sit 
and eat their lunches,” she said. 

Fowler said the historical society 
had raised about $3,000 for the 
courthouse restoration in the two 
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loveliness of the countryside. It was a 
quiet county road. 

Then came a turn of events which 
changed the lazy little two lane road 
into a busy, bustling thoroughfare. 
The county turned it over to the state, 
and from that time on it’s been 
downhill all the way. 

Huge trucks carrying limestone or 
gravel from Leeds to Helena or 
vice-versa, rumbled their way up and 
down its length, posing a threat to 
motorists who sometimes were forced 
to slow down to a stop until the larger 
vehicles passed, for as the population 
of the area increased, so did the 
traffic, and the traffic has taken its 
toll.

potholes and patches, and as a result 
of the constant repair, it is a jolting, 
rough experience to the disgruntled 
motorist. The asphalt is bitten off on 
each side of the already narrow road, 
either by erosion or broken beneath 
the weight of the vehicles which have 
slidden to one side to avoid collision

Riverchase ‘Rams’

The collecting and change making job 
will be handled before school from 
now on. 

Duringhomeroomstudents read 
the policy and procedures manual 
covering the dress code, absences, 
discipline and the expected mode of 
conduct. Anderson said the rules were 
drawn up by himself and Dr. Edwin 
Belue, Pelham High School’s new 
principal. The Riverchase rules are 
modeled after Pelham’s and 
incorporate some regulations both

The rules are undergoing a trial 
run according to Anderson and may be 
changed if they don’t work out.

Court backs Riverchase trustees 


Circuit Judge James Sharbutt 
ruled Tuesday morning that the 
trustees originally named for the 
Riverchase Middle School, are still the 
legally constituted trustees. 

The suit was brought by Richard 
Lee Mace, Charles W. Lee and Kay E. 
Dummier, who were named as trustees 
by the Shelby County Board of 
Education, and later were told by the 
Board that they were not legally the 
trustees, because the school had not 
yet been opened when they were 
named. 

The trustees had objected to the 
assignment of eight teachers to the new 
school, which opened just last week 
for the first time in the northwest 
sectior. of the county. Many observers 
felt it was the trustees’ objection to 
the teachers that led to the Board’s 
decision to strip them of their 
authority. 

However, the court upheld their 
position as trustees, and retained 
jurisdiction of the matter. The court 
order said the Superintendent of 
Education shall report periodically to 
the court relative to the matters 
presented in the civil action, and the

court will require an equitable solution 
of the issues presented. 

Several parents of Riverchase 
Middle School students were in the 
courtroom to hear the decision.

Sheriff to be asked why 


he didn’t deputize man 


The Shelby County Commission 
voted unanimously Monday to ask 
Sheriff C.P. ‘‘Red” Walker to show 
cause why he has not deputized Walter 
Bryant, an official of the Commission. 

Commissioners had appointed 
Bryant over a month ago to work on 
ways to make the county’s garbage 
and trash collection more efficient. 
From the beginning the Commission 
felt he would need to be authorized to 
make arrests of persons who are 
illegally dumping garbage and trash 
along the county’s roadsides. 

Commissioner Doug Ballard called 
the delay, “just another tactic of the 
sheriff to get back at the Commission. 
This is typical of the cooperation the 
Commission gets from the sheriff.”’ 


Commission Assistant Carlton 
Franks said that although the sheriff 
has not refused to deputize Bryant, he 


has dragged out the process. For that 
reason Franks asked the County 
Health Department to work with the 
Commission in providing Bryant the 
necessary legal position to carry out 
the job the Commission wanted him to 
do. 

Acting Health Services 
Administrator Shelby and Chilton 
Counties Mrs. Maxine Smith, and 
Shelby County Sanitarian Ronn 
Stutts, appeared at the Commission 
meeting Monday outlining ways 
Bryant would work with the Health 
Department and still be under the 
County Commission. 

They discussed several possibilities 
for improving the door to door 
garbage and trash pickup service in the 
county and seriously discussed 
charging a fee for using the county 
landvills. No action was taken, 
however.

In Shelby County interest is 
probably greatest in he races for 
sheriff and for superintendent of 
education, with four candidates for 
each office on the Democratic ticket. 

In the sheriffs race, the 20-year 
incumbent is being challenged by three 
strong candidates.

House seat contest 


causes sparks to fly

One race that’s generating friction 
in the closing weeks of the campaign is 
the contest for the House seat in 
District 52. 

Launching a second broadside 
against his opponent, Bill Morris said 
Monday that the man he’s facing in 
the primaries is associated in business 
with a man, he says, is a convicted 
felon. 

Morris reported that 
Representative Sonny Moore’s business 
associate in a Pell City 
Lincoln-Mercury dealership is Oscar 
Hyde, who, he reports, was convicted 
and served time in prison for securities 


fraud and tampering with the 
legislature, 
However, when the Reporter 


spoke to Moore about the statement, 
he explained that it is Hyde’s son, 
Oscar Ray Hyde Jr., who owns stock 
in the corporation. 

Morris also indicated that the 
Representative and Hyde were trying 
to cover up something when they set 
up the corporation in 1974 because 
neither of their names appeared on the 
incorporating papers. 

Corey Moore’s name was listed, 
his father says, because he planned to 
turn the business over to him when he 
graduated from college, and so that he 
could establish credit. 

The other name on the original 
papers was that of Hyde’s 
father-in-law, M.L. Bearden. He no 
longer holds any stock, Moore said, 
although he is still secretary-treasurer 
of the corporation. 

Because of Hyde’s prison record, 
Morris said that it was obvious why 
Moore didn’t want their association 
made public. But Moore claims he’s 
never done anything to cover up his 
business dealings and said he had 
offered to tell his opponent anything 
he wanted to know. 

The representative related that 
Hyde Sr., who sells cars af his 
dealership on a part time basis, has 
turned over a new leaf and “Is more 
dedicated to God than either I or 
Morris.” 

“Im not slinging mud at my

opponent,” Morris declared, “I'm just 
telling the truth.” He went on to say 
that he believed the people of District 
52 wanted someone to represent them 
instead of someone who had 
specialized in manipulating the 
Legislature to get things done for 
special interest groups. 

Not agreeing that this wasn’t 
slinging mud, Moore said he was 
keeping his campiiign on a high plane 
and “sticking to thre issues.”

2 Supreme Court says ‘no’ to church services 


in residentially zoned Shelby County area 


Episcopalians may not use a home 
for conducting religious services in the 
Indian Springs Ranch subdivision of 
Shelby County. 

The Supreme Court of Alabama 
tuled to this effect last week on a suit 
appealed from the 18th Judicial 
Circuit Court by Mr. and Mrs. Daniel 
Kessler. 

The subdivision is in Beat 12 of 
Shelby County, intersected by the 
Cahaba Valley Road. 

The principal involved in the 
decision was the fact that the original 
subdivision covenants limited all 
property within the subdivision to 
residential purposes only. 

Chief Justice C.C. Torbert said the 
case did not raise questions on 
constitutional rights under the First 
Amendment, involving freedom of 
worship. 

The Kesslers brought their suit in 
January, 1977, and the court in 
Columbiana held that religious services 
could be conducted in the house 
provided the building was not 
expanded and other buildings were not 
built without the court’s approval. 

The high court noted in its 
decision that the purchasers 
(Episcopalians) knew when they 
bought the property that it was 
subject to the restriction limiting use 
to residential purposes only. 

The high court also noted that 
there were no similar cases in Alabama 
history, and the appellants cited court 
deicisions made in similar cases in 
other states to support their case. 

It is the first time that a decision 
by Shelby County Circuit Judge James 


decision on appeal. Since becoming 
Judge of the 18th Judicial Circuit in 
1971, Sharbutt has had 28 of his cases 
appealed to the State Supreme Court, 
and the Supreme Court upheld his 
decisions on all of them. This was his 
29th appealed case.

on increase in Shelby County

The state of Alabama pays less per 
month in child support to foster 
parents ($130) than it costs to board a 
horse at Oak Mountain Stables. 


These children are not delinquents 
and vandals. These children are the 
victims not the victimizers. 


About 20 foster parents attended 
a meeting of the recently organized 
oy eal County Foster Parents 
ssOciation last Sunday and told 
Probate Judge Tommy Snowden, 
Commissioner Alpha Lowe and 
commission candidates Shelby Patrick 
and Charles Seales that foster parents 
need more local support. 


‘*Foster parents are the most 
economical way to care for dependent 
children,” said Tom Owen, who is 
building the county’s first emergency 
shelter for dependent children at the 
King’s Ranch near Chelsea. 


“Group homes like the Sheriff's 
Ranches cost $600 per month per 
child. To keep a child in a detention 
home like the Boys Industrial School 
costs the taxpayer $1000 per month,” 
he said. 

Snowden asked the foster parents 
to come up with a budget request for 
the next fiscal year. 


The county currently pays $200 
per month to the Department of 
Pensions and Securities. Some of this 
money is used in the foster care 
program. 


The foster parents said they often 
took in children who had been severly 
abused and neglected. They were 

{Foncerned because the Medicaid 


program would not pay for such things 
as vitamins and antibiotics. 

Few of the children have anything 
but the clothes on their backs when 
they arrive at foster homes. 

DPS spokesman Connie Arnwine 
said that when her agency has money 
in the county donation fund, foster 
parents are given $30-35 to outfit their 
new wards. 

Several parents told of trying 
unsuccessfully to get local dentists to 
donate services or take Medicaid cards. 

Owen said he was spending 
$2,500 to have his daughter’s teeth 
straitened, 

“We never call our children ‘foster 
children, ” said Owen. “When people 
ask which of our five kids is mine, | 
say ‘they are all mine.’ ” 

Arnwine said there are currently 
71 Shelby County children in foster 
homes. She said the number of abused 
and abondoned children in the county 
is increasing every year.

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decision which confirmed the trustees’ 
belief that no election could be held to 
abolish the district within two years 
after the election to establish it. 

Again asking opponents to join 
in establishing the district, trustees 
began putting the pieces together.

The trustees read a letter from the 
bonding company handling the loan. 
The letter seemed unclear on the fee 
the company would charge for backing 
the loan. 

The trustees agreed to check with 
the company this week on the charge 
and hold a special meeting Wednesday 
night, August 30, at 7:30 on the 
results. 
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President Wright said he had 
consulted with the district’s attorneys 
on several matters and reported his 
findings. 

The lawyers advised the trustees 
to advertise for any purchases more 
than $2,000 and to file with the 
Alabama Ethics Commission. 
Previously, the trustees had questioned 
whether Spain Park should be subject 
to paying service rates since it is 
included in the district boundaries but 
is a municipal corporation. The 
lawyers said, in their opinion, no fees 
could be charged but a contract for 
service could be made with the 
Birmingham-owned park. 

VanPelt said he had tentatively 
opened an account for the district at a 
Shelby County bank but needed 
money to hold open the account. The 
four trustees present, VanPelt, Wright, 
John Pruett and Dillard agreed to 
pre-pay their fire service charge to 
have money in the bank to pay for 
advertisements. 

Gene Jones, architect of Hoover 
Fire Station No. 2, brought the 
adapted plans of that station to the 


meeting. Office space was allotted in 
the attic area of the building to meet 
North Shelby Fire District’s needs. 

Hershell Trim, developer of Indian 
Valley, said he had received 
complaints from several of the 
subdivision residents concerning their 
fire hydrants. The Birmingham Water 
Works owns many of the fire plugs in 
the fire district. The Birmingham 
Board has begun charging $50 
annually for service and maintenance 
of the hydrants. Residents in Indian 
Valley have received letters from the 
Birminghan Board saying if the charge 
was not paid, the hydrants would be 
removed, In the past, Trim has paid 
the charge on all plugs in the 
subdivision and passed the cost on 
to purchasers of the houses. He has 
agreed to pay the charges for the 
upcoming year. 

The Wednesday meeting of the 
trustees will be held at Hershell Trim’s 
office at the intersection of Valleydale 
Road and Indian Lake Trail. 

Dillard made the closing remarks 
of the meeting, saying, ‘The residents 
in this area voted in the district two to 


one, and we intend to make this the 
best fire district anywhere, anybody 
has ever seen.”

Campaign signs near highways defended

As the campaign season wears on, 
protests have escalated against the 
practice of candidates putting up signs, 
posters, and stickers by the roadsides. 

Certainly, their meaningless 
slogans, repetitive hoopla, posed 
pictures, forced gaiety, and artificial 
confidence, and insults to intelligence 
strike a lot of people as similar to the 
seven plagues of Egypt. 

The familiar roadside signs have 
been criticized as being attempts to 
hypnotize or manipulate voters, as 
violating anti-litter laws, encroaching 
on highway rights of way, and as fire 
and safety hazards. The Reporter 
sympathizes with his criticism, and has 
even published an editorial 
condemning these signs. 

Whether these signs are effective 
in getting support for the candidates 
who put them up is an open question. 
Some voters vow to vote for the 
candidate with the fewest signs, just to 
get revenge on those who spoil the 
highway scenery, 

When asked why they put up the 
signs, many local candidates said they 
were afraid to let their opponents get 
something up on them. 

Others said that signs were a good 
way for an unknown candidate with a 
low budget to get voter recognition in 
the early stages of a campaign. Still, 
the signs don’t seem to be getting any 
thinner as election day draws closer. 

However, we also recognize the 
other side of the question--signs and 
posters are an old political tradition in 
Shelby County, and have always been 
part of the trappings of democracy. 

If someone feels intruded upon 
because he sees hundreds of these signs 
a day, then he is perfectly free to quit 
looking at them. Surely some way to 
guarantee people’s privacy can be 
found without stifling all the 
politicians, some of whom might one 
day have a legitimate point to make. 

Signs, stickers, and flyers often 
wind up as litter, but is this a 
sufficient reason for banning them? 
One look at almost any back road in 
Shelby County will reveal that 
cleaning up litter is not the number 
one priority around here. 

Private, illegal dumps abound, 
including, incredibly, three on the 
road to the “Big Sink” sinkhole, which 
should be a tourist attraction and 
showplace. 

These places are breeding grounds 
for filth and disease, and even between 


dumps anyone foolhardy enough to 
walk along the shoulder of a county 
road will find himself ankle deep in

The fact is that 
littering and right-of-way laws are 
obscure, technical, and ignored. 

Efforts of some citizens to alter 
this have met with apathy and a 
refusal to enforce what laws are 
already on the books. 

Fortunately for the principle of 
quality, this official apathy on litter 
has been extended to political signs. 
The Public Service Commission, 
notorious for its lack of clout, has beat 
its breast a little, and some Highway 
Department employees have removed 
a few signs. 

The major law enforcement 
thrust, though, has come from the 
candidates themselves, who tirelessly 
tear down each others’ signs. We 
daresay the great majority of signs that 
are removed are removed by rivals 
seeking to appropriate that favorable 
location. 

This is probably why the signs 
stay up for ages after election day, 
when there are no more rivals to tear 
them down. In fact, the last 
“Snowden for Probate Lidge” signs, 
from 1976, just barely rotted off their 
poles in time to make room for the 
present campaign. 

Prohibiting campaign advertising 
might just nip in the bud the very 
candiate who aspires to do some thing 
about litter. If nothing is going to be 
done about the beer cans, it would 
only add hypocrisy to irony to bar 
campaign signs. 

Perhaps roadside signs create a fire 
hazard, but shouldn’t some of the 
blame be put on the careless motorist 
who throws his lit cigarette on them? 


Signs don’t catch fire by themselves, 
after all. 

Besides, the real fire hazard in 
Shelby County is from arsonists who 
are either sore at some corporate 
landowner for requiring hunting 
licenses (as part of a federally-ordered 
conservation program), trying to 
defraud an insurance company, or who

break precedent and prosecute a few 
arsonists as well? 

The safety hazard allegation is not 
very convincing either. I've never 
heard of a power company or phone 
company linesman being hurt because 
of tacks or staples left in their poles. 


They generally use those boom lifter _ 


platforms nowadays anyway, and 
rarely climb poles. 

As for the roadside mowers, it 
shouldn’t be much harder for them to 
handle the signs than the bottles, cans, 
and general refuse that bury the rights 
of way in Shelby County. Besides, it’s 
hard to sympathize with the mowers 
when the candidates have to use 
ladders and cranes just to get their 
signs above grass level. 

If campaign signs cover up traffic 
Signs, then they are dangerous and 
should be moved. 

However, a tour through almost 
any college dormitory, or even some 
supposedly respectable homes will 
often reveal more (stolen) road signs 
than you'll see in 10 miles of driving. 
Some people are quite proud of their 
collections, even though they may lead 
to highway accidents. 

The county’s towns spend 
thousands in replacing stolen and 
vandalized signs, (Montevallo is 
replacing 70% of its street signs just 
this month) and the County Highway 
Department even has a sign 
replacement line item in its regular 
budget. 

If campaign critics are sincere 
about their concern for road signs, 
then why not tackle the whole iceberg, 
and not just the visible tip that 
campaign signs constitute? 

The First Amendment’s guarantee 


of freedom of speech and press should 
protect signs, not to mention the 
constitutional guarantee of the right to 
petition. 

This alone should give pause to 
those who would outlaw political 
signs. 

Just because the present signs and 
slogans may be vacuous, or even false 
and misleading, is not enough of an 
excuse for banning them. 

This country’s tried and true 
method of exposing falsehood and vice 
is to let them freely contend with 
truth and virtue, and there is no way 
to suppress the false and vicious signs 
without suppressing the true and 
virtuous ones too. 

Attempts to discriminate the true 
and the false may lead to censorious 
systems such as Russia’s, Vietnam’s, 
and others. 

There are other ways of getting a 
political message across. This 
newspaper would probably benefit 
financially if all campaign posters and 
flyers were banned, because then 
candidates would have to get their 
messages across in some other way, 
like increased newspaper ads. 

Nevertheless, the prospect of 
profit is not sufficient to lure us away 
from a strict defense of the First 
Amendment and freedom of 
expression. 

Defending gaudy campaign signs 
may seem like a small thing, and even 
distasteful. Still, basic freedom must 
be jealously guarded, or they will 
gradually disppear. 

A successful ban on campaign 
signs could be an early step in a much 
larger program of stifling and chilling 
public expression.

UM’s economic impact significant to county 


Editor’s Note: Dr. William 
Marxsen, a member of the University 
ofMontevallo’s College of Business 
faculty, recently completed a study of 
the economic impact of the University 
of Montevallo on Shelby County. The 
study was done as a part of the 
university’s Mission and Goals Study. 

Results of the study seem 
significant to all citizens of Shelby 
County. 

The Reporter is pleased to present 
this study in a three part series. 

Part I 

The presence of the University of 
Montevallo in Shelby County is a 
significant factor in its growth and 
development. The University’s impact 
is made in many ways beyond the 
obvious teaching, research, and public 
service functions it performs. 

To the community, the University 
is a source, not only of education, but 
also of entertainment, irritation, pride, 
low cost labor — and revenue. At the 
same time, the University is a source 
of expense. It occupies tax-exempt 
land, children of its staff and students 
attend public schools and use public 
facilities, some of its operations 
“compete” with local businesses, and 
it benefits from many tax-supported 
services. 

The purpose of this study is to 
attempt to identify and measure the 
economic impact of the University of 
Montevallo on surrounding Shelby 
County. Some of the factors which 
contribute to the University’s impact 
on the community are not amenable 
to dollar and cents measurement 
and, therefore, will be noted with no 
attempt made at their calculation.

Shelby County was asked to pay 
for the first pauper’s funeral in many 
years at its meeting Monday. 

The request came from the 
county coroner in the case of William 
James Bailey, 84, who was killed in an 
argument at the Wild Kingdom 
Hunting Preserve north of Columbiana 
three weeks ago.

The University as an Exporter 

of Services 

At the national level, a 
well-known benefit of international 
trade is the expansion of local income 
and employment which results from 
the export of goods and services to 
foreigners. Export industries very 
often serve as engines of national 
growth and prosperity. The 
production of goods for export not 
only causes people to be employed in 
the exporting industry, but causes 
expanded employment in other sectors 
as well, as employees in the exporting 
industry spend their income. 

In a like manner, the University of 
Montevallo serves as an exporter of 
services from Shelby County to the 
rest of Alabama and the nation; and 
the University thus serves as an 
“engine of growth” for the County. Of 
the University’s approximately 3,000, 
over 78 percent come from outside the 
county to purchase goods and services 
provided not only by the University 
but by local merchants as well. This 
spending results in increased jobs, tax 
revenues, and property values within 
the County. 

As a public institution of higher 
education, the University relies on 
state funds for a substantial portion of

its revenues. These, in turn, serve 
further to stimulate spending in the 
local economy. In this case, the 
University is exporting educational 
services to taxpayers throughout the 
state (i.e., providing for a 
better-educated community). The 
public subsidies to students attending 
the University serve to aid the 
students, who receive a college 
education which they might not 
otherwise afford, and the subsidies 
also benefit the local economy. 

The University does not serve 
only as an exporter of services, both to 
out-of-county students and state 
taxpayers, but it provides convenient 
college courses to more than six 
hundred County residents who attend 
the institution. Unlike the previous 
cases, where new spending and income 
were brought into the County from 
without, the existence of the 
University reduces the flow of 
spending out of the County which 
would occur if Shelby Countians were 
forced to go elsewhere for college. If 
coursework at the University of 
Montevallo were not available to 
County residents, they would be 
forced to choose between two 
alternatives they could attend college 
outside of the County, which would 
tend to depress the County’s 
economy; or they could forego a 
college education. In the former case, 
it is apparent that County income and 
spending would be reduced as 
residents spent money elsewhere. In 
the latter event, there would be no 
reduction in County spending, but the 
welfare of those potential students 
‘who thereby could no longer afford a 
college education would decline. 
The Multiplier Effect of University

the local community tend to raise the

Kenneth F, and James H. 
Sharbutt for their diligent work in 
keeping ahead of cases filed in the 
circuit court. 

Statistics compiled by the 
Administrative Office of Courts show 
that 760 cases were filed during the 
first half of 1978 and that 914 were 


disposed. 


incomes of others and so on, Thus, an 
initial dollar spent by the University, 
its staff, or students ultimately raises 
income and spending within the 
county by an amount which is 
substanitally greater than that initially 
spent. This process, whereby income 
and spending rise by a larger amount 
in response to the original increase in 
spending, is known as the multiplier, (3 
the name given it by John Maynard \ 
Keynes in 1935. 

The value of the multiplier 
depends primarily on two factors: 
What fraction of additional income 
will be respent, and what fraction of 
typical residents’ expenditure will be 
within the County. The larger these 


. two fractions are the greater the 


multiplier effect and therefore the 
local impact of spending will be within 
the County, since every dollar spent 
will result in more respending in the 
community. For local economies, it is 
the second fraction --- the portion of 
residents’ spending within the County 
— which is most variable and difficult 
to estimate. Its value is determined 
mainly by the demographic, economic, 
and geographic characteristics of the 
community under consideration 
(Shelby County); and communities: 
with similar characteristics may be: 
expected to have equal valued 
multipliers. The usual range for the 
value of the multiplier at the local 
level, as determined in a large number ~ 
of economic impact studies, is 
between 1.2 and 2.5, where the larger 
and more economically self-sufficient 
a community is the higher is the value 
of the multiplier. As a relatively small 
region located near a large city, Shelby 
County could be expected to have a 
fairly low multiplier. Based on studies 
of similar communities, it seems 
reasonable and conservative to assume 
that spending in Shelby County will be 
multiplied 1.5 times. In the 
computations which will be carried 
out in the estimation of the 
University’s impact noted below, that 
value will be used.

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Shelby Memorial plans get C.C. approval 


by Rhodes Johnston 

Members of the county 
commission apparently liked what 
they saw when the Shelby Memorial 
Hospital Board unveiled its $13.5 
million expansion plans last Tuesday. 

Commissioners Jake Morris, Ned 
Bearden and Alpha Lowe gave the 
hospital board a vote of confidence 
after questioning hospital financial 
advisor Sonny Gauntt and bond 
attorney John Adams on the role of 
the 4 mill county hospital tax in the 
expansion bond issue. 

Probate Judge Tommy Snowden, 
who has been critical of hospital 
expansion plans recently, thanked the 
board for the presentation. 

“We appointed this board,” said 
Bearden. “I believe that the men we 
appointed to this board are capable of 
running the hospital.” 

The hospital expansion will create 
41 new beds, a new kitchen and 
cafetorium, another elevator, a 
pathology department and a new 
emergency room. Forty four thousand 
square feet will be added to the 
hospital and 44,000 square feet will be 
remodeled. 

The hospital received $586,000 
from the county tax levy in fiscal 
1977. Gauntt explained that the 
county had obligated 75 percent of

the levy as backing for two earlier 
hospital bond issues totaling about $9 
million. He said that by pledging the 
75 percent to the upcoming bond issue 
as well the taxpayers would save $5.3 
million over the 27 year life of the 
bonds. 

In response to a question from 
Morris, he explained that without the 
revenue from the tax the hospital 
would be in a very weak financial 
position and would find lenders scarce 
and interest costs prohibitive. 

Hospital Administrator Richard 
Lind said the hospital was trying to 
become an independent hospital 
center in an effort to provide adequate 
medical service to its patients and to 
attract doctors to the county. 

Lind cited studies showing a need 
of between 22 and 40 doctors in the 
county by 1987. 

“These doctors need a place to 
practice,” said Lind. “Last year we 
had no beds available at Shelby 
Memorial for 70 to 365 days.” 

Lind said the expansion would 
create 92 permanent jobs in the 
county. 

He warned the board and the 
commissioners that unless the project 
was initiated before January 1979 the 
beds might not be available for Shelby 
Memorial.

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Alabaster increasing water supply 


by Bert Seaman 

Growing pains aren’t bothering 
the city of Alabaster. 

While a continuous increase in 
population can sometimes present a 
thorn in the side of cities trying to 
provide adequate services, Alabaster 
city officials are making provisions for 
the future. 

In order to ensure an adequate 
water supply for the influx of new 
residents, the city last year began a 
water expansion project expected to 
cost over a million dollars. 

The undertaking includes drilling 
a new well, putting up a half million 
gallon storage tank, laying additional 
lines and installing more fire hydrants. 

Mayor Harold Davenport credits 
the expanded water system for being 
one of the reasons the city was 
recently given a number 7 rating by 
the state Fire Underwriters 
Association. 

According to the Mayor, who is 
also chairman of the city’s Water and 
Gas Board, the new well should 
furnish about 1.5 million additional 
gallons of water a day. He mentioned 
that this would bring the city’s total 
capacity to approximately 3,872,000 
gallons a day. 

The test hole was drilled last 
November. And the contract for the 
actual well was awarded during the 
summer to Alpine Construction 
Comapny for $119,656. 

Lindell Wright, owner of the 
company noted that Alabaster is 
‘blessed with an abundant water 
supply.’’ However, he reported alluvial 
formations in the area was causing the 
drilling to go off line. 

Drilling was suspended while 
Wright looked for more sophisticated 
equipment which includes, he said, a 


special hammer and percussion bit. 

Otherwise, the well construction 
seems to be in good shape. After the 
casing was installed in the 40 foot deep 
cavity, concrete was poured and then 
drilled out. 

Wright says he’s hoping to be 
finished in three months but he noted

More youngsters than ever before are 
involved with the pleasures and evils of 
nature, 

When I was active in 4-H wildlife 
training standard treatment of 
poisonous snakebite was “keep the 
victim quiet, cut fang punctures, tie a 
tourniquet between bite and heart, 
suck out venom and get victim to a 
physician.” 
=. Recently I checked with my local 
Boy Scout regional director for 
present prescription for poisonous 
snakebite. “Ice down the bitten area 
(with cube or crushed ice in a bag) and 
get the victim to a doctor,” was his 
quick answer. This conforms with the 
€&.S. Army treatment I received by 
request three or four years ago. In 
other words, keep the victim quiet and 
get him to a medical station. 
= I haven’t dug into reasons for 
dismissing the age-old treatment that 
lyas been in vogue for a half century or 
longer, but I have my suspicions. First 
@ all, I'm sure many thousands of 
persons have been put to needless 
pey and fear with the painful and 

angerous treatment when the snake 
was possibly not even poisonous. 

I presume the overall change in 
treatment resulted from greater 
Gamage to the victim in following the 
five rules and possibly deaths that 
resulted not from the snake venom but 
from shock, loss of blood, etc. For 
example, cutting the fang punctures 
could result in cutting a main artery. 
The victim could then bleed to death 
or else suffer fatal shock. Suppose you

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don’t have a sharp knife. You'll just 
gash the flesh and leave lifelong scars 
at the best. If you don’t have a match, 
you can’t sterilize the blade edge 
quickly, giving the wound a chance to 
get infected, etc. Then, too, in tying a 
tourniquet you could bind an arm or 
leg too tightly and too long. This 
could cause gangrene and thus lead to 
death from blood poisoning and loss 
of limb. Finally, any person who sucks 
out the venom could himself become a 
victim if any venom gets into an open 
sore in the mouth or tooth cavity or 
ulcer in the stomach or intestine. 

Consider these dangers and 
magnify them by the supposedly 
thousands of persons bitten by 
poisonous snakes every year. The 
“mistreatment” in snake bite might 
greatly exceed the number of 10 to 12 
deaths from actual poisonous 
snakebits! Another thing - how many 
persons pack a snakebite kit when 
hiking or camping? 

If I were along and close to 
civilization and my car, I would 
possibly resort to the complete 
treatment provided I could administer 
it, By the way, who also carries ice 
along when he’s traveling light in the 
woods to put over the fang punctures? 

An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure -- just don’t become a 
victim! 

1. To discourage snakes, keep 
lawn mowed, brush hauled, piles of 
logs, rocks, bricks removed. 


2. Know how to identify by sight 
the common distinct species of 
rattlesnakes, the copperhead, the 
water moccasin and the coral snake. 


3. Learn habits, life history of 
snakes, Plentiful books are available in 
most libraries. 


4, Never get closer to a snake than 
the estimated length of that snake 
because a poisonous snake even when 
coiled can strike only one-half of its 
total outstretched length. 


5. Always wear boots, with 
trouser bottoms hanging loosely 
outside boots. The cloth may catch 
the fangs. 


6. Walk slowly, watch where you 
step in grass or weeds. 


7. At night always use a flashlight. 
Sleep a foot or so above ground 
unless you are in a tent with a 
sewed-in floor and zippered doorway.

“Their time, is the greatest gift

McGregor declared, 


Good harvest predicted 


for cotton, soybeans 


this year. 

The county’s 6,000 acres of 
soybeans are also producing well, but 
it is hard to count a crop before the 
harvest. 

Gober estimated prices for this 
year’s crop to be about 58-60 cents 
per pound for cotton and about $5 per 
bushel for soybeans. 

The agent said he was concerned 
about boll worm infestation in the 
cotton and that some of the beans had 
been planted late and could be stunied 
by dry weather. 

Farmers, meanwhile, say they are 
still caught in the inflation squeeze. 

Cotton and soybean farmer, 
Albert Datcher, who tills about 800 
acres near Vincent said the price of 
fuel and chemicals had continued to 
climb leaving the farmer with no 
money to modernize or increase his 
yield. 

Datcher said it cost him about 
$275 per acre to grow cotton. 

“The way we can make a profit is 
to increase the yield,” he said, “But I 
can’t increase my yield unless I put 
more money into the crop. It’s a 
vicious circle.” 

Datcher and other county farmers 
are finding that rotating their cotton 
and soybean crops is one way to cut 
fertilizer and pest control costs.

This week from our mail box 
came a letter from our good friend 
Jesse H. Merrell, native born 
Shelby Countian, who left his home 
town in Shelby, and has made good 
in Washington, D.C. as president of 
Merrell Enterprises which he owns 
and operates. Merrell states he has 
read these articles in the Shelby 
County Reporter and agrees that 
one vote has played a vitally impor- 
tant role down through the cen- 
turies. He has done a more 
thorough research than I have on 
this subject and has sent me a list of 
instances where one vote decided the 
election. We share this information 
with you hoping these historic facts 
will stimulate a higher percentage of 
voters to exercise the franchise than 
has been recorded in the past few 
elections. 

Here are some facts revealed to us 
from Jesse’s letter. We quote: 

“Only last year, on Dec. 15, New 
Jersey’s income tax was approved 
by a one-vote margin. The deciding 
vote was cast by Sen. John M. 
Skevin or Orandell who left a 
hospital bed and voted from a stret- 
cher in the hallway outside the 
Senate chamber. 

By a one-vote margin, the 
Maryland House of Delegates ap-

By one vote: Oliver Cromwell 
won control of England in 1645. 

By one vote: Charles I of England 
was executed in 1649. 

By one vote: Washington, Oregon 
and Idaho became a part of the U.S. 

By one vote: Texas was admitted 
to the union in 1845. 

By one vote: Rutherford B. Hayes 
became President over Samuel J. 
Tilden in 1876. 

By one vote: John Quincy Adams 
became President in the deadlock 
between Adams and Andrew 
Jackson in 1924. 

By one vote: Thomas Jefferson 
became President over Aaron Burr 
in 1800 by a House of 
Represenatives vote. 

By one vote: President Andrew 
Johnson was saved from impeach- 
ment in 1868.

The hospital is particularly cost 


conscious these days with President 
Carter’s Hospital Cost Containment 
Bill still in the congressional wings. 

Hospital financial officer Ralph 
Underwood budgeted an extra 
$21,400, or nine percent, for supplies 
for 1978-79 to meet inflation. 

Administrator Richard Lind said 
the hospital expected to hold its cost 
increase to 10.7 percent next year. 

Costs at the hospital rose 15 to 16 
percent last year. Lind said this was 
due primarily to an employee wage 
increase. 

Jordan said that although no 
medical supply houses had yet located 
in the county, over one-half of the 
salesmen that the hospital does 
business with are county residents. 

He explained that most of the 
salesmen with major supply firms live 
in company-owned houses. The 
companies see houses in a high growth 
area like Shelby County as a good 
investment, he indicated.

Library on wheels covers 150,000 miles 


by Ruth Ann Dunn 

When the Shelby County 
Bookmobile circulates books, it 
literally circulates. In its fifteenth 
year, the rolling library has covered 
more than 150,000 miles carrying 
millions of books to county readers. 
During the first ten years of its 
existence, the bookmobile passed out 
more than 3 million volumes. 

The current summer program, 
ending this week, has brought at least 
6,500 books to adults and children 
countywide. 

Unfortunately, the close of the 
summer season ended a week early due 
to the failure of the van’s air 
conditioning system. 

Rose Grady, librarian for the 
bookmobile, said the service normally 
would close down for a week to 
straighten up and prepare for its 
second season, so the air conditioner 
almost quit at a convenient time. Only 
three days of service were missed. 

“We run a 12 month schedule,” 
she said. Nothing stops the van baring

Firm buys records 


The County Commission at its 
meeting Monday granted a new Shelby 
County title company the right to 
purchase microfilmed county records 
from a private firm, Roberts & Son 

Officers of the Cahaba Title 
Company of Pelham appeared at the 
Commission meeting to make the 
request. 

Officers Martha Ferguson and Dan 
Spitler explained the county’s history 
on microfilming records of paying 
Roberts & So to microfilm county 
records until 1972. After that date 
Robetts microfilmed the records 
without cost to the county and 
collected fees from Jefferson County 
title companies that wanted copies of 
deeds, abstracts and other records. 

The microfilmed records are 
stored at Roberts & Son as a safeguard 
in the event of damage to the original 
records in the courthouse. 

Shelby County based companies 
had not been given the same access to 
the microfilmed records in the past. 

Jack Atchison, president of 
Shelby County Abstract Co. of 
Columbiana, objected to the move 
saying it amounted to a county 
subsidy of a private company in the 
pre-1972 period when Roberts & Son 
was paid to duplicate the records. 
Since 1956 he said his company was 
also microfilming the records with his 
own equipment at considerable 
expense to him. 

In voting unanimously to provide 
every company equal access to the 
microfilm at Roberts & Son, the 
Commission noted that it would help a 
new Shelby County company become 
established, in turn keeping work in 
the county.

Grady has been bookmobile 
librarian since the first van was sent 
out on the road in January of 1964. 

The county purchased a new van 
five years ago that could hold more 
than 3,000 books when fully loaded. 

A wide variety of books is offered 
for children and adults. During 
summer, with school out, one would 
think the number of school-age readers 
would surpass that of adults. But 
Grady said that idea is incorrect. “We 
have just as many adult readers in the 
summer as children” she said. “The 
parents bring the children to the 
bookmobile and wind up checking out 
books themselves.” 

No limit is set on the number of

books that can be checked out at a 
time. “People leave the bookmobile 
carrying market baskets, orange crates 
and cardboard boxes full of books,” 
she said. 

‘Some of our regular readers 
along the route save their grocery 
sacks for me to hand out books in,” 
she said. The sacks serve the dual 
purpose of protecting binders during 
inclement weather as well as making it 
easier to carry away more books. 

“We just ask that a reader return 
the books after two weeks,’’ Grady 
said.

In a Montgomery press conference 
the previous day, the former state 
treasurer had charged that a 
conspiracy was responsible for her 
removal from the office her husband is 
now seeking. 

Asking that Attorney General Bill 
Baxley or a special prosecutor conduct 
a probe of those she said plotted 
against her, Mrs. Allen declared, “I 
think they'll be surprised at what they 
find.” 

Speaking to the Reporter in a 
supporter’s office, Mrs. Allen said she 
was confident of vindication. 

“I’m sure we will never know 
everyone who has participated in this 
plot,” she said, “but we have enough 
evidence to warrant a full scale 
investigation. 

The Birmingham News was named 
by Mrs. Allen as being involved in the 
plotting and she accused Alto Lee, 
former chairman of the state ethics 
commission and Melvin Cooper, 
director of the commission of violating 
the state ethics law. 

Charges she made against the 
paper included knowledge of the 
outcome of her trial before a verdict 
was handed down and acquiring 
information from stolen bank 
statements. 

Questioning the conduct of the 
Ethics Commission, Mrs. Allen 
wondered why she was never given a 
hearing before that body - why they 
turned her case over to the local DA 
instead of the Attorney General since 
it’s a state matter - why they gave her 
a copy of their report only 15 minutes

before calling a press conference and 
giving it to the media, which she says 
is a violation of the law. 

Mrs, Allen expressed amazement 
that the commission and the 
Birmingham News would take the 
word of Norman Firth and Vance 
Dyar, men she said were reportedly 
connected with organized crime, who 
gave evidence against her. 

Pointing out that she had earned 
the state $56 million dollars in interest 
during the 3% years she held the 
office, Mrs. Allen said this is more than 
had been earned in the the previous 25 
years. 

She added that ‘*All the bills are 
paid and investments in short term 
loans have brought in an additional 
million dollars to the state. “‘My 
record speaks for itself, Mrs. Allen 
declared. 

Her two convictions are being 
appealed and a Sept. 1 hearing has 
been set before Montgomery Circuit 
Judge Perry Hooper. 

A three year prison sentence was 
imposed on Mrs. Allen in her first trial 
when she was found guilty of using her 
office to obtain a bank loan. She later 
received a one year term for failing to 
disclose her financial dealings under 
the Ethics Act. 

Saying that she was the first real 
victim of the illegal use of the Ethics 
Commission, Mrs. Allen said that she 
had received amazing strength from 
God to hold up under the ordeal. 

However, the next victim might 
not be this strong, she remarked, 
“Therefore I believe I have a moral 
obligation and Christian duty to 
expose the modem day Scribes and 
Pharisees, obstructing justice in the 
name of Ethics.

\é Kenneth Khyne of Alabaster was 
hi sentenced to 50 years and one day in 
Circuit Court last week after he was 
‘ found guilty oi raping a young 
Alabaster woman. 

The trial was held over a three-day 
period. Judge James Sharbutt, for the 


vi first time in recent Shelby County 

'} history, locked the doors of the 
} courtroom while the trial was in 
/ progress, 


The public was allowed to attend, 
but not to interrupt the proceedings 
ti; by moving freely in and out of the 
} courtroom. Persons could enter or 
leave the curtroom only at the time 
witnesses entered or left, and at the 


beginning and closing of each session. 

The extraordinary measure was 
taken because authorities did not want 
to take any chances that a racial 
incident might erupt. However, the 
trial was conducted without any such 
problem. 

The 19 year old Rhyne is black, 
and the young woman is white. 

The rape occurred in March of 
this year, when Rhyne forced the 
woman into an automobile in front of 
an Alabaster store and drove to a 
secluded place near Calera. 

Rhyne was later picked up the 
same evening when he was walking 
along a street in the Calera area.

4 on request of the holder. 
' The extension of the system to 
include Indian Springs was mandated 
j by a law passed several years ago by 
the Council in order to take advantage 
I of available federal funds. 
On another matter, a delegation 
from Cahaba Valley Estates petitioned 
y the Council for a traffic light at the 
intersection of Highway 31 and Cross 
Creek Road. 

Spokesperson Linda Deese said 

the group had been told by the School 
Board that school buses were 
prohibited by law from crossing an 
unlighted intersection on a fourlane. 
As a result students from Cahaba 
Valley High School have to change 
buses at Valley Elementary School to 
get to Cahaba Valley and some 
elementary students have no bus 
service. 
} Dunaway told the delegation that 
the city was powerless to up up a light 
on a state highway, but that the 
Council had passed a_ resolution 
requesting that the State Highway 
Department investigate the matter.

A resolution was proposed by 
Leslie Todhunter for the city to 
purchase photo-electric intoximetre to 
analyse the breath of those suspected 
of drunk driving.

No qualifiers 
for FHA 


crop loss loans 


No one will qualify in Shelby 
County for a “Production and crop 
loss loan” from the Farmers Home 
Administration. 

FHA director Roger Traywick 
told the Reporter his office has 
received two applicationa for the 
disaster-type loans, but they will be 
turned down, because they do not 
meet the qualifications for the loans. 

The FHA loans are low-interest to 
cover crop loss at interest rates of 3%. 
The recent drought brought about the 
government program, but Shelby 
County farmers cannot demonstrate 
enough need to get the loans. 

Loans to build houses are another 
matter. Traywick said that the agency 
has ‘‘ample housing funds.” He noted 
that he also has plenty of applications 
for the loans. 

To qualify for a Farmers Home 
Administration loan for housing, an 
individual or a family must show 
evidence they cannot get the loan 
from other lending agencies; the 
applicant must be within the 
prescribed income brackets - of under 
less that $15,600 adjusted gross 
income for a family; must be without 
adequate housing, and must_have a 
good reputation for credit and 
character. 

Most of the houses being built in 
Shelby County with FHA loans are 
falling into the $20,000 to $28,000 
bracket, Traywick said. It is possible 
to get a three-bedroom home built for 
less than $20,000 he said, but it is just 
a “basic house.” The basic house has 
heating, and cabinets, but no carport, 
no air conditioning, carpet or second 
bath.

Someday, if things 
don’t change, [ll have to bring a 
wheelbarrow full of money to buy a 
box of BB’s.” 

“Gosh,” he whispered. He took a 
box of BB’s out of the case. “Is this 
the right size?” 

“That’s fine. How much?” 

“Thirty-five cents.” 

He took the quarter and two 
nickles and put them in the cash box. 

The last box of BB’s I bought, 
nearly 60 years ago, cost a nickle. 


The resurrection 


The controversy concerning the 
resurrection of Christ involves the 
conflicting testimony of the enemies of 
Christ and the deciples of Christ. The 
enemies accused the disciples of 
stealing the body; however, the 
disciples testified that Christ arose from 
the dead. 

Let us examine the facts concerning 
the enemies as witnesses. They were 
competent men in sufficient number to 
give valid testimony. What about their 
honesty and the type of testimony they 
gave? How reasonable was their 
testimony? 

First, the enemies, the Roman guard, 
were not put to death, as was demanded 
when the prisoners fell to sleep on 
guard. This is proof that their superiors 
put no confidence in their testimony 
that the disciples stole the body while 
they slept. Second, the enemies did not 
compel the disciples to return the body 
though they had the power as Roman 
officers so to do. Third, the stealing of 
the body was impossible. The guards, 
under penalty of death, would not all 
fall soundly asleep at the same time. 
Fourth, why would the disciples want 
the body? They would not give their 
lives preaching something they knew 
was a farce. Fifth, the disciples did not 
intend to steal the body. They were so 
disappointed when Jesus was killed, 
some of them went fishing; the disciples 
were scattered. Sixth, the disciples 
preached the resurrection and gave 
their lives for their testimony. How does 
one account for their courage beginning 
at the time of the resurrection? 

The testimony of the enemies - that 
Christ’s body was stolen while they 
were asleep - is ridiculous; no court 
would begin to consider such 
preposterous ‘‘evidence.’” 

Next week, the testimony of the 
disciples of Christ will be examined.

First test goes well 


for Wilsonville coal 


Clean burning coal solvent refined 
by a process developed at the 
Wilsonville coal research project has 
been successfully tested at the 
Southern Company’s Plant Mitchell 
near Albany, Georgia. 

“The air quality measurements 
which were taken during the testing 
show that this fuel surpasses maximum 
Environmental Protection Agency 
requirements for sulfur dioxide 
emissions by more than 20 percent. In 
addition, the boiler used at Plant 
Mitchell during the test stayed so clean 
that no down time was necessary to 
remove the massive soot buildup 
which occurs normally as a result of 
burning regular coal,” said Southern 
Company president Alvin Vogtle 
announcing the completion of the test. 

The 3000 ton test burning marked 
the first time solvent refined coal has 
been used commercially. 

Vogtle explained that the new 
refining technique eliminates the need 
for costly pollution control devices 
and represents the most cost efficient 
method of converting industry to use 
America’s vast coal resources. 

The process involves dissolving 
pulverized coal in a coal-derived 
solvent in a hydrogen atmosphere. The 
dissolved coal is separated from 
polluting gases, and chemically 


purified. Then the hot, pure coal is 
poured onto a water cooled surface. 
The refined coal may be burned dry or 
liquefied to the consistency of fuel oil. 

The process consumes 25 percent 
of the coal in conversion, however, 
according to Vogtle this still represents 
a substantial saving over the cost of 
converting individual plants to meet E. 
P. A. air quality standards. 


A bill before congress would 
authorize federal funds to be spent on 
a cooperative basis with private 
industry to build a solvent refined coal 
demonstration plant costing 
approximately $300 million. This 
facility would refine 2000 tons of raw 
coal per day and could be operable by 
1981. 

The research plant at Wilsonville 
has a capacity of 6 tons per day. A 
Southern Company spokesman said 
the most likely location for the new 
plant would be the center of the 
Kentucky-Ohio coal fields in order to 
save transportation costs. 

The Southern Company, which 
started the Wilsonville project in 1974 
in cooperation with the U. S. Energy 
Research and Development 
Administration, is the parent company 
of Alabama Power, Georgia Power, 
Gulf Power and Mississippi Power.

At the time the Hawkins Indian 
jChief lived on the Tallapoosa River, 
Another halfbreed Indian Chief, 
numed Mclntosh, lived on. the 


Chattahoochie 


Albert James Pickett, in his 
‘History of Alabama,’ stated that “The 
McIntosh family was composed of 


people of marked character, all whom 


were born to command,” and _ that 
“the blood always exhibited itself, 
even when mixed with that of the 
Indian.’’ Several family members 
occupied high ranks in the army 


before and during the Revolution. 
Troup of Georgia was 
the son of a McIntosh woman whose 
father was Col. John McIntosh, chief 
of the McIntosh Clan. A great-uncle of 
Gov. Troup, Roderick, or “Old Rory,” 
McIntosh, was long an officer of his 
Majesty’s army in Georgia and East 
Florida, and was often in the Creek 
Nation, He married a Creek woman, 
and their son, William, was born in 
1775 in Coweta, the Creek Nation, 
an Indian Chief, 

Rev. Teague recorded that Indian 
Chiefs, Mcintosh and Hawkins, sold 
the Indian lands on the eastern side of 
the Chattahoochie to Georgia “tor the 
oo SN ge st the wishes of a minority 
ot the chiefs The deaths of McIntosh 
and Hawkins were investigated “on the 
same night,” he said, and he had “a 
full account of the killing of 
{fawkins,”” by one of his slaves, named 
“Ranty.”’--Who, incidentally, was later

used by the Brasher Brothers in their 
dealing with the Indians. History 
books tell of this incident in relation 
to the death of McIntosh. 

Pickett recorded that McIntosh 
was killed by the Upper Creeks “for 
his friendship to the Georgians.” 

Who Was Who In Alabama states 
that Chief William McIntosh as one 
of the minority among the Creeks who 
wanted to remain at peace with the 
U.S. before the Creek War. He was a 
leader on the White Side, and before 
his death became a general in the U.S. 
army. “He was killed by the opposite 
faction.” 

The Dictionary of American 
Biography reads,“...After the failure of 
treaty negotiations at Broken Arrow, 
Alabama December I, 1824, US. 
Commissioners arranged a council at 
Indian Springs, Georgia February 7, 
1825. Here the Upper Creeks 
continued to oppose any cession and 
succeeded in breaking up the council. 
On February 12, however, the 
McIntosh party signed a treaty of 
cessions.” It goes on to say that 
althought the Upper Creeks protested 
the treaty, it went into effect, and 
during the night of April 30, 
McIntosh’s house was surrounded, set 
afire, and McIntosh slain. 

Shelby County land records show 
that Samuel Hawkins died somewhere 
between March 27, 1825 and 
November 15, 1827.--further 
indication that he was, indeed, the 
Hawkins Chief, a part of Mclntosh’s 
“party,” and was slain for his part in 
the treaty.

Elsewhere in the United States it was 
11.2 percent. 

Although an appreciable part of 
the total was due to the rise in 
consumer prices, there still was a 
considerable margin of gain, over and 
above this. 

What brought it about was the 
growing optimism on the part of :the 
public, induced by the slowing down 
of the inflation spiral and by the 
generally favorable economic 
indicators. 

In most parts of the country, the 
year produced income gains that more 
than offset the increase in the cost of 
living, yielding a net rise in purchasing 
power. 

The better level of income locally 
has been due, in part, to the fact that 
the number of families that have more 
than one pay check coming in has 
been on the rise, with more and more 
women taking jobs outside the home. 

The MEI figures show that Shelby 
County residents had net earnings, 


after payment of personal taxes, 
amounting to $213,270,000, as against 
the prior year’s $193,429,000. 

It was equivalent to an average of 
$12,695 per household. In 1975 the 
average was $12,014 per household. 

Consumer spending, which has 
been the backbone of the recovery, is 
expected to continue at a high level 
throughout the rest of 1977 and well 
into 1978.

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County may get 
gas from Mexico 


Shelby County homes may be 
' kept warner next winter, following an 
' agreement reached recently in Mexico 
City. 

Southern Natural Gas was one of 
five U.S. interstate natural gas pipeline 
companies that signed a letter of 
intent to receive gas from a new 
pipeline connnecting new and old gas 
fields in Mexico to existing U.S. 
pipelines at the Mexican - U.S. border 
in South Texas. Southern Natural gis 
the major supplier of gas to Shelby 
County towns and industries. The 
proposed pipeline project will extend 
roughly 750 miles from Mexico’s giant 
Reforma Field in the Yucatan 
Peninsula, running along the eastern 
coast of Mexico and paralleling the 
Gulf of Mexico, to the U.S. border 
near McAllen, Texas. 

After flowing into US. 
pipelines, the gas will travel on average 
an additional 1,000 miles to serve thep 
rinciap!_ markets of Southern Natural 
in the southeastern United States. The 
total haul from the Reforma Field to 
the furthest point on Southern 
Natural’s system will be about 2,000 
miles. 

Southern Natural will purchase 
this new gas supply from Petroleos 
Mexicanos (PEMEX), the Mexican 
government oil and gas agency. 
Officials at Southern Natural said that 
while they would have liked to buy a 
larger portion of the available new 
supply, they were delighted to have 
been selected since the competition 
from U.S. buyers for this gas had been 
so keen. 

According to Southern Natural, 
small quantities of this Mexican gas 
may be available during the winter of 
1977-78. When the project reaches full 
production, PEMEX will be delivering 
approximately 2 billion cubic feet per 
day of gas to the United States. 

Southern Natural will receive 200 
million cubic feet per day, of which 
one-third or 66.7 million cubic feet 
per day, has been committed by 
Southern Natural to Florida Gas 
Transmission Company. Gas deliveries 
will build up over the next several 
years and a large portion is expected 
to be flowing into Southern Natural’s 
pipeline system by the late 1970s or 
early 1980s. 

PEMEX officials have stated that 
from what they know of the Reforma 
Field, it may be more important than 
the North Slope of Alaska and 
development of these reserves could 
make Mexico one of the world’s 
largest exporters of oil and gas. 

Final gas purchase agreements 
will, of course, be subject to various 
U.S. and Mexican government 
approvals. 

Southern Natural Gas Company, 
with its subsidiary, South Georgia 
Natural Gas Company, operates a 
7.7000-mile pipeline system extending 
from supply areas in the Gulf of 
Mexico, Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama to numerous markets in 
the Southeast.

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Q. What’s the outlook on Hunting 
this fall? 

A. For years I've tried to predict 
this situation for all Southern states by 
querying chief game biologists in each 
state in July or early August. In many 
cases the answer came back, ‘‘Earl. it’s 
too early to make a statement.” or 
“your guess is good as mine,” or “A 
cold winter caused a loss in breeding 
stock, but---”, etc. I usually came up 
with something that later jibed with 
the hunting results. 


However, this year ['m in a 
quandary even about Alabama hunting 
prospects. A colder than usual winter 
probably didn’t harm game breed 
stock and as far as I know, there were 
no adverse effects on vegetative foods. 
In the extreme Northern states heavy 
and deep snows may have reduced 
deer herds. 


But we have had one of the driest 
growing seasons the state has ever 
experienced. One peach grower told 
me he had a fair crop of fruit but the 
peaches were small. A hay producer 
friend of mine can’t cut enough hay 
for a marketable surplus this year. A 
forester tells me a drouth cuts down 
the growth rings of pines, and I’m sure 
this affects hardwoods, a standby food 
supplier for quail, turkeys, deer, 
squirrels and wood ducks. 


What affects the farmer is a 
barometer for the hunter. If this dry 
weather has cut the yield of tarm 
crops, of pasture and hay for livestock, 
long dry spells may reduce quail 


hatches. Turkeys may have fared well, 
but with lower rainfall, yield of 
important perennial shrubs and grasses 
may mean a shortage of winterdood, 
even cover, for game. In overcrowded 
deer populations, there has to be a 
drop in food supplies this winter. | 
hope we'll have good hunting, but I’m 
not too optimistic. 

By the way, what happened to the 
long range weather predictions? In one 
magazine recently the outlook was for 
more than normal precipitation all 
summer. It just hasn’t worked out that 
way. 

Q. Will we never be safe from 
cancer scares? 

A. The most recent report that 
shoves shivers up my spine is the one 
about chlorine and drinking water. 
And I fish in my 300-acre drinking 
water source! This report came from 
the National Wildlife Federation 
“ .. chlorine in our drinking water, 
when combined with other organic 
chemicals, produces chloroform —- a

principal suspected cause of cancer in 
the gastrointestinal and urinary tract. 
In 1974 the EPA (Environmental 
Protection Agency) reported 
chloroform was present in water 
samples taken from the Mississippi 
river at New Orleans and in 1975, after 
a nationwide survey of 200 counties, 
drinking water systems in 80 
communities revealed significant 
amounts of chloroform. Further EPA 
tests of seven N. Y. counties 
concluded, ‘A significant statistical 
relationship has been demonstrated 
between human gastrointestinal and 
urinary tract cancer mortality and 
cholorinated drinking water.’ 

In other words, when you solve all 
the gobbledygook in the usual 
governmental style above, ‘‘Chlorine in 
your drinking water may be dangerous 
to your health!” Evidence from these 
and other tests prompted EPA’s 
National Drinking Water Council to 
formally tag chloroform as a 
dangerous carcinogen. Within weeks 
the EPA is expected to propose 
maximum water-chloroform standards 
of 100 parts per billion (ppb). 

Come to think of it, water 
without chlorine may also be 
dangerous to your health. Oh well, 
might as well get rid of that well drill 
and buy some more halazone tablets.

“Shelby County hasn’t proved 
anything” said coach Robert Fairley 
after his Wildcats romped over Pelham

Sylacauga has 
60 members to its football squad, and 
from what Fairly has seen on film, 
the Aggies should provide the 
Wildcats with a true test.

Hunters gearing up for 


Conflicting Reports Indicate The 
Fishing Is As Good As You Hope It 
Might Be. Some word tends me to 
think business is picking up and other 
reports say that the start of the school 
year has make water folks scarce. So, 
believe what you want. 

A couple of drownings the past 
week, one Wednesday night and 
another Sunday afternoon, have 
hopefully awakened fishermen and 
other water users to the safety 
standards and regulations. Of course, 
that will probably never happen 
becuase eveyone always says “It will 
never happen to me.” 

Got quite a surprise this past week 
when I learned that Conservation 
Enforcement Officer Larry Kelley 
resigned and moved to Jacksonville. 
That leaves Doyle Wood and district 
supervisor Ed Lightsey the only game 
and fish protectors in the county. 
Sorry to see Larry leave, and a lot of 
county folks will agree that they'll 
miss him. 

While fishing is still fresh in the 
minds of a lot of outdoorsmen, 
hunting is rapidly taking over the 
major concern. 

Dove season is only 16 days away, 
and before long, deer will be hunted in 
the sights of many a shotgun and 
30-06. 

It may seem hard to believe that 
any sport other than football can 
survive in the fall, but hunting venison 
steaks takes up a lot of off duty hours 
for many residents. The county’s 25 
hunt clubs have been busy for two 
months or more preparing food plots 
and stands for the upcoming deer 
season. 

If you want to join a hunt club, 
you had better hurry. Could be a club 
would turn down any applicant now 
even if an opening existed. Almost all 
the work for the upcoming season is 
completed, and it might seem unfair 
that someone could walk in and start 
enjoying the benefits without having 
put in any of the sweat and extra 
hours. 

I've kinda been wondering what 
sort of wild game Clark Dean will be 
after this year. Besides, the giant buck, 
last year he bagged a wild boar which 
is mounted on his bragging wall. 

While on the subject of hunting, 
it’s hard not to boast that bow hunters 
have the best possible hunting seasons 
in Alabama than most any other state. 

Archers can hunt either sex of 
deer through the whole season, and 
the state is really loaded with game. 
The deer season opens for the 
primitive weapon hunters on October 
15th while rifle toters have to wait till 
November 18th. 

In addition, the state management 
areas will be having doe-buck archery 
hunts. The Cahaba Area will have its 
season Oct. 29th through Nov. 6th and 
Nov. 15th through January 21st. The 
Coosa Area will be open Oct.15 
through 24th and Jan. 17-21. 

Crossbows are illegal, but the 
longbow, recurved and compound 
remain the weapon of choice. The 
compound is fast growing the number 
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one choice because of its easy pull and 
greater speed. Aluminum arrows are 
the only thing to use when hunting for 
large game, according to all the local 
bowhunters. 

They last longer, penetrate better, 
and usually fly truer because it’s easy 
to test if you have a bent arrow. Wood 
arrows have a tendency to become 
bowed. Alumimun changed all that 
like the similiar take over of the 
compound bow. 

I have to agree with Jerry Hill, 
though, that the longbow is the 
primitive and _probably ‘the best 
method. The longbow is forgiving with 
slight errors, while the recurved 
exaggerates mistakes and the 
compound is too bulky. 

Whichever you uise in your quest 
for game, they will all reward you. 
You will have an exciting hunt the 


fall season 


way the first hunters searched tor and 
brought home game. 

Even if you miss the first shot, 
you'll probably have another chance 
before the animal realizes it’s been hit. 
An arrow is much more deadly than a 
gun because it kills without sound. 
The loud boom of a rife or shotgun 
excites the animal, and only with the 
best placed shot will a deer fall 
immediately. An arrow though, can 
kill quietly- and quickly, and 
bowhunters swear that the meat tastes 
better when a deer is shot the 
primitive way. 

Well, the argument will go on, but 
one things for sure; hunting season is 
just around the corner, and 
bowhunters get first crack at the game. 
There’s plenty of deer out there for 
everyone, so don’t worry, bowhunters 
will save you some.

Judge Snyder

4 When Mrs. Bird sold her land to 
the mission for the sum of one-dollar, 
the Judge drew up the deed, and being 
a far-sighted man, did so in such a way 
that the church was permanently 
separated from the cemetery should 
the Presbytery ever decide to take over 
the church. 

Rev. Cantrell became the pastor 
of the mission, with Judge Snyder, an 
elder and lay-minister from the Third 
Presbyterian Church in Birmingham, 
his helper. Times were hard in the 
beginning and many had no 
transportation to the church. It was 
said that Judge Snyder would drive for 
miles to pick up church members, over 
roads made hopelessly rough and 
rutted by the endless stream of coal 
trucks running from the Cahaba Mines, 
located where Indian Valley is today. 

It was only when the mines closed 
down and the road was paved in 
approximately 1957 that the area, 
with new people moving in, was, after 
much debate, renamed ‘Valleydale’. 
The natives still prefer to call it 
‘Possum Hollow’. 

The Judge owned a house on 
Dauphin Island where he loved to visit. 
When the urge moved him, he would 
allow anyone interested to go along as 
tiis guest, but before leaving, would 
always kneel and pray for a safe trip. 

Christmas was a very special event 
at the mission. Rev. Cantrell fondly 
recalls stringing popcorn by the light 
of kerosene lamps with which to 
decorate the church tree. 

There was always a Christmas 
pageant, and although many could not 
afford the required costume, when 
the night of the pageant arrived, each 
member of the cast would be outfitted 
in the proper attire. 

On Christmas day, each member 
received a basket of fruit and candies, 
and the needy, shoes and clothes, 
always of the exact size, given by an 
anonymous donor. The Judge’s 
generosity was apparent, but he held 
to the Biblical concept that the right 
hand should not let the left hand 
know what it does. 

Here, it seems worthwhile to 
relate the remainder of the story told 
to me by Rev. Cantrell about the 
pennies offered him by the two 
children. When the Judge received 
them, he took them and the plaintive 
little story to Bro. Bryan (then on his 
death bed) who, placing them under 
his pillow, promised to pray about it. 
The next morning, the two coins had 
somehow fallen to the floor, and in 
their place lay fifty dollars. There was 
ever an explanation, but the minister 
believes the Judge placed the money

there, else it was a miracle, and why 
not? The good Judge seemed to have a 
way of making miracles happen. 

“‘He was a darlin’ man,”’ one lady 
recalls, but, like all of us, he was not 
without his faults. Rev. Cantrell 
recounted an amusing incident which 
revealed yet another facet of the 
Judge’s personality. Beneath his 
sternly disciplined exterior lay an ego 
which, on occasion, would push it’s 
way to the surface. 

Once, years ago, he dropped into 
a country store in North Jefferson 
County where three elderly men sat 
playing a game of ‘spittin backy’ into 
an open stove. Sauntering over, he 
politely introduced himself, making no 
visible impression. Thinking he hadn’t 
been heard, he repeated himself. When 
there was still no response, he became 
frustrated, and losing his composure, 
asked point blank, “Don’t you know 
me? I’m Judge Roger Snyder of 


Birmingham!” 

At this point, one oldster, barely 
glancing his way, brought him 
abruptly down to earth with the brief 
reply, “Never heerd ’uv yuh”, and 
resumed his game of ‘spittin’. 

But to the natives of Valleydale, 
he remained always kind, considerate, 
and generous, remembered for these 
qualities which dominated his 
personality. 

In 1947 the mission became 
independent of its parent church, the 
Third Presbyterian Church in 
Birmingham, and thus, the U.S. Bryon 
Memorial Presbyterian Church became 
a reality. 

In contrast to the current trend, 
the early church was made up mostly 
of young people, and today, the 
membership still consists primarily of 
the charter members and their 
off-spring, remaining, for the most 
part, a unique type of family church, 
claimed as their very own... just as 
they claim the treasure of memories 
left by ‘Bro. Jimmy’ and their beloved 
Judge Snyder, without whom there 
might never have been a Bryan 
Memorial Church.

out an area just large enought to 
accomodate the house and the small 
patio at the rear. 

When the Wheelers bought it, the 
briars and vines had the trees snarled 
in their grip, and were pushing their 
way rapidly toward their front porch. 
The ground beneath was not visible. 

The problem was what to do with 
such a lot without complete overhaul, 
which would be most costly.

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EPA throws wrench 
in valley growth plans 


by Rhodes Johnston 
Environmental Protection 
shocked Shelby County 
developers last week with draft 
sewerage treatment standards that 
effectively halt construction in the 
Cahaba River Basin. 

Expansion plans in northwest 
Shelby County will be dealt a crippling 
blow if the EPA rules are adopted. 
Officials said three of the area’s largest 
developments, the South Central Bell 

/Data Center, Blue Cross - Blue Shield 
headquarters and Riverchase Mall 
might not be built if the EPA order 
stands. 

According to EPA, the level of 
waste treatment at plants dumping

into the Cahaba will have to be 


increased before additional sewer 
connections will be permitted. The 
proposal sets current treatment plant 
discharges as the maximum allowable. 

The Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission had already approved 
permits for construction to utilize an 
additional 800,000 gallons per day 
capacity at the Cahaba Plant, one of 
eight plants draining into the Cahaba 
basin that would be affected by the 
order. The Cahaba Treatment Plant 
was completed in 1973 with federal 
and state matching funds. It was 
designed to treat 4 million gallons per 
day and presently handles 2.4 million 
gallons per day. 


Sheriff Walker faces 
srand jury probe 


Subpoenas brought several Shelby 
County residents to Birmingham 
Tuesday to testify before a federal 
grand jury. 

The grand jury is said to be 
investigating charges that may link 
Shelby County Sheriff Red Walker and 
an investigator with wiretapping 


activities during a labor union strike in 
1974 in Siluria. 

Banking institutions were said to 
be among those subpoenaed to present 


records to the grand jury. 

Television Channel Six reporter 
Kathy Williams said that Attorney 
General Bill Baxley told her he 
expected the investigation to lead to 
Walker’s arrest. 

The outcome of the grand jury 
proceedings will not be known unless 
charges are filed as a result of the 
investigation. 

The hearings are expected to last 
three or four days.

Cancer leaders look ahead

An earlier start and a better 
informed public may help in raising 
more funds during the next Cancer 
Crusade in Shelby County. 

In the recently completed drive, 
board members of the county’s 
chapter of the American Cancer 
Society learned that they had come up 
over $1,000 short of their goal. 

“We should start making plans for 
our next drive right now,” declared 
the board’s president Mrs. Billie Lacey 
as the group met at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital last Thursday evening. 

“And we should try and make the 
public more aware of how the money 
is being spent,” she continued. Mrs. 
Lacey was one of the board members 
to receive an award at the meeting. 

“You've been a tremendous help 
to us,” declared Mrs. Mary Lynch, 
County Field Representative of the 
American Cancer Society as she 
presented a plaque to Mrs. Lacey, now 
serving her second term as president. 

Board Treasurer Homer 
Richardson was presented a certificate 
and a pen for his diligent efforts in 
collecting funds during the crusade. It 
was noted that the Montevallo resident 
spent 15 Saturdays going door to door

There was also a certificate of 


appreciation for Crusade Chairman 
Tom Barnes who was not present to 
accept the award. 


A new board member was elected 
during the meeting to the post of vice 
president. She is Mrs. Mary Ruth 
Burgess of Helena.

Doyle, Memorial Chairman; Ruby 
Morgan, Public Information Chairman; 
and Mrs. Faye Watson, Chairman of 
Professional Education. 


The chapter still needs someone 
to head the fund raising crusade and a 
chairman for the public education 
program. 

According to Mrs. Lynch, 60% of 
the funds raised during the crusade are 
returned to the county. She also noted 
that national headquarters sends back 
$2 for research for every $1 sent in. 

“We reach more people in Shelby 
County with medication, 
transportation, and equipment such as 
wheelchairs than any other county in 
east Alabama,” the field representative 
reported. 

Delegates elected at the meeting 
to attend the state board meeting in 
Birmingham Sept. 28 are Mrs. Burgess, 
Mrs. Morgan and Eve Jowers. 

The Shelby County group will 
hold their next séssion on Oct. 27. 


Developers say their building 


plans were based on commitments to 
use the additional capacity of the 
Cahaba Plant to meet expanding 
needs. 

In rescinding AWIC permission to 


use this added capacity the EPA 
caused consternation among 
developers. 

“As businessmen we have 


gambled and put up equity money for 
long range plans to develop one of the 
most environmentally compatible 
projects in the country,” said John M. 
Harbert III, Chairman of Harbert 
Construction Corp, whose Riverchase 
Development will be effectively halted 
if the new permit rules are adopted. 

‘We thought we had a firm 
agreement for the needed sewerage 
capacity. Now that agreement has 
been overturned,” said Harbert, 
“There is no way businessmen are 
going to keep risking capital if this sort 
of thing keeps up.” 

EPA spokesman Gilbert Wallace 
said the draft permit-was based on the 
present classification of the Cahaba 
River as a “fish and wildlife” stream 
and that the formula used by the EPA 
to calculate the maximum permissible 
effluent discharge was mandated by 
law. 

According to Wallace, the only 
way to increase the use of the Cahaba 
Plant to accommodate the planned 
Riverchase expansion would be to 


increase the level of treatment at the 
plant. 

However, according to the chief 
of AWIC’s Municipal Waste Division, 
William Manasco, “The level of 
treatment EPA is asking is beyond 
what is feasible at this time, both 
technologically and economically.” 

A plan submitted by Jefferson 
County Commission President Chriss 
Doss to increase the stream flow in the 
Cahaba has been tentatively rejected 
by the EPA. Doss’ plan was to build an 
impoundment in St. Clair County and 
raise the Lake Purdy dam by 10 feet 
to increase the stream flow in the 
Cahaba and thereby dilute the waste 
discharged into the river. 

Harbert Corporation Real Estate 
Manager Still Hunter Jr. said that if 
the EPA ruling is allowed to stand “it 
will effectively halt construction south 
of Red Mountain for two years.” 

“We are not building for a 
projected demand,” said Harbert. “‘We 
need orderly development to take care 
of the known population.” 

Harbert currently | employs 
between 2,000 and 2,500 skilled 
workers in the north Shelby, south 
Jefferson County area. 

A public hearing on the EPA draft 
permit regulations will be at 10 a.m. 
September 21 at the Birmingham Civic 
Center. All interested citizens are 
urged to attend.

“Some parts of the county do 
need a fire district,’ said Camp Branch 
businessman Charles Seales, Jr. 

“If this is what the people want, 


we won't work against it,’. added 
Seales, who was in the forefront of the 
opposition when the measure came up 
as Amendment 6 last year. 

Amendment 12 proVides that 
local districts may be organized within 
the county to set fire protection rates 
and collect fees to operate fire and 
rescue services. 

Unlike the amendment which was 
voted down last year, the new

tax exemption? 


A lot of people are no ionger 
required to pay taxes on their 
property, but they keep on doing it 
anyway. 

Shelby County Tax Assessor 
Bobbie Reynolds wants to call the 
public’s attention to a tax law that 
went into effect in Alabama in 1974. 
The law states: 

All people over 65 or the totally 
disabled who make less than $5,000 
per year are exempt by law from 
paying property tax. 

Social secruity payments are not 
included in the $5,000 limit. 

“Many eligible people are not 
taking advantage of this law, because 
they fear the government will take 
over their land when they die,” says 
Mrs. Reynolds. 

“This is not true,” she added. 
“The government can’t touch 
property, that is exempt under this 
law. The law was passed to make life 
easier for old people. | want to 


personally dispel these fears.” 
Anyone who wishes to claim this 
exemption should come to the Tax

Lunchroom issue stirs schools

The threat by the support 
personne! division of the Alabama 
Education Association to sue the State 
Department of Education to collect a 
$500 raise for part-time lunchroom 
personnel has caused a stir in Shelby 
County, even though only about 12 

employees would be affected. 
The Board o Education has 
circulated a letter to all city and 
county superintendents proposing that 


the part-time employees be given a 
prorata share of the $500 increase. 
Shelby County superintendent Elvin 
Hill supports the State Board. 

“The AEA is trying to confuse 
people on the issue,” said Hill. “And 
ESPO (AEA’s Education Support 
Personnel Organization) is just trying 
to stir up trouble.” 

County lunchroom supervisor, 
Mrs. Pat Bulger said that despite

amendment makes no mention of the 
manner in which. officers of the 
districts will be named. It is 
understood they will be elected by the 
people who live within each district. 

At present in Shelby County the 
ten cities have the legal status to 
provide their own fire and rescue 
departments. But over half the 
population lives outside municipalities, 
and have no fire protection close to 
their dwellings. 

This amendment would allow 
persons to set up their own districts, 
assess themselves, and buy the 
expensive equipment used in fire and 
rescue work. 

A new fire truck costs between 
$25,000 and $60,000. A medical 
rescue truck is about $50,000 with 
equipment. Station houses cost from 
$10,000 to $30,000. 

The amendment would also allow 
the districts to charge fees for services 
and to put penalities on those who did 
not pay, and place liens upon the 
property within such district. The 
districts could also borrow money and 
issue bonds. The general treasury of 
the county would not be liable for 
such bond or obligation: it would be 
the sole responsibility of the district. 

Shelco Unit 1 chief Doug Ballard 
Jr. predicts 10 new fire districts in the 
county if the measure is passed. 

“There are now 12 (ire districts in 
Shelby County,” said Ballard, the 
leading supporter of the measure, “It 
Amendment 12 does not pass three 
will go under. If it does pass we have 
ten new districts ready to organize.” 

In the past fire districts have been 
supported by voluntary contributions, 
but Ballard says support has been

Raises for some; 
cuts for others 


by Marcia M, Sears 

County Commissioner Jimmy 
“Jake” Morris wants to give county 
employees a raise. 

He told the Reporter Tuesday 
that raises are his primary goal as he 
and other commissioners work out the 
budget for the fiscal year beginning 
October 1. 

Morris says not all employees 
would be included in his suggested 
raise schedule, but most of the 
employees in the county highway 
department and in courthouse offices 
would be included. (Unless they are 
paid by the state). 

The Wilsonville Commissioner 
says he does not know exactly how 
many people would be eligible, but 
many employees are now averaging 
$600 to $700 per month, he says. 
Those are the ones he wants to give a 
$60 to $75 monthly raise. 

Overall there are some 220 
persons on the county payroll. Some 
will be transferred to state payrolls on 
October 1. 

Morris estimates it might take 
$100,000 to grant the raises he wants 
during the next fiscal year. 

Where will the money come from? 


Morris points out that those who 
are going on the state payroll from the 
court offices, will free some salary 
money. 

He also estimated the tax income 
would be up this year from new 
corporations and property that was 
not formerly assessed. 

He thinks the county will save 
money on the Coosa River Ferry, now 
that passengers are paying $1 per trip, 
rather than 25 cents, and he is looking 
at several county departments with an 
eye for cutting back their budgets. 

Morris declined to say which 
departments he thinks are spending 
too much money, but he told the 
Reporter he thinks some waste is going 
on. 

The four-man County 
Commission began studying 
department requests for next year’s 
budget several weeks ago. When all 
requests are in, they will meet and 
hammer out: a balanced budget, as 
required by law, for the operation of 
the next fiscal year. The budget is 
customarily adopted at the first 
meeting in October. 

The Commission granted raises 
last year to most county employees.

two-bedroom trailer hit $67, they told 
Alabama Power Company to turn off 
the lights. 

““We had the money to pay 
them,’’ said Mrs. Ingram, whose 
husband operates a backhoe for his 
brother’s construction company, “but 
we just wanted to show folks they 
could live without the Power 
Company. 

The Ingrams cook with gas. She 
keeps food in a large ice chest which 
she refills every two days. The trailer is 
lit by two kerosene lanterns. 

“Tve got a little FM portable 
radio so I can listen to my stories,” she 
said. “We aren’t missing much without

Alabama Power manager Robert 


Barrett said he was sending the 
Ingrams’ meter to Birmingham to be 
checked, but that the family’s use 
pattern was consistent with previous 
years. 

Local power company officials are 
receiving increasing numbers of 
complaints about high rates. 

“A lot of politicians are playing 
up electric rates to try and get votes,” 
said Barrett who is on the receiving 
end of the local complaints. 

If and when the Ingrams decide to 
turn their electricity back on, Barrett 
said the company would be glad to 
bring their meter back.

We 
feel the citizens outside the cities of our county have the same rights to live 
and to have their homes saved in the event of fires as those within the 


citie 


Opponents to this bill dwell on hypothetical situations which are safe 
guarded for in the bill. This bill was written with opinions of many of the 
opponents of the ill-fated Amendment 6, to overcome their objections. 
Therefore as some people say, this is the same bill, then we all know they 
have not taken the time to study the bill and are only grand standing just to 


get their names in type. 


Furthermore, I would like to ask the opponents of this bill when was the 
last time they were awakened in the middle of the night to go fight a house 
fire, or breathe life back into a heart attack victim, or splint a mangled body 
of a victim of an automobile accident and work to save his life until he gets 
to a hospital either in this county or in Jefferson County. These tasks are 
done routinely by the volunteer men and women of our fine fire and resuce 
services, for no pay or reimbursement for their time, training, and personal 


equipment. 
These dedicated people now ask 


for your “‘Yes’’ vote Sept. 13 for 


Amendment 12. Shelby County is the fastest growing county in the state 
and as more people and industries move into our county the need for these 
services grows even more rapidly. Many counties in our state have found 
these fire and resuce districts have; 1. saved lives, 2. saved the home 
owners millions of dollars on insurance, and 3, brought the citizens of the 
areas closer together and have made friends with enemies because 
everyone started pulling together for a common cause, to help others. 

I have been privileged to work with fire and rescue services in different 
parts of this county as well as visiting many others over the county for the 
past 13 years. In every case there is one common goal. This is to reduce 
suffering, and help those who need assistance. 

If all fire departments in the county grouped together and covered the 
regulated areas set up by the insurance underwriters, only about 
one-fourth of the county would be adequately covered. What happens to 
the remaining three-fourts of the county? Are these people not entitled to 
fire and emergency medical rescue protection? Are their homes and lives to 
be sacrificed by the ignorance of those who care nothing about their 


neighbors? 


We have talked to many of the insurance companies in the county and 
their rates are basically the same. The insurance business stands to lose a 
great deal of money by reduced insurance premiums but most are willing to 
do so to prevent the possibility of large claims if fire departments are 
started and maintained properly. Some typical rates are as follows:

The Alabama Scene

MONTGOMERY--You are 
aroused in the dead of night by the 
sound of breaking glass. Carefully you 
slip out of bed, hopeful that you do 
not awake your wife and kids. As you 
tiptoe into the den you can barely see 
the dim outline of a man climbing 
through the window into your home. 

Without hesitation you grab a 
poker by the fireplace and strike the 
intruder over the head, killing him. 
What is your fate? Are you hailed as a 
hero for protecting your family and 
home? Not under Alabama’s new 
criminal code. As a matter of fact, you 
could be hauled into court, tried and 
sentenced to prison for the use of such 
force. 

The new law says a person can use 
“deadly force” in defending his home 
against an intruder only if the intruder 
is about to cause harm to someone in 
the house. 

State Rep. Bob Gafford of 
Birmingham is incensed by the new 
law and he intends to do something 
about it. He has already pre-filed a bill 
for introduction at the next legislative 
session which will allow a person to 
use “deadly force” in protecting his 
home from nighttime burglars. 

“The people are absolutely 
horrified by this new law,” Gafford 
contended. “Historically, man’s home 
is sacred, his family is sacred, and for 
someone to now say we must first 
inquire of an intruder whether he 
plans to harm us is absolutely unheard 
of.” 

It seems likely that an 
overwhelming majority of Alabama 
Legislators will agree with Gafford. 

* x * * 


Odds and Ends--Gov. George 
Wallace is expected to summon the 
Alabama Legislature back into another 
special session in the next 10 days to 
two weeks, and be sure he will have 
another go at getting his utility 
package passed. Wallace figures that 
recent electric bills, the highest in 
history, provoked enough howling 
from the consumer that some of the 
senators who in the past opposed the 
measures may be a bit more receptive 
this time. Especially those senators 
who are thinking abour running for 
higher office next year. In fact, it may 
well be that the package will pass 
without much of a fight, then if there 
is no drop in power rates then Wallace 
would come out looking like the bad 
guy...Add the name of District 
Attorney Bob Morrow of Selma to the 
list of candidates for attorney general 
next year, Guess what his main

Mental health 
computes costs 
of services 


The Chilton-Shelby Mental 
Health Center computes the cost of 
some of its services in order to be 
repaid by the Department of Pensions 
& Security, under a special contract. 

The contract deals with preventive 
and remedial services for persons who 
cannot pay the costs themselves. 

For the general public interest, we 
print the following figures from the 


Center’s newsletter for the third 
quarter of fiscal year 1977: 
The Center provided 65 


psychological and social evaluations at 
$46.98 each: 472 hours of individual 
therapy at $29.77 per hour; 45 hours 
of family therapy at $26.56 per hour; 
62 hours of collateral therapy at 
$30.66 per hour; and 14 hours of 
“other” at $30.68 per hour. 

The center interviewed and 
screened 110 persons at $51.07 each 
and provided 334 days of day 
treatment at $16.56 per day. 

Based on this analysis, the Center 
provided almost $32,000 worth of 
services during the last three months. 
In addition, the Center provides many 
services not included in this analysis.

having only a few employees affected 
if the county was forced to meet the 
$500 raises the school lunch program 
would no longer be self sustaining. 

Funds would come from $3.8 
million appropriated in the 1977-78 
2zducation budget in a_ special 
amendment by Rep. Jimmy Holley of 
Elba specifically to give the part-time 
lunchroom help a $500 raise. 

Fulltime lunchroom employees 
and bus drivers have received a $500 
raise under another section of the 
budget act. 

““I think that the State 
Department officials are well aware 
that part-time personnel are covered 
under a separate section of the budget 
act,” said ESPO director Jeff Dolbare. 
“The average lunchroom worker 
makes less than $3,000 a year and is 
now having trouble receiving a $500 
raise already approved by the 
legislature. 

“We hope we don’t have to take 
this matter to court,” he said, “But if 
we have to, we will. We already have 
the commitment of many legislators 
who say they will testify that the 
intent of the act is ‘to give all 
lunchroom workers these raises.” 
«A full-time employee is defined 
ay the State Board as anyone who 
works more than 6 hours per day 
luring the 175 day school year.

Horse racing’s Triple Crown pays 


big dividends for breeders

Horseracing is having a big year 
with the undefeated Triple Crown win 
of Seattle Slew and the disappointing 
debut of 1975 Triple Crown winner 
Secretariat’s first crop of foals. 


The Triple Crown consists of the 
Kentucky Derby, The Preakness and 
the Belmont Stakes and is the highest 


distinction in American horseracing. 


Ten horses have claimed the prize 
first won by Sir Barton in 1919. The 
only undefeated Triple Crown Winner. 
Seattle Slew, a compact, powerful, 
brown colt by Bold Reasoning, is 
owned by Auburn graduates Dr. and 
Mrs. James Hill and Mr. and Mrs. 
Mickey Taylor, of Washington state. 
He was purclfased at an auction in 
1975 for $17,000. 


Wooden Horse Investments Inc., 
the corporation formed by the quartet 
for their racing interests have turned 
down syndication offers of $10.5 
million for their champion. They said 
they felt they owned it to the racing 
public not to retire Slew. When a 
horse is syndicated, shares collectible 
in breeding service are offered and the 
horse is retired from the track to a 
stud farm. In the case of a champion, 
it is usually one of the famous horse 
breeding establishments near 
Lexington, Kentucky. 

Racing is hard on horses. Each 
year scores are destroyed after 
breaking down in races. When a horse 
is galloping his entire weight must be 
borne alternately by each leg. Horses 
do not mature until they are five years 
old, consequently the young bones are 
prone to strain. 

After winning the Triple Crown in 


, 1975 Secretariat was retired to 


Claiborne Farm in Paris, Kentucky, 
where his services are sold for 
$100,000 and up. Race fans protested 


the retirement of their champion, but 
his owner opted for a $7-million 
syndication. 

Secretariat’s first crop of foals 
reached two, the youngest age horses 
are permitted to race, this year. Three 
have raced thus far; Brilliant Protege, a 
large, handsome, expensive, grey colt; 
and fillies, Sexetary and Feuille 
d’Erable. 


None has even placed and 

breeding experts are concerned. 
* * * * 

There are basically two theories of 
throughbred breeding. 

The plateau breeders select two 
proven winners and mate them. 
Secretariat is the current choice of 
plateau breeders. 

Wave breeders postulate that a 
genetic line has its ups and downs so 
that in mating two winners the curve is 
as likely to go up as down. Wave 
breeders look for an improving record, 
hoping to ride a rising tide. 

If a wave theorist guesses right, 
the rewards are great from the plateau 
breeders who wish the services of his 
champion. 

Secretariat, by Bold Ruler out of 
Somethingroyal by Princequillo, is a 
classic example of plateau breeding. 

Seattle Slew is something of a 
bargain basement plateau bred. 
Neither of his parents had particularly 
distinguished careers, but his grandsire 
was Secretariat’s sire Bold Ruler and 
his dam’s great grandsire was Round 
Table. 

The blood of Bold Ruler is carried 
by almost all current stakes winners. 

Seattle Slew, has been resting at 
Saratoga, N. Y. since running a poor 
fourth to J. O. Tobin in the Swaps 
Stakes at Hollywood Park. He will not 
be back to the races until October.

And most important is the pledge 
that the members of the preserve took 
to join. “To do my best to prevent 
forest fires, report forest fires to the 
proper authorities, to help extinguish 
forest fires and render services, comply 
with the laws of the forest, fish, and 
game controls, and to comply with the 
decisions and by-laws of the preserve.” 

Now, if everyone who uses the 
woodlands of Shelby County will take 
that. same 13-year-old pledge, there 
will be plenty of game and outdoors 
for everyone.

Don’t forget to 
sharpen those sights for the upcoming 
dove season!

CONWAY DIET INSTITUTE— No Fish 
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by Mildred White Wallace 

Columbiana stores, in general, 
were closed Labor Day. A few 
remained open. Around the coffee 
cups we joined some of our friends 
who were wondering how Labor Day 
got started - They wondered about 
the origin of the now proclaimed -- 
national holiday. A bit of research on 
our part was necessary for we, like 
almost everyone else -- took it for 
granted. However, we found the 
following facts regarding this long 
week end holiday and we will share 
them with you. 

The idea of Labor Day was first 
suggested by Peter J. McGuire in 1882. 
McGuire was the dynamic president of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners of America. He was also 
active in the cause of the Knights of 
Labor, founded in 1869. McGuire 
asserted that since we had certain days 
assigned to honor “the religious, civil, 
and military spirit, special recognition 
should also be given to the industrial 
spirit” - “the great vital force of the 
nation”. 

At a meeting on Thirteenth Street 
in New York, so the story goes — in 
May 1882, Peter McGuire proposed to 
the New York Central Labor Union 
that a ‘Labor Day’ be set aside on the 
first Monday in September, Mr. 
McGuire chose the September date 
due to pleasant weather conditions 
and this date was halfway between 
Independence Day and Thanksgiving. 

A bit of background regarding 
McGuire reveals the fact that he was 
the’ tenth child of a poor 
Irish-American family, born in New 
York City in 1852. He went to work 
at age eleven when his father joined 
the Union Army. Peter helped support 
his family by working long hours in 
piano and furniture factories, and 
some of the employees felt enmity 
toward him for loudly advocating the 
eight-hour work-a-day period. 


McGuire, however, was an 
eloquent speaker and his follow 
workmen soon adopted his idea about 
a holiday for laborers. On Sept. 5, 
1882 the first parade was staged in 
New York. Even though the men were 
warned not to leave their jobs, it is 
reported that over ten thousand 
workers paraded around Union Square 
and up Fifth Avenue to Forty-second 
Street headed by a band and mounted 
police. A big picnic followed during 
the afternoon. Speakers entertained 
during the late afternoon and evening. 
Not long after this eventful day, the 
General Assembly of the Knights of 
Labor passed a resolution declaring 
Labor Day an annual event. 

Two years later, on October 9, 
1884, in Chicago, the Federation of 
Organized Trades and Labor Unions of 
the United States and Canada - voted 
to make Labor Day a national holiday. 
In 1887, Oregon celebrated a state 
holiday, and this holiday was soon 
observed by several other states. 

In 1894 Labor Day was 
proclaimed a legal holiday in 30 states 
and in that year President Grover 
Cleveland approved an act making it 
legal in the District of Columbia. In 
1928 all 48 states and dependencies, 
with the exception of Wyoming and 
the Phillippines, had passed such 
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provisions. Today Labor Day is 
observed in all 50 states and in the 
District of Columbia. 

The first Labor Day parade was 
held in New York City in 1959. It is 
said to have drawn the biggest turnout 
in the history of this holiday, with an 
estimated 122,000 union members 
marching through the streets crowded 
with spectatora, * 

So, as one writer observes - “On 
this typically American holiday Sept. 
5, 1977, we are proud to glorify work 
and to pay our respects to all who 
engage in it for truly the laborer is 
worthy of his hire.”

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Born rebel tamed by love

Conclusion 

Roger Snyder was born a rebel, 
with a mind of his own, a restless 
spirit, an explosive temper, and a will 
of iron. This indomitable will was 
early and dramatically demonstrated 
the day he ended his short span of 
formal education in the sixth grade. 
Locked in a classroom by a teacher 
bent on paddling him, he escaped 
through an open window and never 
returned. 

Far into his adult years he was a 
restless drifter, a confirmed 
non-conformist, doing his ‘own thing’. 
. .. He was to later find a cause, but 
not before a marriage, separation, and 
reconciliation to a-woman of deep 
religious convictions. 

It was for the love of her and his 
child that he reversed a life-time of 
habits. Due to her influence, he 
became deeply dedicated to serving 
God and humanity, and although he 
retained most of his inborn 
characteristics, one more was 
added....compassion, especially for the 
poor. 

He was one of the founders of the 
Vine Street Presbyterian Church in 
West-End in 1912. His name is in the 
cornerstone of the church. It was at 
church he met the legendary Bro. 
Bryan, and the two became fast

friends, sharing a common dedication 
to being a helper to the helpless. 

Few know that it was he who 
founded the Bro. Bryan Rescue 
Mission in March 1940, and remained 
president until his death, with his 
daughter, Sarah, promising to take 
over after him. 

At some point he met an 
attorney, and through him Roger 
became vitally interested in law. He 
was given free access to the lawyer’s 
library, and studied at night while 
working by day. He failed his first bar 
exam, but undaunted, he dug in even 
deeper, studied for a year more every 
night and passed his second bar exam 
with flying colors. 

He became a member of the bar in 
1914. He served four terms in the state 
legislature from 1920 until 1932. 
Later he became a judge in the 10th 
Judicial Division of the Jefferson 
County Circuit Court. 

He entered politics after becoming 
disgusted with the corruption he 
witnessed in the courts. He was, as one 
admirer said of him, “One nore

honest politician”, due, perhaps, to his 
heartfelt belief that ‘If one studies the 
Bible he will never get away from it. It 


is the greatest book on law there is.” 
Like his law book, he knew his Bible 
by heart. 

He belonged to a variety of clubs 
and orders, among which was the 
infamous “Klu Klux Klan’. Sarah 
recalls as a child dancing in the street 
in his white Klansman’s robe, and 
being snatched furiously backward 
into the house by a father whom she 
thought would die of apoplexy. 

His close relationship with God 
was undeniably genuine, yet his 
affiliation with an order notorious for 
its metering out judgment and justice 
without benefit of the court contrasts 
strangely with his obvious faith in the 
Biblical doctrine of justice, and can 
only be rationalized as just one more 
piece of the puzzle that made up the 
complex Judge Snyder. 

He retired in 1966 at the age of 
89. Still a vital, busy man, he drove his 


own car until he was 90. Many 
honorary awards were given hiny,for 
his outstanding work as an attorney 


and humantarian, among t hem a 
plaque, awarded him by ‘Birmingham's 
Women’s Club of 100° shortly before 
his death. a 

Sarah believes the Bible he left'in 
the book binding firm was ‘par for'tHe 
course’ for him, forgetting ‘i't, 
probably, due to his having so many 
irons in the fire at the same time. 

In August 1969, he attended 
church for the last time. He’d broken 
his leg and the doctor pronounced him 
sufficiently well but the Judge, always 
one to make his own decisions, 
decided he’d lived long enough. ’He 
told the nurses and family goodbye 
and settled back to die. 

One night not long after, Sarah 
recalls awakening, subconsciously 
hearing her father cry out and the 
eccentric, beloved enigma that was 
Judge Roger Snyder of Birmingham..:. 
or Helena... or wherever, passed on. *

First bale

The first bale of cotton was 
ginned carly this year in Shelby 
County. W. G. and Sam Florey, who 
operate the Coosa Valley Co-op Gin in 
Vincent, noted that the first picking 
usually takes place around the first of 
October. 
But on Sept. 6, Rev. Sam Kidd 
and his sons David, Walter and 
Fredrick arrived at the gin with the 
first cotton picked this season. 
According to the Floreys, the first bale 
weighed 635 pounds. 
Rev. Kidd, whose farm is near the 
Coosa River, indicated that the 
outlook is bleak for cotton growers 
this year.

been considered a need for county 
children who are not delinquent but 
who cannot get the kind of supervision 
they need in their own homes.

Case involving body found 
in Shelby will probably 


be tried in Jefferson

Children had been complaining 
about a bad odor when they rode their 
bicycles down the road. 

But no one who lives in Indian 
Lake Estates dreamed that their 
pleasant area would be the place police 
would find the body of Chicago stee) 
executive Nigel Harlan. 

The mysterious disappearance of 
Harlan had been headline news in 
Birmingham for 15 days. When 
Birmimgham police finally found the 
couple who allegedly kidnapped 
Harlan from a Birmingham night spot, 
the couple told police where to look 
for the body. 

On Saturday morning, 
Birmingham police along with Shelby 
County deputies and Helena officers 
converged on Indian Lake Estates and 
found the partially decomposed body 
lying between two trees no more than 
30 feet from the unpaved winding 
road. 

The location is just off County 
Road 261 north of Helena and not far 
from Acton. 

About ten homes and a large 
stable are located on the road. Horses 


often are pastured in the place where 
the body was found. 

Harlan was apparently killed by 
gun fire, and police searched the area 
for bullets long after the body was 
removed. 

Jurisdiction of the case will 
probably remain with Bimingham or 
Jefférson’ County authorities, even 
though Harlan’s death may have 
occurred in Shelby County. 

Sources in Shelby County courts 
told the Reporter that a section of a 


new law adopted in March, 1976 
provides that when a victim is 
intentionally killed following a 


robbery, the jurisdiction of the case 
may remain in the place the robbery 
occurred. Jefferson County authorities 
assume that robbery was the original 
motive of the abductors of Harlan, 

It is generally conceded that 
Shelby County courts will not press 
for jurisdiction in the case. The two 
persons arrested are Debra Andrus and 
Tony Nolen of Kountz, Texas. They 
were apprehended after using a credit 
card belonging to the dead man in 
Gulf Breeze, Florida. 

They are being held in jail in 
Birmingham.

Cahaba waste issue starts EPA-AWIC feud

The buck has to stop somewhere. 
Someone must be responsible; in 
charge. 

In the Cahaba River sewerage 
treatment issue, that someone is hard 
to find, since neither E.P.A. nor the 
Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission is willing to take 
responsibility for new regulations. 

‘The Environmental Protection 
Agency is not in the business of 
limiting growth,’ said E. P. A.’s 
Ronald Wilson and Gilbert Wallace. 

Nonetheless that is the effect of 
proposed waste treatment regulations 
on South Shelby’s burgeoning Cahaba 
Valley. Because, if you can’t flush the 
toilet, you can’t build the house. 


E. P. A. has proposed that the 
nine waste treatment plants that drain 
the Cahaba River basin not be allowed 
to expand to meet the development 
planned and in some cases already 
under construction; in Riverchase and 
at South Central Bell’s new Data 


Center. 

The businessmen responsible for 
the affected developments are claiming 
foul. 

‘We thought we had a firm 
agreement for sewerage treatment,” 
said John M. Harbert III, Chairman of 
Harbert Construction Corporation, the 
force behind Riverchase. e 

The Cahaba Treatment Plant, the 
plant that handles sewerage from 
Riverchase, was completed in 1973 
with funds provided under state and 
federal water pollution control laws. It 
was dedicated to Jefferson County and 
licensed by the A.W.I.C. and the E. P. 
A. The plant’s capacity is 4 million 
gallons per day. At present 2.4 million 
gallons per day are treated. 

Recently, the AWIC agreed to 
allow building permits to be issued by 
Shelby and Jefferson County 
authorities to use an additional 
800,000 gallons of the capacity of the 
Cahaba Plant. Part of this allocation, 
300,000 gallons per day, was to go to 
Riverchase. 


Tanner’s suit will lead 


to lower phone

Responding to a suit by Pelham 
councilman John Tanner, South 
Central Bell Telephone Company has 
agreed to eliminate or reduce phone 
mileage charges for 48,856 Alabama 
customers. 

“I'm glad South Central Bell has 
realized the mileage charge should be 
eliminated,” said Tanner after being 
informed by Public Service 
Commissioner Jim Zeigler that the 
phone company would adjust its rates. 

The PSC is expected to approve 
the reduction at its October meeting. 

Tanner’s suit was filed after phone 
subscribers in the Pelham area 
complained that the mileage rates were 
capricious and that people living in the 
same neighborhood were often 
charged different rates. 

The mileage charges were 
introduced by the phone comapny to 
offset expenses incurred in adding 
rural customers to its system. 

The suit charged that the rates 
were no longer justified since the 
phone system has expanded to include 
all areas of the state. 

Bell system assistant vice 
president B. H. Henson estimated that 
the changes in the mileage rates would 
result in a revenue loss of $1,701,142 
for the company. 

“Our company cannot possibly 
absorb this type revenue loss and must 
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charge 


respectfully request offsetting revenue 
gains at the time these 
recommendations are formally 
submitted for your consideration,” 
said Henson in a letter to the PSC. 

This means that while phone rates 
will go down for the affected rural 
subscribers, the bill for all telephone 
users is likely to go up. 

The company proposes 
eliminating the mileage charge for 
23,955 customers and reducing it for 
24,901 others. 

In Shelby County, mileage charges 
would be affected at Riverchase, 
Inverness, Altadena South, Indian 
Valley Lake Estates, Cahaba Valley 
Road Community, Chandalar South 
subdivision, the city of Pelham and a 
major portion of Helena.

Routinely, the authorization was 
forwarded to E.P.A. in the form of a 
request by AWIC for additional flow 
at the Cahaba Plant. 

. On running the Cahaba River 
figures through the E.P.A. computer, 
it was discovered that the additional 
discharge would violate standards set 
out in the Water Pollution Control Act 
of 1972 for streams in the “fish and 
wildlife” category. The category in 
which the Cahaba River was placed by 
the AWIC after being required by 
E.P.A. to categorize Alabama Rivers. 

“So you see,” said Wilson after a 
lengthy explanation, “The AWIC sets 
the standards of the river. We operate 
under a section of the law that sets out 
the criteria for meeting that standard. 
All we do is apply the engineering 
criteria.” 

“That’s a cop out,” responded 
William Manasco, chief of the AWIC’s 
Municipal Waste Treatment Division. 

“The federal act required us to set 
the standards we established,” he said. 
“We have asked the E. P. A. to let us 
downgrade some of our “fish and 
wildlife” streams for “agricultural and 
industrial” use, but they won’t let us.” 

The E.P.A. has veto power over 
any request to downgrade a stream. 

Under present conditions, there 
are two ways to increase the number 
of sewer connections and thus the 
number of houses, shops and factories 
in South Shelby County’s Cahaba 
Basin. 

1) Increase the level of waste 
treatment at the plants dumping into 
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the river. This may prove difficult 
since the Cahaba Plant is already 
Operating at 88% efficiency with two 
stages of treatment. A third stage that 
would return water to the river that is 
98% pure is not feasible economically 
or technologically, according to 
Manasco. 

2) Increase the flow in the river to 
dilute the sewerage. Jefferson County 
Commissioner Chriss Doss has 
submitted a plan to build a dam at the 
head waters of the Cahaba in St. Clair 
County and to raise Lake Purdy Dam 
by 10 feet. This would mean that 
Birmingham would not drain the river 
so dry in summer, drinking, bathing 
and washing cars. 

Failing this, either the Cahaba 
River must be downgraded to an 
“agricultural and industrial’’ stream 
(unlikely since AWIC says it will not 
ask to downgrade the Cahaba), or 
development must cease in the Cahaba 
River basin. 

That is where the matter stands. 
No doubt, some compromise will be 
worked out at next Thursday’s public 
hearing on the E. P. A.’s proposed 
standards. 

Still, the limits to growth are 
crowding the horizon in Shelby 
County. 

The public hearing will be at 10 
am. September 21, at the Jefferson 
County Civic Center. Written 
comments should be submitted to the 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
Region IV, 345 Courtland Street, N.

(These are 
applicable to automobile tags, P-1 and 
P-2 tags). ALL other vehicles must 
purchase a new tag. 

For automobile, pick-up truck 
tags, gross weight 0-8, 000, P-1 tags, 
gross weight 8,001-12,000, all they 
will need to do is purchase a decal. 
The price of the decal is the same price 
paid for the tag fee itself in 1977, plus 
the fee for the assessed value of the 
vehicle and city tax-if applicable. The 
purchase of decal only applies to 
pick-up truck tags and automobile 
lags. 

If an individual has purchased an

automobile from another county, 
either from an individual or from a 
dealership, and the vehicle has a tag 
that was initially purchased from 
another county other than Shelby 
County, it will be necessary for them 
to transfer this vehicle into their name, 
from the county in which the original 
tag was purchased. All tag transfers 
must be shown in the Tax Assessor’s 
Office in order for you to be eligible 
to purchase a decal. 

All 1975 vehicles - or newer, 
must have title. Should an individual 
purchase a vehicle 1975-or newer, 
they must have title transfer in their 
name or names. If it is a used vehicle, 
they must have the original title (Red 
document) and have the seller transfer 
ownership over on the back of the 
original title into the owner’s name. 
The new owner then must come into 
the Probate Office or to any 
designated agent, such as a bank, 
credit union, etc.--and apply for title 
transfer to their name. The price is 
$3.50. 

All vehicles 1975, or newer must 
be physically inspected by a 
designated agent, and the person or 
persons whose names appear on the 
title must come in and sign the original 
application for title, or application for 
title transfer. 

New residents of Shelby County, 
who have moved in from out of state, 
must bring the original title; or should 
there be a lien, holder must sign Form 
5-8. Notice of missing document, as 
well as the Application for Title. Their 
tag registration from another state 
must be brought with them as proof 
that taxes were paid in another state, 
in order for them to be exempt from 
paying ad valorem tax. Alabama 
charges tax for previous years. 

Remember when seeking any 
transfer that tag receipts must be 
shown in order to purchase decals in 
Shelby County.

After repeated complaints to the 
Alabama Air Pollution Control 
Commission and local health officials, 
Gingo decided to go to the top. So he 
wrote a letter to the President of the 
United States, with copies to Senator 
John Sparkman, Congressman John 
Buchannan, pollution control 
authorities, and the local press. 


According to Lud Hoffman of the 
Air Pollution Control Commission the 
plant is doing much better than it used 
to in controlling the pollution. 

The commission assigns an 
engineer to inspect each plant that 
operates with an air pollution permit. 
The inspections are made twice a 
month. 


“In a plant as big as this one, we 
can usually tell when there has been a 
malfunction in the pollution control 
devices,” said Hoffman. 

Hoffman and Southern Stone 
inspector Joe Wilson said they had not 
observed many emissions from the 
plant, which just enclosed its crushing 
operatons to cut down on the dust. 

“We think the main source is dust 
from the haul roads,” said Hoffman. 

The Air Pollution Control 
Commission and Shelby County 
Health officials began a series of plant 
inspections and interviews with Gingo 
and the 15 other residents who signed 
his letter to the president on 
Wednesday. 

Gingo’s letter reads in part, 

“As a spokesman for the people in 
this community, I am asking you to 
use your authority to stop Southern 
Stone from spewing dust all over this 
community. There are some people 
here that have trouble breathing even 
when the wind is blowing in the other 
direction. It seems that each time we 
complain the dust stops temporarily 
and then it gets worse. 

‘I know that this company 
violates the Federal Law every day 
when they run those machines without 
using something to stop the dust from 


leaving their property. 

‘It is my understanding that 
Southern Stone has something to stop 
the dust but they do not use it because 
the water clogs up their machines. This 
is no excuse for violating the law. 

‘The dust is so bad sometimes that 
I have had to slow my car down to 5 
mph. Some of these people have 
children that ride the school bus and 
they have told me they were afraid for 
their children’s lives when the bus 
passes in front of Southern Stone. | 
would also like for you to know that 
these people own their homes and are 
all qualified voters of Shelby County. 

“We also have problems with 
dynamite. Sometimes the dynamite 
blows things from the walls and cracks 
the foundation on the houses. 

I am asking you, Sir, to do 
whatever you can to help these people 
to have a safe place to live and 
breathe.”

When [| got home and looked in 
my pocket my quarter was gone. | 
looked in another pocket, and 
another, but no quarter. | found an 
old pocket knife I had got from Hill 
Barnett for a slingshot, and three 
speejinks left over from the marble 
game in Karl Harrison’s front yard the 
day before, and two arrowheads 
Hershel Lester and | had found in 
Longshore’s pasture, and a piece of 
string left over from fixing my 
slingshot pocket, and six tobacco tags 
Marcus Polk and I have picked up back 
of T. R. Walton’s store. But no 
quarter. 

Three hours before, with the sun 
just peeking over Mount Dixie, I had 
put the halter on Mrs. McMillan’s cow, 

2tsy, and started out for the dipping 
vat on coalshute hill. We poked along, 
Betsy hunting clover patches and 
switching her tail at a swarm of flies 
that flew away with a little buzzing 
noise before settling again on her back. 
We passed the Cross house and Mrs. 
John Johnson’s house on the corner. 
Later on, Mrs. Johnson would set her 
chicken nests afire, hoping to do away 
with the mites, and lose nests, mites 
and chicken house before the folks 
from downtown got there to put it 
out, 

Halfway through Carter’s lane, 
where Mr. Carter had butchered a cow 
and hung it up to drain, a half hound, 
with a hound body and a bulldog 
head, sneaked out of the pasture and 
headed our way. He made a pass for 
Betsy’s leg and caught her hoof instead 
and limped off, dragging one hind leg. 
When we got to East College I could 
still hear him howling. 

We turned off East College at the 
Baptist church and passed Uncle Ben 
Owen’s house on the hill. Uncle Ben’s 
dog, a poodle, stood on the high front 
porch and let out a sort of barking 
sound, that wasn’t a bark exactly, but 
a raspy noise that trickled out of him 
in little spurts. 

We turned again at Nona Glass’ 
house and came to depot street. The 
deep ruts, cut out by the drays last 
winter, had dried out in the hot sun, 
leaving ditches almost knee deep. 
Once, when Betsy had stepped in a 
rut, | helped her out and we got on the 
side walk. We stayed there until we got 
to coalshute hill. 

Coalshute hill was a little rise, 
outside of town on the Saginaw road, 
where, years before, men had made 
charcoal, hauling it to Shelby where 
they used it in coke ovens. Today, 
with the charcoal pits gone, they had 
put a dipping vat there, and people, 
from all over, came with their stock to 
dip them in the long vat filled with 
whatever it was that kept the ticks off. 


budget 


to increase by $100,000 


How much money will County 
Commission members be talking about 
when they set budget figures for the 
coming fiscal year? 

Will it be more than last year? 

We posed this question to County 
Tax Assessor Bobbie Reynolds, and 
she said the Commission will have 
about $100,000 more to spend this 
year than last from ad valorem taxes. 

The total amount of ad valorem 
taxes the county will collect this year 
will be $4,736,877.92, Mrs. Reynolds 
says. During the current fiscal year, 
which ends Sept. 30, the county 
collected $4,278,290, she said, 
without figuring in autos. 

This shows a difference of over 
$458,000, but the County 
Commission only gets about a fourth 
of that amount. A large part of the tax 
goes to the state. Then the schools and 
the hospitals come in for their share. 

The general fund will receive 
$786,600, and the road and bridge 
fund will receive $384,300, The tax on 
forest lands will bring in $15,000. Not 
shown in these figures are the sums the 
County Commission receives from the 
gasoline tax, autos, the beer tax, from 
federal grants, and other sources. 

In figuring the budget 
Commissioners will have more money 
than last year, but departmental 
requests are exceeding the amount 
available. 

Proposed raises to county 
empolyees could easily eat up the 
$100,000. 

Trucks and heavy equipment 


needed by the highway department 
would even more easily take up 


$100,000. Many departments are 
requesting additional employees, and 
the legislature dictated certain 
expenses over which the Commission 
had no control. 

The Commission had hoped the 
property reappraisal program would be 
finished by this year, so the expected 
additional revenue would be rolling in. 
But this did not materialize, and the 
budget planners will be forced to 
share expenses closely again.

Oil dumped 56 


years ago 


seeping into Buck Creek 


f An alert engineer started the 
machinery rolling to clean up a 56 
year old oil leak in Buck Creek. 

A Jefferson County engineer 
working in Shelby County on a waste 
management study for the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission, noticed oil leaking from 
the banks of Buck Creek when the 
spillway was opened to make repairs 
on the dam. 

After receiving the call Steve 
Spencer of the Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission determined 
that the oil was leaching from an 
abandoned sump pond at the old 
Conners Steel Plant near Helena and 
called the Environmental Protection 
Agency for authorization to remove 
the oil. 

The EPA inspected the site and 
gave the go ahead to dig up the old 


lake and haul the sludge to the county 
dump. 

Residents say they have noticed 
oil in Buck Creek, off and on, 
especially during times when the 
stream was low, since Conners left the 
site in 1921. 

The EPA will foot the bill for the 
clean-up. 

“The EPA often authorizes the 
clean-up of a spill and then traces the 
responsible individual to collect the 
money it has spent,” said Spencer. 


“*In this case 
limitations has long since runout on 
Conners Steel, so the EPA will have to 
pay,” he said. 

Workers estimated that 8,000 
gallons of sludge and oil had been 
removed to the Shelby County 
landfill.

Discussing the city’s sewerage 
collection system, which is just about 
completed, Mayor Harold Davenport 
said that whether or not residents 
hook onto the system they will still be 
required to pay a fee. The mayor said 
it would be up to the council to decide 
on how much time customers would 
have to hook on. 

The council alse passed a 
resolution to renew a $650,000 loan 
for the sewer collection system as it 
wasn’t completed at the scheduled 
time, 

Having deliberated the matter of 
ordinances dealing with licensing fees 
and directional signs of real estate 
companies, the council finally took 
action on the matter. 

The decision was unanimous that 
brokers would pay $100 per year fees 
and listing agents would be subject to 
fees of $50 per year. The size of 
directional signs was set at 3 square 
feet with each company being allowed 
to put no more than 25 at any one 
time. 

The amendment also stated that 
signs would not be more than 4 feet 
off the ground and not attached to 
any city owned pole or guy wire. It 
further stipulated that the signs not 
obstruct the view of motorists and 
that they not be placed on or adjacent 
to privately owned property without 
the permission of the owner. 

The council set fees for the signs 
as follows: 10 signs, $20 per year; 15 
signs, $40 per year; 20 signs, $60 per 
year; 25 signs, $80 per year.

Montevallo adopts new budget

The largest general funds budget 
in Montevallo’s history was 
unanimously approved and adopted 
earlier this week. Noting that it 
“simply costs more to do anything 
these days,’’ Finance Committee 
Chairman J. A. Brown submitted a 
balanced, general funds budget to 
Montevallo’s City Council Monday 
night. 

Council members discussed each 
of the thirteen revenue items and each 
of the thirty five disbursement items 
at length and then unanimously 
adopted the $312,800 budget for 
fiscal 1977-78. 

During his presentation, Brown 
noted that the new budget represents 
an approximate eight percent increase 
in salaries for city employees. He also 
pointed out that the cost of utilities 
used by the city, such as electric 
power, telephone, water and gas has 
doubled during the year. This is 
reflected in the new budget with an 
allowance of twice as much expected 
to be spent during the new fiscal year. 

Principal sources of income 
projected for the upcoming year 
include the sales tax, $96,000; 
privilege licenses, $60,000; fines and 
costs, $40,000; gasoline excise tax, 
$24,000; and property tax, $20,500. 
Other sources are expected to bring 
total revenues to $312,800. 

On the other side of the municipal 
ledger, the new budget projects the 
expenditure of $92,900 for police 
salaries, $16,800 for sanitation 
department salaries; $25,200 for street 
department salaries, a $20,000 
appropriation for the public schools, 
$22,000 for the Park and Recreation 
Board, a total of $15,000 for the fire 
department, $12,000 for street repairs, 
$11,000 for payroll tax and $10,000 
for utilities. Other projected expenses 
bring the total anticipated 
disbursements to $312,800. 

Revenues and disbursements of 
the Montevallo Water and Sewer Board 
and the municipal gas system are not 
included in the general funds budget. 

The new general funds budget 
becomes effective October 1, the 
beginning of the city’s fiscal year.

Insecticide poisoning was begun the 
latter part of July, Mrs. Florey said, 
with twice a week sprayings. 

Cotton brought 80-cents a pound 
last year, Mrs. Florey related. 
However, the market price this year is 
below S0O-cents, she said. And for 
many growers, the spraying dmounts 
to between $400 and $800 a week. 
“We're going to come out in the hole,” 
she remarked. 


The yield per acre this year is also 


lower than usual. Whereas growers can 
usually count on a bale per acre, 
they’re now getting between a quarter 
and a half bale per acre.

Crash claims one life

The junction of Valleydale Road 
and Highway 31 has been described as 
a dangerous intersection. And some 
have predicted ihat a serious accident 
was bound to happen there unless 
better safety measures were taken.

According to Trooper Crittenden, 
the light was green when the accident 
occurred. He said the woman driver 
was already in the intersection when 
Araujo turned in front of her. 

Assisting with the rush hour 
traffic, which was backed up for about 
an hour, were Trooper Bill Bradshaw, 
Deputy Sheriff Louie Cosby, and 
Pelham Police Officer Jerry Payne.

And 
everyone seemed to be welcome at the 
gathering except reporters. 

“We don’t want any publicity,” 
declared Tony Brown of Calera who 
accused the Reporter of putting the 
Klan in a bad light. 

Although the meeting was open to 
the public, a Klan member from 
Birmingham instructed reporters not 
to take any pictures. 

When he addressed the crowd, 
which one police officer estimated to 
be between 300 and 350, Brown 
accused the Reporter of only giving 
one side of the story in an article 
telling about plans for the rally. 

However, Brown failed to 
mention that the Klan’s views were 
presented in a letter to the editor 
which ran in the paper the following 
week. The letter was written by 
Jimmy Wilbanks, on whose property 
the rally was held. 

Protesting Mayor Austin 
Mitchell’s statement that there had 
always been good cooperation 
between blacks and the white 
community in Wilsonville, Brown 
mentioned 2 incidents that Wilbanks 
referred to in his published letter.

Again questioning why 
newspapers didn’t print anything good 
about the Klan, Rockco recounted 


that he spent 99% of his time aiding 
those who need help. 

Underlining his point of getting 
involved, Rockco told the audience 
that every red blooded citizen can do 
their part in stopping Communist and 
Socialist rule.

Ross Bob Mullins and J. B. Turner, Jr., 
Columbiana residents, returned from 
World War IL impressed that their 
hometown could use most effectively 
a recreational facility much like they 
had enjoyed in some of their travels 
during the war. They dreamed of their 
church providing such a ministry. 

“It was not until 1973 that their 
dream began becoming a reality. The 
First Baptist Church, in regular 
conference on Wednesday, July 17, 
1973, voted to establish a Building and 


Planning Committee to study, plan 
and bring recommendations to the 


church for building and financing such 
a facility. The nine member committee 
was elected by the church on August 


1, 1973. Mr. Mullins served as 
chairman of the committee. 

“The committee spent the 
remaning months of 1973 visiting 
Church Family Life Centers in 
locations over the state and gathering 
statistical information. Classes and 
departments needed for expansion in 
light of population trends in 
Columbiana were evaluated. 


Discussion also centered around the 
weck-day program to be housed in the 
facility in addition to the Sunday and 
Wednesday classes. 

“Finally, the committee decided 
to errect a triple functional building 
that would provide recreations, 
education, and fellowship.

Auburn begins plan 


for best land use 


Where 
built? 

Where is the best place to grow 
certain crops? 

Where is the best place for a new 
residential area or a new territory? 

Answers to questions such as 
these that are becoming more and 
more important to Shelby County 
may soon be available on a computer. 

Researchers say a geographic 
analysis and mapping system soon to 
be initiated at Auburn University will 
make such information available to the 
entire state. 

Purpose of the new system is to 
provide for proper land-use planning. 

The system was worked out for 
the Alabama Development Office by 
Dr. Bruce Herring, Associate Professor 
of Industrial Engineering and by Dr. 
Reginald Vachon, Professor of 
Mechanical Engineering. 

When operative, the system will 
make readily available geographical 
information that is already known, but 
is in a form difficult to analyze, or is 
buried in a mass of irrelevant data.

to “reduce the likelihood of vast 
construction blunders,” according to 
Herring. “We can map the shrink or 
swell potential of a particular area that 
might make it a hazardous building 
site,” he added. 

“Take septic tanks, for example,” 
continued, “we could map soil 
to determine where 
septic tanks should or should not be 
built.” 

Other information which will go 
into the computer and which should 
prove to be valuable in Shelby County 
includes a flood plain for the entire 
state, major transportation routes, 
general soil types and terrain 
characteristics. 

If you want to know the best sites 
for an industry, Herring explained, 
you would consider “access to the 
transportation systems, utilities, 
quantities of population to provide a 
work force and the terrain and soil 
properties for construction.” 

He concluded by saying the new 
computer program will be able to 
produce maps showing where such 
conditions are concentrated.

Q. What are the biggest problems 
in dove shooting? 

A. My biggest complaint is the 
selfishness shown by many éxcellent 
shooters every year. These are those 
individuals with more ego than 
sporting manners who shoot two, 
three or even four times the set limit 
of 12 legal birds in a daily bag. The 
violators -- slobs is a better term - 
who hand-bail doves, shoot out. of 
season, take over the limit are robbing 
you, the sportsman, of birds you 
might have a chance to shoot at later. 

There’s another point that bothers 
me. September dove shooting is not 
the best in conservation regulations 
because a small percentage of breeding 
doves are still on the nest in 
September and October. This brings 
on another statistic: ‘The breeding 
population from 1963 to 1973 has 
declined two percent a year for the 
county!” Can this annual drop be tied 
to early dove shooting while a 
percentage of doves are still nesting? 


Experience has proved to me that 
where unlimited shooting takes place, 
you can expect only two or three early 
successful shoots. There are often too 
few doves later to fill one limit in even 
a “sharpshooter’s” bag. 

It’s fairly well documented that 
for every four doves brought to bag, 
one is crippled and not recovered. We 
can avoid a good deal of crippling by 
(1) practicing with clay pigeons to 
better our swing and sighting; (using 
shotgun chokes bored modified or full, 
and (2) shooting targets only within 
40 yards range -- If you can’t see those 
beady eyes, he’s too far to shoot! 

You must realize you kill a 
shotgun target with a pattern of pellets

of sufficient size. Some rudimentary 
studies in Okla. show three to five 
pellets in a game bird are necessary to 
consistently bag that. bird. Forget 
about that one pellet in the eye. 
Therefore, a modified or full-choked 
barrel will do the job better than an 
improved cylinder choke. ‘*Oh, I can 
do better with a quail bore,” one 
shooter insisted. 

“Sure, ” I came back. “But how 
many of those doves did you ‘seem’ to 
miss? If you’re dropping “em every 
shot or so, then you’re doing the right 
thing. You’re waiting for the doves to 
come within range. 

One fatmer spoke to me a few 
years ago. “Let’s not shoot this field 
now, but wait until the second 
season.” I explained that research by 
my late friend, Frank Winston, game 
biologist of Fla., showed that 70 to 80 
percent of doves die within the first 
year of life and that 50 percent die 
within the first 90 days after banding. 

‘My farmer-hunting friend wanted 
to argue further. “What about doves 
coming down from the north the 
second half of the split season?” 

“*Probably most doves coming 
south are here by now -- maybe 
before the first shot is fired,” | 
answered, 

Then I gave the clincher, which I 
think best describes human nature. 

“Do you for a moment think dove 
hunters in Tenn., Ky., the Carolinas, 
Ark., and so forth, are going to say - 
‘Oh, let’s stop shooting and let those 
poor boys in Alabama get some of our 
doves’ ’

Murphy began his riding career at 
the old Mede Cahaba stables on 
Highway 280 as an exercise rider for 
Ms. Mignon Smith who raised 
steeplechasers and hunters on the 
1,000 acre farm. He showed his ability 
by dominating the open jumper 
competition in Alabama from the time 
he was about 15. When Ms. Smith 
moved her operation to Washington, 
Murphy stayed at what is now called 
Way High with a few horses to train.

Early county families shared excitement 


SHELBY COUNTY HISTORY 
Part V 


by Shelba S. Nivens 


Through bits of information 
gleaned from court records, old 
manuscripts and history books, we 
deduced that Samuel Hawkins, found 
in early Shelby County records, was 
killed in 1826, along with Indian 
Chief, William McIntosh, for selling 
Indian lands to the White Man. And 
now we have run across a collection of 
old letters which confirms this 
assumption. 

Author of these letters was 
Thomas S. Woodward, born in Georgia 
around the year 1795 of European and 
Indian ancestory. Coming into what is 
now Alabama as a soldier of the Creek 
Wars, he remained aferwards among 
the Indians to learn many of them and 
their ways. In one of his letters, 
written during the 1850s, he 
confirmed that Sam Hawkins did, 
@adeed, die along with McIntosh. He 
knew the chief well who headed the 
party that did the killing, he said, and 
heard him admit the deed. 

According to early writers and 
county records, the Hawkins came 
very early to what is now Shelby 
County. The families of Benjamin and 
Thomas Hawkins settled around 
Wilsonville and intermarried with the 
Brashers, while Stephen (Rev. Teague 
‘said he was a brother of Benjamin.) 
married a woman of Indian blood and 
went to live across the river in the 
Creek Nation. Samuel Hawkins, who 
became an Indian Chief, was the son 
of Stephen and his half-breed wife, 
Sarah Grierson Hawkins. Sarah’s 
parents were Scotchman, Robert 
Grierson, and the Indian woman, 
Sinnugee. 

Both Stephen Hawkins and his 
father-in-law, Robert Grierson, were 
Indian tradeers and were known by 
the famous Indian Agent, Benjamin 
Hawkins. (Pherhaps Stephen’s younger 
brother, Benjamin, was named for the 
gent.) The agent described Stevhen 
wkins as ‘‘an active man,” but “of 
eak mind, fond of drink and a savage 
when drunk.’’ However, Robert 
rierson was a wealthy and much 
respected man in the Nation, and 
Agent Hawkins counseled with him in 
atters concerning the welfare of the 
adiana. Grierson lived in what was 
Hescribed as a “hospitable mansion,” 
pwned what is thought to be the first 
otton gin in Alabama and employed 
ed, black and white on his plantation 
ear Hillabee Town. 

In 1832 a census was taken of the 
reek Nation. Among the heads of

families at Hillabee Town were listed 
at least three of Robert Grierson’s 
children —- Sandy, Lizza, and William -- 
and the name “Sinnoga,” which was 
probably their Indian mother, 
Sinnugee. Sinnugee would have been 
great grandmother of the infant 
children of Samuel Hawkins for whom 
Thomas Brasher was named guardian 
after the chief was killed. 

Shelby County Court also named 
Benjamin Hawkins as agent for the 
heirs of the late Sam Hawkins. 
According to the letters of Woodward, 
Samuel had a brother named 
Benjamin, and both married daughters 
of Indian Chief McIntosh. McIntosh 
had both a Creek and a Cherokee wife. 
Sam married Jane, the oldest daughter 
by the Creek wife, (Jane had been 
married to a Mitchell), while Benjamin 
married a daughter of the Cherokee 
wife. 

R. S. Cotterill’s ‘The Southern 
Indians’ noted that when McIntosh 
was killed, “‘... They also killed one 
son-in-law of McIntosh and tried to 
kill another...” We have seen that 
Sam Hawkins was the son-in-law who 
was killed. Perhaps Benjamin was the 
other son-in-law involved. 


After the death of Samuel 
Hawkins, his widow, Jane, married 
Paddy Carr, but left him and moved to 
Arkansas. We cannot say what became 
of the children of Jane and Samuel 
Hawkins. As both were of Indian 
ancestory, their children --and Jane- 
may have left with the Indians when 
they were removed from the area. Or 
they may have been part of the early 
Hawkins settlers to the Wilsonville 
area. We have found that at the time 
of his death, Sam Hawkins of the 
Creek Nation owned land in eastern 
Shelby County to which he had heirs. 

1840 census of Arkansas listed 
several Hawkins, among 
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Benjamin Hawkins. Woodward wrote 
that Sam’s brother, Benjamin, was 
killed in Texas “‘at the time Hopoithle 
Yoholo’s son called Dick Johnson, was 
killed.”’ Opothleyaholo was 
Speaker of the Councils of the Upper 
Creek towns. Rev. Teague recalled 
seeing him in the fall of 1836 on the 
way to Arkansas with 3000 Indians. It 
would be interesting to learn why 
Benjamin Hawkins was with the 
Chief's son in Texas, and how the 
chief came to have a son called Dick 
Johnson. 

According to the recollections of 
Rev. Teague, three daughters of 
Benjamin Hawkins (either the uncle or 
brother of Sam) married three Brasher 
brothers. Records show the Brasher 
brothers as prominent figures in early 
Shelby County and Columbiana 
history.

enjoys working in Shelby County

A churchyard might seem like a 
peculiar place to eat lunch every day. 
But a native of India who’s been 
living in Columbiana this summer 
found that it was an ideal spot to eat a 
sandwich and read his Bible. 

N.M. Bala Subrah Manyam has 
accepted Christianity since coming to 
Shelby County. Amazed at the 
abundance of churches, the new 
convert remarked “The Father has so 
many houses all over the county.” 

Traveling throughout the area 
selling religious reference books, Bala 
said that he never had any trouble 
finding a church where he could stop 
and eat while pursuing his study of the 
Bible. 

During the winter months Bala is 
a graduate student at Virginia Tech 
and will be starting on his doctoral 
work in just a few weeks. 

Christian theology isn’t new to 
Bala. He related that there were many 
missionaries in his country while he 
was growing up and he had even “read 
the Bible from cover to cover,” 


But somehow the attitude of the 
people with shom he’s come in contact 
here, especially at the Columbiana 
Baptist Church where he regularly 


attends services, influenced him to 
accept Christ. 

In fact it was a prayer group at 
the church that helped him find a 
place to live when he arrived in the 
county with his wife and 2 sons. 

Describing Bala as a humble type 
of person, Rev. Charles Stroud said 
that he was always kind, gracious and 
polite. “His presence here has really 
been good for us,” the minister 
declared, 

“I think he has the potential to be 
a leader in India,” Rev. Stroud added. 

Formerly a Division 
Superintendent with the Southern 
Railroad in India, Bala took a leave of 
absence to pursue studies in urban and 
regional planning. He reported that 
he’ll probably be with the Ministry of 
Housing when he returns to his 
country in 1979. 

Until that time he’s calling 
Columbiana his home. After’ 
exhibiting his skill as a book salesman, 
the company wanted to move him to a 
larger territory. Hdwever Bala declined 
the offer. 

Even though his wife and children 
had returned to India, Bala declared he 
still had a family in Columbiana. He 
was referring to the Elbert Gibsons 
who have become fast friends with the 


Ft. Morgan pier gets grant 


The Alabama Historical 
Commission will receive $25,000 in 
revenue sharing funds from Gov. 
George C. Wallace for renovation of 
the fishing pier at Fort Morgan.

Residents were asked to boil their 
drinking water by county health 
officials after the town well collapsed 
into a large sinkhole that surfaced in a 
cotton field behind the pump house. 


Water Board Chairman D. E. 


Morris ordered the 550 gallon per 


minute well shut down after the hole 


was discovered Wednesday morning. 
The system was switched to the old 
town well which pumps 90 gallons per 
minute. Westover Water Authority is 
selling water to Harpersville for four 
hours each night. This is enough to fill 
the tank. 

For at least the next six months, 
Harpersville residents must conserve 
water. 

Mayor J. W. Donahoo said the 


present arrangement could supply the 
minimum needs for Harpersville until 
the new well could be dug. 

On hearing that people in drought 
stricken California were being asked to 
bathe once a week, Morris laughed, 
“We might just have to ask our folks 
to bathe every second week.” 

Both men are concerned about 
where the money for the new well is 
coming from. 

The town’s debt ceiling is fixed at 


about $17,500, five per cent of an 
assessed valuation of $350,000. 

““We couldn’t get a posthole digger 
for that at today’s prices,” said 
Donahoo.

County schools begin 
$80,000 reading project

Parents nationwide are concerned 
that their children are not learning 
how to read, and Shelby County is no 
exception. 

The majority of county students 
in grades 1-6 are reading at the third 
grade level, according to local school 
officials. 

The third grade is the first big 
hurdle for beginning readers, Children 
in grades 1-3 are said by educators to 
be “learning to read”, in grades 4-6 
students should be “reading to learn”. 
But many are getting stuck at the third 
grade level. 

This means that Shelby County 
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Reading to learn, from “Chicken 
Feathers” to “The Way of The 


ye World”. Elementary education in a 


nutshell. 


students are not mastering the basic 
skill needed to continue _ their 
education; the ability to read. 

This fall the county has adopted a 
new reading program which school 
officials hope will correct this deficit. 
The county board is spending $80,000 
on the language program which is the 
latest offering from Holt-Rhinehart 
Company. 

Company spokesperson, Sue 
Byars emphasized that reading is just 
one of the language skills, while 
explaining the program to teachers 
from Valley Elementary School. 

The Holt-Rhinehart Reading 
Series uses a “total language” 
approach, incorporating spelling and 
grammar into the reading lessons, she 
said. 

The series covers almost every 
subject area. From the first grade 
students are made aware of careers, 
fine arts, famous people, and the best 
of children’s literature. 

“We hope this program will do 
what we have failed to do in the past. 
We hope it will make reading easier for 
our children,” said County Board of 
Education Secondary Supervisor 
George Daily. 

Teachers, who had the biggest 
input in the reading series selection 
process, said they felt the program was 
the most logical of the 12 offered the 
county. 

“We have been teaching the 
mechanics of reading, but we haven't 
been teaching comprehension,” said 
Valley principal Norma Rogers, who 
added that this was why her students 
had tested at the third grade level 
when Holt-Rinehart administered its 
placement tests in May. 

The company tests all students 
before entering them on the program.

first time since organizing in 1948 the 
board had managed to get the system 
operating in the black. 

Donahoo gave Morris the credit 
saying the manager had stopped leaks 
in the system and reduced the electric 
bill by half. 

“Now we don’t know what we 
will do,” said the mayor. “I have been 
to the Farmers Home Administration 
about a loan, but they were not very 
encouraging. They told me to talk to 
someone in the governor’s office, or to 
H.U.D. about disaster aid.” 

The notice to boil water sent by 
the health department did not reach 
all users, and some who got it chose to 
ignore it. 

“I’m not boiling my water,” said 
Donahoo. “I tell anyone that asks that 
they should follow the health 
department guidelines, but I haven't 
had any problems drinking the water.” 

Some residents of the Vincent 
viaduct area said they had not received 
any notice to boil water, but that they 
had experienced no discomfort. 

Students at Coosa Valley 
Academy were asked to bring their 
own water supply to school. 

Health official Don Stutz said that 
the chlorine residual in the water had 
fallen below acceptable levels. On 
Friday, the coliform bacteria count 
was 26 parts per million west of the 
well; to the east it was 1 ppm; and at 
the well registered 0. Chlorine kills the 
bacteria. 

It is the high coliform count that 
causes nausea and diarrhea when U. S. 
tourists drink water abroad. 

Stutz said he thought Harpersville 
bacteria levels would be below the 4 
ppm allowed by law in Alabama water 
systems by today.

budget outlook ‘bleak’ 


Reporter interview 

In a recent interview with Shelby 
County Commissioner Doug Ballard 
the Reporter learned the financial 
condition of the county was 
uppermost in his mind. 

“We did not have enough money 
to meet our budget this year; we have 
borrowed $300,000.00 to match 
federal and state funds to resurface 
existing roads. We could not afford 
any new paving and anticipate having 
to borrow another $100,000.00 to 
meet unexpected general obligations 
this budget year,” he said. 

When asked about the upcoming 
budget preparations Ballard said, ‘‘The 
picture is bleak. Almost every 
department is asking for a sizeable 
increase in their *77-"78 budget. They 
say they need more people, increases 
in salaries, more office space, and 
more equipment. Then you have 
inflation to deal with.” 

What about the additional 
$100,000 revenues from ad valorem 


taxes that Tax Assessor 
Reynolds expects this year? 

Ballard answered, “That is a drop 
in the bucket. The normal salary 
demands will be more than that. To 
add to our woes, the old worn out 
bull-dozers that we had to pull off the 
highways to operate the land-fills are 
shot and repairs are becoming 
prohibitive. We can’t continue to 
operate them but to replace them 
would cost $300,000.00.” 

Regarding a solution, Ballard said, 
“We have to look first at where our 
tax monies are going. Two of the 
largest budgets outside of the Board of 
Education are the sheriff's department 
costing over a half-million dollars a 
year and the hospital which gets over a 
half-million. I think we must look at 
these to see if something cannot be 
done to economize. 

When asked what he would 
suggest, Commissioner Ballard said, 
“Even if we had an exemplary 
Sheriff's department it shouldn't cost

Alabaster budget 
boosted by $100,000

There’ll be a $100,000 increase in 
Alabaster’s budget for the upcoming 
fiscal year. 

At Monday night’s meeting, the 
city’s governing body unanimously 
voted to adopt the budget proposed 
by Finance Chairman Charlotte Burke. 

The imcrease in projected 
income, bringing the total amount of 
revenue to an expected $577,650. will 
come from collection fees on the new 
sewer system. 

Complying with a request for 
funds to help with new lighting at the 
Thompson High School field, the 
council voted to give the school 
$5,000. 

At a previous meeting, school 
principal Allen Fulton and members of 
the booster club requested help with 
the project which entailed replacing 
poles and purchasing new lights. 

Councilman Jack Zuiderhoek, 


who’s been working on the project 
reported that some of the materials 
and labor had been donated. “I think 
they’ll come out paying less than the 
$10,000 they estimated,” he said. 


The council voted unanimously in 
favor of adopting a retirement system 
for city employees, And they also 
approved a motion to adopt a pay plan 
of classification under the merit 
system. 

The resignation of Jim Mayhew, 
who was recently employed as a police 
radio dispatcher, was accepted. And 


the council agreed to hire Roy 
Smitherman as a fulltime police 
officer. 


Mayor Harold Davenport brought 
up the request for the transfer in name 
of an off-premise beer license. There 
was no opposition to the request 
which came from Smith’s Grocery, 
formerly called Payne’s Grocery.

Major developments, such as the 
Harbert Corporation’s Riverchase and 
the South Central Bell’s Data Center, 
had received commitments from the 
Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission for sewer tie ons that 
would account for an additional 
800,000 gallons per day discharge 
from the Cahaba River Sewerage 
Treatment Plant. The plant was built 
in 1973 with a capacity of 4 million 
gallons per day, at present it processes 
2.2 million gallons per day. 

“The river is one of our greatest 
assets,”’ said Bill Satterfield assistant 
manager of Harbert’s Riverchase 
project. “We have gone to great 
lengths to leave a buffer zone of trees 
along the banks of the river and to 
build silt ponds to protect if from 
construction runoff.” 

Harbert projects a __ total 
investment for  Riverchase of 
$150,250,000 (plus $40,000,000 in 
computers). A total of 3,625 
construction jobs and 6,411 
permanent jobs are projected for the 
development. The project is a little 
over half completed. In addition, 
dozens of small developers in the 
north Shelby, south Jefferson area 
would be halted by the proposed 
standards. 

The problem of water quality in 
the Cahaba is complicated by the fact 
that the Birmingham Water Works uses 
the river as the principal source of 
drinking water for Birmingham. In a 
drought such as the one this year, the 
water works drains the river to a 
trickle. 

On September 13 a delegation of 
developers and politicians led by 
Jefferson County commissioner Chriss 
Doss paid a visit to John White, new 


as much as it does. It is about the most 
expensive Sheriffs department per 
capita of any county in Alabama. 
Dallas County, with a lot more people, 
has a budget about half of ours, so 
some paring down should be done in 
this area,” 

And the county hospital? Ballard 
replied, “I am not advocating the sale 
of the hospital. However, I plan to ask 
the Commission to arrange a meeting 
with the Hospital Board to see if 
certain steps can be taken to relieve 
the tax-payers of some of the burden 
of the 4-mill tax, which amounts to 
over a half-million dollars a year to 
subsidize the operation. 

“T can’t say that taxes would be 
reduced but we have so many other 
pressing requirements that some of 
this money needs to be shifted to 
other uses. My thinking is that the 
hospital should be able to operate on a 
break-even basis and if this can be 
accomplished, I see no reason why 
the County shouldn’t keep it. If this is 
not possible, I think we should explore 
other alternatives to assure its 
continued operation. 

Would you comment on the 
resignation of the Commission Clerk? 

“Yes, some while back I 
mentioned that Snowden cleaned 
house when he took over the Probate 
office and predicted he would do the 
same in the Commission office. 

“Mary Niven has been the 
back-bone of the Commission for 
many years and she will be sorely 
missed. I have written our legal 
counsel requesting answers to certain 
questions regarding the chain of 
authority in the office. If Snowden’s 
Administrative Assistant is in charge 
then the ball is in his court and I wish 
him well.”

southeastern administrator for EPA in 
Atlanta. 

The delegation told White that the 
inchoate standards for the Cahaba 
would work a _ serious economic 
hardship on the Birmingham area. 


White told the developers that 
EPA did not advocate a “no growth” 
policy and that his agency would 
cooperate with developers in finding a 
solution to the immediate problems 
caused by the proposals. 

The Doss delegation also pushed 
for a long range solution to the 
problem. The commissioner has 
advanced a plan that would augment 
the flow of the Cahaba by raising the 
Lake Purdy Dam by 10 feet and 
constructing a reservoir’ on Black 
Creek in St. Clair County. 

Environmentalists are concerned 
that water quality standards not be 
relaxed for the river. 

“As I read public law 92-500 (the 
federal clean water act) clean water is 
mandated just like the civil rights act 
mandated equal justice for blacks,” 
said Dr. J. Walden Retan, president of 
the Birmingham chapter of the Sierra 
Club. “We are not going to give up 
development, nobody wants that, but 
we are going to have clean water by 
1983.” 

“We are not opposed to 
development in the Cahaba Basin,” 
said Alabama Conservancy Director 
John Randolph, “but we are 
concerned that the water quality 
standards for the Cahaba might be 
lowered from ‘fish and wildlife’ to 
‘agricultural and industrial’ and we are 
not going to see the Cahaba sacrificed 
on the altar of development.” 

Retan said he would wait until the 
EPA’s Environmental. Impact 
Statement was issued before forming 
an opinion on whether treatment at

the sewerage plants on the river should 
be upgraded or the flow in the river 
should be augmented. 

“I think we will have to both 
upgrade the plants and augment the 
river’s flow,” said Randolph. 

A third proposal is an alternative 
source of water, such as Smith Lake or 
the Coosa River, for the Birmingham 
Water Works. This would mean laying 
pipe and building lift stations to get 
the water to the Shades Mountain 
Filtration Plant. 

A study by a local engineering 
firm pegs the cost of the Doss plan at 
$16,000,000; the upgrading of 
treatment facilities at $21,000,000; 
and the alternative water source plan 
at $25,000,000 plus. 

A long range solution to the 
problem hinges on finding the money 
needed to develop one of the plans 
advanced. No money is available from 
the federal government until after the 
EPA has completed its impact 
statement. 

The government has spent over 
$2,000.000 examining the river since 
studies began in March of 1974. The 
EIS originally due this month is now 
projected for March 1978. 

Both —environmentalists 
developers are concerned over 
length of time the study is taking. 

A possible snag in the Doss plan 
was revealed at a meeting of EPA 
officials in Birmingham Saturday. 
According to public law 92-500 the 
EPA may not fund flow augmentation 
projects if treatment facilities can be 
improved to answer the problem. 

“We realize that the Cahaba River 
is a complex problem and that flow 
augmentation may be necessary,” said 
an official at the meeting, “But we 
can’t tell you where you are going to 
get the money to implement it.” 

Both White and the officials at 
last Saturday’s meeting said that the 
outcome of the September 21 public 
meeting at the Jefferson County Civic 
Center will, in the words of director 
White, “‘carry a lot of weight.”

“We won't have any figures until 
the 201 study is complete,” said 
Mayor Burk Dunaway, adding that the 
study is due in a few weeks. 

Although Buck Creek empties 
into the Cahaba, it has been separated 
from the. Enrironmental Impact 
Statement being prepared by the EPA 
for the Cahaba Basin, he said. 

Buck Creek is classified as an 
“agricultural and industrial” stream by 
the AWIC. This means that the 
allowable bacteria count will not limit

Congress passed Public Law 
92-500, the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act, October 18, 1972, after a 
long and acrimonious debate between 
developers and environmentalists. 
Under this law water quality will be 
upgraded so that by 1983 we will be 
able once again to fish and swim in the 
nation’s rivers. 


This is the law of the land, just 
like the Social Security Act or the 
Voting Rights Act. 


There is growing agreement 


among all citizens, proponents, 
opponents, developers and 
environmentalists that the goal of 
clean water is desirable. 


The technology exists to do the 
job, Water treatment plants have been 
designed to return waste water that is 
98 per cent pure. 


The problem now is 
implementation of the law. It costs 
millions to build a waste treatment 
plant. Congress has appropriated 
$2-billion for waste treatment 


facilities. This is a drop in the bucket. 

Until money for these facilities 
can be found, the Environmental 
Protection Agency is charged by the 
law with maintaining existing water 
quality. 

For builders in the Cahaba River 
Basin and elsewhere EPA enforcement 
of PL 92-500 has the effect of halting 
development, much of it planned and 
financed years in advance, and runs 
the risk of a serious adverse impact on 
the nation’s economy through loss of 
construction jobs and future income. 


EPA officials maintain that they 
do not advocate a “no growth” policy, 
yet this is the effect rigid enforcement 
of water quality standards will have in 
the Cahaba Basin; for without sewer 
connections building will not be 
permitted. 

President Carter’s new Region IV 
administrator, John White, has assured 
local officials he will be reasonable 
about the Cahaba. We trust he will be 
able to administer the aquatic ecology 
without dislocating the human 
economy. . ERJ

WASHINGTON - The Senate 
Judiciary Committee is expected to 
act before the end of this session of 
Congress on a bill to compensate an 
Anniston area family for the death of 
their son who was mauled and 
partially devoured by a grizzly in 
Yellowstone Park in 1972. 

The private bill, introduced by 
Sen. John Sparkman on behalf of Mr. 
and Mrs. Wallace Walker of 
Choccolocco, is now languishing in the 
committee awaiting a report from the 
Department of the Interior, according 
to a Sparkman staff member who 
checked Friday on the bill’s status. 


The family sued the government 
for a half million dollars and a federal 
court actually awarded $87,417.67 
but that award was overturned when 
the government appealed to the 9th 
Circuit Court of Appeals in California. 

The Walker family took it to the 
Supreme Court, but the justices 
refused to hear it, thereby letting the 
appeals court’s negative ruling stand. 

Sparkman’s bill would give the 
family the exact amount awarded by 
the court. 

Attorneys for the Walkers claimed 
the 232-pound grizzly attacked Walker 
and a friend after tearing into food at 
their campsite in Yellowstone. 
Grizzlies in the area had foraged in 
garbage dumps, but the government 
had closed the dumps in an attempt to 
draw the bears to other areas.

Mrs. Cornelia Wallace may or may 
not have copies of the tape recordings 
she made of Gov. Wallace’s private 
telephone conversations, but as far as 
the upcoming divorce proceedings are 
concerned it won't make any 
difference. 

It has been learned that the three 
attorneys representing Mrs. Wallace — 
George Dean, Ira DeMent and John 
Kohn -—- have been advised by Justice 
Department officials that they must 
not use the tapes in any divorce trial. 

For one reason, the taping of the 
conversations was in violation of 
federal law; for another, the use of the 
illegally obtained tapes in a trial would 
violate yet another federal law. 

Thus, it makes no difference to 
Gov. Wallace if his estranged wife has

three attorneys who are handling Mrs. 
Wallace’s case had ever suggested the 
much talked about tapes would be 
used, although she had been quoted as 
suggesting that the playing of the 
recordings would “ruin” the 
governor’s political career. 

Despite all the speculation and 
talk about what might come out at the 
trial, the odds are heavy that Wallace 
vs. Wallace divorce case will never get 
that far. Most probably it will be 
settled out of court.

It is presumed to be the oldest 
home remaining in Cahaba Valley. 

The cabin has been almost 
stripped of its additions and will be 
moved, log by log, board by board, to 
the Joe Tucker Park in Helena by the 
historical society. Its appearance today 
is incongruous with the surroundings, 
an oddity to the eye trainined in 
viewing today’s complex architecture. 


However, placed in a more natural 
habitat, in a woodland area in the 
park, it will be easily visualized as it 
was more than a century and a half ago 
when the valley was in its infancy. 


Mrs, Annie Margaret Winslett of 
Cahaba Valley told the Reporter that 
her parents, the W. D. Hendersons, 
moved there in 1913 and it was in this 
log room she was born, as was her 
brother. 

At that time, the original floor, of 
twelve inch board, was visible. There 
was an addition of a hall and two 


lean-to rooms at the back. Ken 
Penhale of the Shelby County 
Historical Society estimated their 


addition as approximately 1860. 

She said the original fireplace was 
made of white rock and drew 
beautifully.

Dr. Rogers, as cool and efficient 
as her operation, has won the respect 
and appreciation of students and 
parents alike.

The county does not have extra 
funds to spend on _— school 
beautification, so Dr. Rogers started 
her own fund drive, getting donations 
of money from teachers, time from 
patrons and change from the drink 
machines.

firm prints checks for 90 per cent of 
the banks in the southeast, including 
all the Shelby County banks. 

The new plant employs 70 people 
to produce 16,000,000 checks per 
month. The plant is highly automated, 
employing people mainly to proofread 
the checks. An error on a check could 
cause a bank’s electronic accounting 
systems to debit the wrong account. 

Harland president J. William 
Robinson and Riverchase developer 
John M. Harbert III were on hand for 
ribbon cutting ceremonies. 

“We are proud to welcome this 
established and reputable company as 
a neighbor and member of the 
Riverchase family,” said Harbert. 


Harland is betting that the new 
electronic funds transfer system, will 


not significantly reduce the demand 
for personal checks during — the 
approximate 25-year life of the plant. 

“One of the positive trends we 
have observed recently is the realistic 
evaluation of the future role of checks 
in the payment system,” said Harland 
in the Company's annual report to 
stockholders. “For so many years, the 
glamour of electronic technology 
spawned catchy headlines and reams 
of publicity, usually at the expense of 
the current payment systems, and with 
little recognition of the benefits now 
enjoyed by users. 

“Banks are taking a hard look at 
the results of EFT (Electronic Funds 
Transfer) efforts in the light of profit 
potentials, capital © expenditure 
requirements, operating expenses and 
customer satisfaction. The result of all 
this is that everyone involved is taking 
a more cautious approach to change, 
and changes that are made will have to 
stand on their own merits.

Wildcats back winning

The Shelby County High School 
Wildcats combined an explosive first 
half and an alert defense to shut out B. 
B. Comer High School of Sylacauga 
21-0 last Friday night. 

The scrappy Wildcat defense 
claimed three Comer fumbles, blocked 
a punt, and intercepted two passes to 
cancel advances made by their foes.

Q. How does the mourning dove 
rate as a game bird? 


A. The dove, family 
Calumbiadae, in several ways is our 
most astonishing game bird. 
Nationwide, it’s probably the most 
important because it’s the most 
frequent live target. Pll say more caps 
are popped at mourning doves than all 
other game birds combined. I estimate 
five bangs per dove bagged. This may 
be conservative. I’ve seen a few experts 
average fewer than two cartridges per 
downed bird, while I have also 
watched numerous beginners burn 
powder from a box of 25 shot shells 
without touching a feather. At my 
estimate we shoot 9,880,000 boxes of 
shot shells at this streamlined 
feathered target to bag an estimated 
49,400,000 mourning doves annually! 


Another unusual fact is that the 
dove is the only game species that 
breeds in every one of the 48 
contiguous states. This smaller cousin 
of the extinct passenger pigeon 
produces up to six broods of two 
young per nest in a season --- usually in 
the South from March to mid-October. 
Each egg hatches on the 14th day of 
incubation. Young stay in the nest for 
11 - 12 days. A unique trait shared 
with other members of the pigeon 
family is feeding the dove young their 
first four days on “pigeon’s milk,” a 
cheesy substance with a fat content of 
35 percent. This milk is secreted by 
glands in both mama and papa’s crop 
(craw). Thereafter, the young doves, 
until they leave the nest for good, 
subsist on a grain or seed diet also 
prepared and fed by the parents, even 
for a short time after the young can 
fly. 

The dove is strictly a seed eater --- 
any grass, insects present are picked up 
by the bird accidentally, which has a 
menu running into hundreds of items. 
When a dove drinks, it sticks it beak 
into the water and “sucks up” water 
until it has had enough. 


Doves nest in trees and on the 


ground. Around here the pine is their 


favorite site for a nest. The nest looks 
as if I made it --- a handful of dead 
twigs fisted together and spread out 
flat like a porcelain saucer. You 
wonder why the two white eggs don’t

roll out or the flimsy nest blow away 
with the first high wind. 


I don’t know if woman’s lib enters 
into the picture, but mother sits on 
her eggs at night and daddy takes over 
the squatting chore during daylight 
hours until late afternoon. 


Doves don’t cause damage to farm 
crops by scratching up newly planted 
seed, as many farmers tried to tell me 
as an excuse to shoot doves out of 
season. The birds’ red feet and legs, 
unlike those of the bobwhite quail, are 
too weak to kick the soil around. The 
dove is a miniature Concorde and as a 
migrating species, many doves fly 
south each fall to join the 
non-migrating birds that live the year 
round in the state. 

That sad “Coo! — Coo!” is not 
the cock crying mournfully for its 
dead mate as one irate reader wrote 
me one time. The little weak-beaked 
romeo might be saying, ‘Oh, honey, 
where are you?”, but also it could be,¥ 
“Woman! c’m here!” If it’s the first 
call, he’s courtin’. If it’s the second, 
the knot has been tied. 


Of course, some bird biologists 
say the varmint is also saying, “All you 
bachelors, stay away --- this is my 
home!””

To look at Wylie Tucker’s 
basketball statistics over the past three 
years at the University of Montevallo, 
one would probably conclude that the 
Falcons’ 5-7 dynamo is a model of 
consistency. 

Tucker’s 10.1 scoring average last 
season was right in line with his 7.5 
freshman mark and his 11.7 as a 
sophomore, but the 1976-77 campaign 
was anything but smooth sailing for 
the scrappy guard from Tuscaloosa. 

During fall practice, a teammate 
came down on Tucker’s left foot and 
broke a small bone, — severely 
hampering his effectiveness, The result 
was, for Tucker, a nightmarish junior 
season. 

“I never completely got the injury 
out of my mind,” he admits. “I held 
back some, even late in the year, 
because the thought of re-injuring my 
foot was always there. 

“I had never been hurt like that 
before playing basketball, and I didn’t 
want it to happen again.” 

The situation was also extremely 
frustrating for Montevallo head coach 
Bill Elder, who found himself minus 
his quickest and best defensive player. 

‘Besides being the real key on our 
press, Wylie is our floor leader,” states 
Elder. “‘We expect him to handle the 
ball, control the game tempo, pick up 
the game speed or slow it down. 

“This is where Wylie’s great 
quickness comes in, and he just didn’t 
have it last year, not even at the end. 
He played in a lot of pain, and I don’t 
think he was even 5O per cent of his 
usual self until maybe right at the end 
of the year.

threat soon died when a Billingsley 
running back coughed up the football 
on the Calera 48-yard line.

SHELBY COUNTY HISTORY 
Part VI 
by Shelba S. Nivens 

Among the earliest settlers to the 
Wilsonville area were the families of 
Dr. Elisha Wilson, Thomas and 
Benjamin Hawkins and Henry Brasher. 
1820 census records show living next 
door to each other in Shelby County, 
Alabama, Thomas Brasher, Thomas 
Hawkins and Henry Brasher. 

Henry Brasher had migrated from 
South Carolina, but it seems that his 
family before him was quite 
prominent in New Amsterdam, which 
is now New York. Mr. Thomas Brasher 
of Shelby has in his possession certain 
old records which tell of one Henry 
Brasher who came “with the Dutch 
from Holland about 1620 or 1630” 
and settled in what became New York 
City. An old letter written by Dr. J. L. 
Brasher tells of Henry Brasher’s deed 
from the Dutch Government which “is 
bounded ‘from the beach to the 
swamp.’ ” His land included Times 
Square, and his cows grazed where 
New York City sky scrapers now 
stand. 

As New York became more 
thickly populated, the Brashers began 
to move southward. Thomas Brasher, 
grandfather of our Shelby County 
Henry Brasher, was born in Maryland 
in 1731. Then, both Henry and his 
father, Thomas, were bom in North 
Carolina, and children of Henry were 
born in South Carolina. The move to 
Alabama was made sometime between 
1811 and 1820. 

Rev. E. B. Teague wrote that 
Henry Brasher lived on Bullace Creek 
“higher up” from where it ran into the 
river. Joseph Peters said he lived about 
three miles west of Wilsonville for 
many years and was one of the oldest 
citizens living in the county. Both 
Henry and his wife, Eleanor, are 
buried in the area, at Old Chapel 
Church cemetery. 


From ‘cane to can’

There is some question as to 
Eleanor’s family name. Joseph Peters’ 
ledger says it is Hawkins, but there 
must have been some question in his 
mind, as the name “Hawkins” was 
penciled in, whereas the other 
information was written in ink. Old 
records in the possession of both Mr. 
Tom Brasher and Mr. Lawrence Elliott 
of Columbiana show Eleanor’s name as 
Johnson. Also, Mr. Forrest Johnson’s 
family records show Eleanor as the 
sister of his great grandfather, William 
Johnson. 

Moses Johnson, father of William 
and Eleanor Johnson, was an early 
settler to the Cahaba Valley and later 
to the area around Columbiana and 
Wilsonville. Several writers of early 
county history tell the story of how 
Moses Johnson came down to the 
present Jefferson County, Alabama 
from Tennessee with his sons to open 
the first white man’s farm in the 
county. He and the three sons made a 
crop, then he and one son returned to 
Tennessee for the rest of the family, 
leaving the other two sons in Alabama 
among the Indians. Sometime later, 
there was a “joyful meeting between 
the family and the boys who .. were 
found unmolested, safe and sound.” 

In September, 1974, ‘The 
Reporter’ ran a series of articles by 
Charlotte Finch Thornton, who is a 
descendant of Moses Johnson, on early 
north county families. According to 
Mrs. Thornton, Moses Johnson was a 
native of R. I. and came to Alabama 
by way of Virginia. She gave the story 
of several of his descendants who were 
prominent in early Cahaba Valley 
history. Moses, she said, settled “at 
Beeswax Creek near Columbiana.... He 
died in 1828 and lies in a family 
cemetery across the road from his 
home. (The place is now owned by 
Forrest Johnson.) His wife buried at 
his side, he was later joined by many 
of his children and grandchildren who

were victims of plagues and fevers, 
wars and disease.” 

Many of these descendants buried 
in the old cemetery between 
Columbiana and Wilsonville (See June 
9, 1977, Reporter article, “Cemeteries 
talk to census takers,”) are Brashers - 
descendants of Moses Johnson’s 
daughter, Eleanor, and his son-in-law, 
Henry Brasher. However, the Johnson 
and Brasher families were 
acquaintances long before they settled 
near each other in Shelby County, for 
Thomas, the first son of Eleanor and 
Henry, was born in 1798 in South 
Carolina. 

Mr. Forrest Johnson says it is 
believed that a part of the early 
Johnson family lived for awhile in 
South Carolina, and once, he went to 
“have a look” at the little town in 
which they supposedly lived. Perhaps 
this is where Henry and Eleanor met 
and married. 

Or perhaps, the two families 
became acquainted while the men 
served together in the Revolutionary 
War.

Money promise 
calms fire hassle 


in Alabaster

*® The smoke has died down in 
Alabaster and it seems that Fire Chief 
John Coclian will remain on the job 
with an additional increase in pay. 

However, the $500 he is reported 
to be getting in addition to the 33 
percent pay increase which was 
already forthcoming, won’t be final 
until voted on by the town council at 
their next meeting. 

Cochran has also been placed in 
the same pay range as Police Chief C. 
E. Carter. 

Under the merit system which is 
in the process of being installed in 
Alabaster, the wage scale is based on 
psoition and years of experience.

“I’m thankful,” she said, “that all 
our children are safe.” The center has 
an enrollment of 69 youngsters 
between the ages of 2 and 6, according 
to Mrs. Henderson. Seventeen adults 
are employed at the center. 

‘“‘The fire drill routine went 
beautifully,’ Mrs. Henderson 
continued. “The children went single 
file to a nearby church and the 
smoking building was emptied in no 
time.” 

The fire, according to Montevallo 
Fire Chief Mike Mahan, was set in a 
storage room located at the south end 
of the building. 

“The building suffered little or no 
structural damage,” according to 
Assistant Chief Joe McGaughy. 
Equipment stored in the room 
including desks, exercise and sporting 
gear, clothing and miscellaneous 
supplies were consumed by the flames. 

The fire was so intense, Mahan 
said, that windows were broken and 
smoke from the burning equipment 
permeated the entire structure.

Shelby Memorial budget 


goes over $72 million

The budget prepared by Shelby 
Memorial Hospital officials for the 
coming year is $7,575,285, an increase 
of 11 per cent. 

It was expected that the Board of 
Directors would approve the budget as 
submitted at their regular meeting 
Tuesday night. 

The major item in the new budget 
is a new wage and salary program to be 
implemented by the hospital, 
according to administrator Richard 
Lind. 

“We want to select and retain the 
best qualified people for the hospital,” 
said Lind. “To do this we have to 
compete with hospitals in Jefferson 
County for personnel.” 

No new employees will be added, 
but salaries of the hospital’s 400 

kers will be raised and a retirement 
program will be initiated. 

The budget projects a slight 


increase in the volume of the hospital’s 
business, from 83 per cent occupancy 
to 85 per cent. 

Lind said the hospital also plans 
to institute full time emergency room 
service with fully qualified doctors. At 
present the emergency room is staffed 
by interns and residents. 

The price of rooms will go up by 
$15. 

“In spite of the increases our costs 
are still 10 to 20 per cent below the 
per patient costs in Birmingham,” said 
Lind. 

The budget also provides for: 

--An 8 per cent increase in 
medical, surgical costs and the price of 
general supplies. 

--A 10 per cent increase in utilities 
cost, “We hope this is enough,” said 
Lind. 

-A 50 per cent increase in the

Sheriff C. P. “Red” Walker’s 
Inmate Rehabilitation Program 


appears to be in serious jeopardy. 

For the program to continue, the 
sheriff's department will have to come 
up with over $20,000, an increase of 
at least $17,000 over last year’s 
contribution. 


The sheriff has asked for $27,000 
from an already strained county budget 
to match a grant of $41,682 from the 
Law Enforcement Planning Agency for 
the program, usually referred to as 
“work release.” 


A similar program in Jefferson 
County was discontinued in March of 
this year when the Jefferson County 
Commission refused to ante up the 


damage. Firemen remained on the 
scene for more than an hour, sweeping 
water and debris from the damaged 
building.

local share for Sheriff Mel Bailey’s 
work release program. 

During the first 14 months of the 
Shelby County program, LEPA paid 
95 per cent of the $74,563 used to 
operate work release in the county. 
This means that LEPA paid $70,831 
and $3,732 was raised from local 
sources, 

Under LEPA funding regulations, 
the agency is limited to paying 65 per 
cent of this year’s program costs. 

This year Shelby County has been 
approved for $41,682 from LEPA, 
which would leave’ the local 
contribution at $24,314.50. 

In the past, matching funds have 
been raised by in-kind donations, such 
as office space from the town of 
Helena, and with solicitations from 
sheriff's deputies. A large portion of 
the. county’s share was raised at road 
blocks manned by the deputies. 

Chief Deputy Buddy Glasgow 
presented the County Commission 
with a request for $27,000 at 
Monday’s budget hearing. This was 
based on a grant from LEPA of 
$49,507. LEPA has already reduced 
the grant by $7,825. 

A spokesman for LEPA said the 
agency could fund the inmate 
rehabilitation program at a lower level, 
but a city or the county must 
guarantee the 35 per cent. 

Mrs. Ann Walker, wife of the 
sheriff, and secretary of the work 
release program, said that about 25 
prisoners had been served since Inmate 
Rehabilitation started April 15, 1976. 

There are currently 10 county 
prisoners holding down work release 
jobs. 

“It is too soon to evaluate. the 
program fully,” said administrator 
Eugene Grater, “but so far we have 
had an almost 100 per cent success 
tate.” 

This compares to a_ national 
average for such programs of about 65 
per cent, he said. 

“There is more to this program 
than economics,” said Grater, a 
non-denominational minister, “It is 
our Christian duty to administer to 
those who have fallen.” 


Prisoners for work release are 


UM Pelham center not dead; 
sroup to study future needs 


Pressures from the University of 
Alabama in Birmingham and Jefferson 
State Junior College have combined to 
dampen plans that the University of 
Montevallo had for building a campus 
in Pelham. But this does not mean the 
project is dead according to Joe 
Brindley, assistant to UM President 
James Vickrey, Jr. 

The University acquired a 13.5 
acre tract on the Oak Mountain State 
Park Road some months ago in north 
Pelham, with the long-range idea of 
building a branch campus. 

The Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education (ACHE) reported 
last Friday that former UM president 
Kermit Johnson had revised his 
request to build a campus and had 
asked the ACHE only for permission 
to continue offering courses in 
Pelham. The University has provided 
off-campus courses at Pelham High

School and Valley School for several 
years.

Red Walker wants jump 


in department finances 


by Marcia M. Sears 
Sheriff Red Walker sent down a 
blockbuster budget request to the 
County Commission Monday asking 
for $733,326 to fund his department 
for the next fiscal year. 


The request is some $200,000 
more than his budget for the current 
year. Yet it did not include costs of 
moving to the new jail nor costs of 
providing the additional utilities and 
maintenance the new jail will require. 


‘The biggest item in the budget 
request is for deputy salaries of 
$335,000. This is a jump of $67,000 
over this year’s budget. Salaries for 
jailers and matrons are also jumping 
from this year’s total of $74,200 to 
$87,366 for next year, an increase of 
$13,166. Two deputies are coming off 
LEPA funding, and going on the 
county payroll. 

The sheriff requested the auto 


leasing contract to continue at the rate 
of $27,500 for the year for six deputy 
automobiles. In addition he asked for 
$18,000 to buy new cars. 

He also asked the Commission to 
finance the work-release program by 
providing $27,000 to match LEPA 
funds. ( See other story) 

Commissioner Doug Ballard 
produced figures to show that if this 
budget were adopted, Shelby County 
would have the most expensive 
sheriff's department per capita in the 
48 counties he studied. His figures 
showed the average cost was $4.16 per 
capita in the 48 counties but in Shelby 
County it would reach $19.27. 

Although other county 
department heads customarily appear 
before the Commission when they are 
asking for budget increases, the sheriff 
is not in the habit of doing so. He sent 
Chief Deputy James ‘Buddy’ Glasgow 
to represent him.

carefully screened. After a prisoner is 
recommended by officers at the jail he 
is interviewed by Grater; the county 
Mental Health Department makes a 
report on his attitude and state of 
mind; the criminal’s victim or the 
victim’s family are asked if they have 
any objections; a board composed of 
Sheriff Walker, County Clerk Kyle 
Lansford and District Attorney Harold 
Walden review the case; a judge makes 
the final determination. 

“The victim and his family have 
what amounts to veto power in each 
case,” said Grater. 

The work release staff then find 
the prisoner a job in the community 
and provide him with transportation 
to and from work. 

“Businessmen say they like our 
workers because they can always 
depend on them to show up on the 
job,” said Grater. 

There are three people on the 
Inmate Rehabilitation paid _ staff;

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Alabaster audit 
finds lax accounting

The mayor of Alabaster said his 
» town has nothing to apologize for, 
despite a report from the State 
Auditor’s office that questions the 
the town’s five mill 
tax, an increase in the 
mayors monthly check and cash 
- payments for part-time labor. 
“We don’t feel that we have been 


lax,’ said Mayor Harold Davenport.

right. You couldn’t audit any 
municipality in the state without 
finding something wrong.” 

Alabaster’s problems appear to 
stem from the sort of relaxed fiscal 
attitude that was generally acceptable 
25 years ago, before the age of 
computers and uniform accounting 


«» practices. 


Wiley Weaver, office manager for 
State Auditor Bettye Frink, said the 
audit had been forwarded to the State 
Attorney General's office and the 
Shelby County district attorney’s 
office for possible legal action. 

Spokesmen for both offices said 
the matter was being examined, but 
refused further comment. 

Davenport said he did not expect 
the town to have to defend itself in 
court. 

He said the town had corrected 
the practices found “questionable” by 
the report, and was prepared | to defend 

a $200 per month “expense” account 
for the mayor and the _five-mill 
property tax increase. 

State law only allows cities to 
increase property tax to offset a loss in 
property tax revenues. 

In 1973, acting with the advice of 
city attorney Karl Harrison, the 
Alabaster council voted to raise the 
property tax from five to ten mills. 
According to Davenport the town 
faced a loss of revenue from the 
property tax reclassification passed by 
the state legislature in 1972. 

That loss was later compued at 
around $5,000 per year, which 
Davenport admits is less that receipts 
from the increased taxes. 

The auditors said that the city had 
no documented proof of a loss of 
revenue under the new law and hence 
had raised the taxes illegally. Should 
the courts find against the town, the 
difference in lost revenue and 
increased taxes would have to be 
refunded. 

The audit report also questioned 
the mayor’s $200 per month 
“expense” allowance, saying that such 
an allowance could only be paid if the 
official receiving it could produce 
vouchers proving that the expense was 
legitimate, otherwise the “expense” 
allowance amounts to an increase in 
salary. It is illegal for an elected 
official to get a salary increase while in 
office. 

Davenport says the $200 was part 
of a pay package worked out with the 
council when it was decided that the 
town needed a full-time mayor. 

“When I came in office in 1972,” 
said Davenport, “the mayor’s salary 
was $150 per month. The council 
decided that we were growing fast 
enough to need a full-time mayor and 
asked if I would take the job. I told 
them I could not afford to give up my 
other job (salesman for Hill Concrete 
Co.) and they said they would work 
something out.” 

The council voted to make 
Davenport superintendent of the 
Water and Gas Board at $600 per 
month and added the $200 “expense” 
money to his $150 salary bringing the 
total to $950 per month. 


The auditors would not accept the 


$200 as “expense”’ since the mayor 
has his car and gas furnished by the 
city and since no vouchers were 
produced to legitimize the expense. 

The auditor’s cited as “irregular” 
disbursements from the town’s petty 
cash fund totalling $13,656.32 for 
“extra labor” between October 1974 
and September 1976. 

Davenport explained that the 
town hired high school students during 
the summer for trash pickup and grass 


Ten Four Day 


proclaimed 


Governor George C. Wallace has 
proclaimed October 4, 1977 as the 
first annual Ten Four Day in Alabama. 

In his proclamation, Gov. Wallace 
designated the tenth month, fourth 
day (Oct. 4) “as a time to direct public 
attention to the men and women 
acting as members of organized groups 
or as individuals, who use their citizens 
band radios for the public good.” Ten 
Four, in CB language, means “I 
understand”. 

The Governor pointed out that 
“many of these CB operators have 
performed heroic acts through the use 
of their citizens and band radios, 
saving lives in cases of flood, fire, 
accidents and other life threatening 
situations”, 


cutting. These employees were paid in 
cash. 

“The disregard of standard payroll 
deductions from the cash wages paid is 
apparently a violation of the IRS 
(Internal Revenue Service) Code... 
and “corrective action my be taken by 
the IRS,” according to the audit. 

The auditors challenged the city 
practice of giving Chrismas Lonuses. 

Davenport said that over a 
two-year period ending in 1976, the 
town had given $2,885.73 in gifts and 
bonuses but that the practice was 
being discontinued. 

The audit was requested by the 
Alabaster Action Committee, a group 
of concerned citizens formed in 1974 
to protest city sewer plans. 

“We started going to the council 


meetings and asked a lot of 
questions,” said committee president 
Maureen Kelley “We felt like the 


council was giving us the run-around, 
so we started sending letters to 
Montgomery.” 

Mrs. Kelley, a 22-year resident of 
Alabaster, claims a membership of 300 
for the committee. 

The State Auditor will not audit a 
city without a request to do so. 

Other practices questioned by the 
audit include: 

--Failure of the town to prepare 
monthly or quarterly statements of 
operation to show how city funds are 
expended. 

- Questionable procedures for the 
purchase of equipment supplies and 
possible violation of state bid laws. 
The audit said in many cases, minutes 
of City Council meetings leave 
unanswered questions concerning how 
items were purchased. 

--Generally vague records of 
council meetings. The report suggests 
that “the clerk should acquire a more 
objective view of the council 
proceedings and record each subject 
considered and action taken.”

EPA to affect Shelby

The direction of Shelby County’s 
future will be heavily affected by 
decisions soon to be made on the 
subject of sewage treatment in the 
Cahaba Valley. 

This is the sentiment of local 
businessmen, real estate people, 
environmentalist and political leaders. 

At a hearing last Wednesday, John 
C. White, Region IV director of the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
heard many persons protest the EPA’s 
recent ruling which would have the 
effect of halting housing and business 
construction in the Cahaba basin. 

Over 600 persons showed up and 
heard Congressman John Buchanan 
say, “The proposed permit action 
amounts to federal land use control 
through the vehicle of the National 
Pollution Discharge _—_ Elimination 
System. | assure you, this was not the 
intent of Congress in the development 
of the Water Pollution Control Act.” 
My message to your agency, therefore, 
is not “Oh Lord, have mercy,’ but 
rather, Sinner, repent and be 
converted.” 

The same crowd booed loudly 
when Birmingham Mayor David 
Vann said that unchecked 
development would make the Cahaba 
an open sewer and charged EPA with 
financing the flight from the central 
city by building waste treatment 
plants on the Cahabas “We have 
10,000 vacant building lots right here 
in Birmingham,” Vann told the hostile 


crowd. 
Environmentalist Louise Smith 
warned, “Nature will not forgive 


forever the degradation of our streams 
and rivers.” 

At issue are nine National 
Pollution Discharge Elimination 
System permits for plants to treat the 
sewerage from the growing residential 


and business developments on both 
sides of the Cahaba. 

Developers are particularly 
angered at what they see as the EPA’s 
double cross. They went ahead with 
expensive projects recently on verbal 
assurance that the sewerage could be 
safely handled. But a few weeks ago, 
the EPA seemed to reverse its promise. 

EPA Director White promised a 
decision on the interim sewage permits 
by October 20.

trickles onward 


A $24,000 drop in a million dollar 
bucket splashed down in Montevallo 
last week, with the announcement of a 
federal grant for wastewater 
treatment. 

Senator John Sparkman, Jim 
Allen and Rep. Walter Flowers joined 
in announcing the grant. 

Montevallo’s sewerage treatment 
facility, which was one of the first 
modern treatment plants in the state 
when it opened in 1962, is now 
scheduled for improvements to meet 
new standards of the federal 
government. 

The improvements are expected 
to cost over a million dollars, 
according to City Clerk Don Hughes. 

The present system was built to 
take care of the expanding population 
of the city, and because of it, 
Montevallo was able to add residences 
and businesses when other nearby 
towns had to curtail construction. For 
years it was only necessary to operate 
half of the system, but about two 
months ago, the treatment plant began 
operating at full capacity, as the needs 
of the town and university increased. 

When treated water leaves the 
Montevallo plant it is almost of 
drinking quality, but the new 
standards will require more 
improvements. The new system will 
have aerated treatments with settling 
beds to take out finer particles than

Licenses are the theme of the 
season, and the varying laws on 
licenses are causing some fast-stepping 
in the Shelby County probate office. 


Creating the biggest problem is 
the person who bought a used car 
during the past year from someone in 
another county. If the car was bought 
from an automobile dealer, the 
necessary papers were probably given 
to the new owner. But if the deal was 
made between individuals, then the 
new owner probably does not have the 
right papers to get a new license tag in 
Shelby County. In these cases, the new 
owner will have to go back to the 
county of purchase, and get the 
records in order to buy a tag in Shelby 
County. 


According to Probate Judge 
Tommy Snowden a large number of 
people swap cars informally each year, 
s0 the number of problems along this 
line is expected to be large. 

A, special category for buying 
license tags is available to disabled 
Ameritan Veterans. These persons do 
not have to pay the $13 fee for the 
tag, but they do have to pay tax on 
their car and must pay a licensing fee. 

Any veteran who is more than 
10% disabled may take advantage of 
this. He or she must bring in to the 
county assessor last year’s tag receipts 


or a letter from the Veterans 
Administration attesting to the 
disability. 


However, if a veteran is 100% 
disabled, the licensing goes through 
state offices in Montgomery. The 
letters “DAV” appear on the license 
tags of the totally disabled veteran. 
These persons do not even have to 
come to the probate office, according 
to Chief Clerk Clara Smith.

Council votes: No pay, no gas 


Delinquent utility bills were a 
subject fox discussion during Monday’s 
meeting of the Montevallo City 
Council. 

Councilman David Nichols, 
chairman of the city’s gas committee, 
sought agreement from his fellow 
councilmen on a plan to collect unpaid 
bills. Nichols pointed out that more 
than $9,000 is currently owed the city 
for gas bills that are more than two 
months in arrears. 

Councilmen approved a proposal 
to terminate gas service, after verbal 
and written notice, when bills are two 
months old. City Clerk Don Hughes 
was instructed to notify customers 
whose bills are more than two months 
delinquent. 

In other action Monday night 
councilmen approved the transfer of 
an off-premises beer license for 
Sunshine Junior Foods, Inc., from a 
location on Selma Road to a new site 
on State Highway 2 near the 
Montevallo Animal Clinic. 

Cooper Shaw, a long time resident 
of the city appeared before the 
meeting and complained of 
motocycles being ridden throughout 
the city with no apparent mufflers. 
Shaw requested that the police be 
given additional authority to “‘crack 
down” on cyclists and their machines 
that produce disturbing noise. 

Police Chief Troy Kirkland 
indicated that most of the offenders 
are juveniles. Kirkland stated that the 
county’s Juvenile Intake Officer is 
currently on vacation and until the 
officer returns there is little that the 
police can do. 

Councilman Herbert Milstead, 
chairman of the city’s Streets 
Committee, reported to council 
members that on-street parking in 


residential areas is becoming a serious 
problem. Milstead noted that several 
streets between the University of 
Montevallo campus and the downtown 
Montevallo area are becoming 
one-way-streets, simply because cars 
are parked on both sides, both day and 
night. 

Councilman David Nichols noted 
that parking lots on the UM campus 
are being utilized to capacity. No

Alabama youth pitch in 


to fix up couple’s home

Young people today who are 
decrying the hardship of life might do 
well to hear the stories told by Libba 
Jackle of North Shelby County. 

Mrs. Jackle served as camp nurse 
this summer to a group of youngsters 
who spent three weeks in daily contact 
with the citizens of a mining town in 
the remote mountain country of West 
Virginia. ; 

The group was from 
McDowell, a summer camp 
Alabama Episcopalian youth. 

Word came to them of a church 
group called The Highland Education 
Project which works in conjunction 
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Camp 
for

with the welfare program in the area. 
The goal each year is to spend one 
week helping the poor, sick, helpless 
and shut-ins in any way possible. 

The Alabama group headed on 
July the fifth for North Fork, West 
Virginia, deep in the mountains of 
Appalachia. 

Libba’s group was assigned to 
refurbishing the three room house of 
an elderly couple named Willie Mae 
and Willie Mullins. The Mullins, typical 
of the mountain folk of the area, are 
poor, and fiercely proud. 

They are content with their lot in 
life, expecting nothing and thanking 
God just for the grace of health and 
strength, though seldom complaining 
when this fails. 

It took some doing on Libba’s 


part to convince the couple they 
were’t there to change their lives, just 
to make life easier. They set about 
putting new sheetrock, paint, and 
linoleum throughout the house, 
making it easier for the husband to 
mop and clean. Mrs. Mullins had a 
severed ligament which healed without 
medical care, leaving her with a 
twisted hand. 

New curtains replaced the grimy 
ones on the kitchen windows and the 
sagging porch and steps were repaired. 

The kids, she recalls, had a good 
time, laughing hysterically when, 
pulling down ancient wallpaper, 
built-up deposits of coaldust fell down 
into their sweaty faces, making them a 
mess. 

The Mullins were a bit better off 
than the average, Libba said. They had 
a single lightbulb hanging from a cord, 
and one spigot of water in their 
kitchen. Willie had just bought a new 
refrigerator, his pride and joy, paying 
for it on monthly installments. 

Libba recalls she had a very hard 
time convincing them to empty the 
house of the hoard of useless debris 
lying around. Willie has a picture of his 
father on the wall, a man he obviously 
held in very high esteem, who once 
told him never to throw away 
anything, someday it might be needed. 

Eventually, however, Libba won 
out, and garbage and useless objects 
were hauled away. 

The privy in the back yard was 
powdered generously with lime. 

Willie gave Libba the only thing 
he had to give.. fresh sweet apples 
trom his trees. When she came home 
she made a pie of them. 

The group had to stay three weeks 
in order to complete their job. Once 
home, Libba was rewarded with a 
poignantly touching letter from a 
grateful semi-illiterate woman who 
wrote: “Libby, our hous is still purty, 
just liked when you left it.” She wrote 
Libba all the *knews’, and prayed God 
would bless her. 

In spite of myself, | wiped a silly 
from my face, but where, 
anymore, can one find an honest, 
heartfelt acknowledgement of 
gratitude for a simple act of love?

many Shelby County homes, Whatever 
recipe you like best, its still some great 
eating. 

Since it’s sometimes several hours 
between the first bird killed and time 
to go home, [’'m sometimes wary of 
cleaning and eating the earlier bagged 
birds. They can get hard, and doubt 
crosses my mind. But, I’ve figured out 
a sure fire way to cure my hesitation. 

Some people try and clean and 
de-feather the bird as soon as it’s 
killed. That method removed the 
natural body heat of the bird quite 


rapidly, usually speeding up the 
spoiling time. 
My method is quite simple. 


Instead of killing the bird with your 
shot, just wound him. For instance, 
shoot 4 wing. Then pick the bird up 
and put it in your pouch. When you’re 
finished shooting for the day, take the 
birds out (they're still alive you 
know), ring their necks like you would 
a chicken, and clean them up for the 
stove. 

You can still have the fun of 
shooting your prey out of the sky, and 
you won't have to worry about the 
meat spoiling. In case you can’t get 
lucky enough (or you're not skilled 
enough) to just wound the bird, try 
using an automatic .22 caliber rifle 
when dove hunting. Coach Richard 
Conkle says that’s the way he always 
hunts for dove. 

It sounds rather interesting, quite 
impossible, but makes for idle humor. 

On the fishing scene, the “Biggest 
thing I saw all week was a snake!” 
That’s what Kitty Cox had to say. 
Seems that Terry Templin caught sight 
of a giant water-moccasin.. The 
monster was 52 inches long, eight 
inches around and weighed over five 
pounds. 

Jerry Wooten says folks are 
slaying crappie. “Crappie are going to 
war, and the weapon to use is a cane 
pole and minnows,” said Jerry. Folks 
have been catching the hand-size fish 
steaks at 7-8-9 feet deep. 


Trot lines are also producing 
results. Catfish are getting active now 
that cooler nights are here. 


Bass aren't letting the crappie get 
all the bait though, and fishing for any 
of Lay Lake’s watery inhabitants is 
generally good. Get out that trusty 
Zebco and head to the water. You 
might spot a dove or two flying 
around, so while your cane pole is 
bobbing you could knock off a few 
birds. Sounds like a great supper - 
crappie and dove. 


Since 'm back to the subject of 
dove, The Valley Aihletic 
Boosters raised over a $1000 on 
September 17th with the dove shoot 
held at Bearden’s Dairy in Vincent. 

The return match at B. B. Barnes 
Farm this past Friday by Kewa 
Hunting Club members wasn’t as good 
as the week before, but there was still 
a lot of feathers in trash cans Saturday 
night. 

Whether it’s fishing or hunting, 
Shelby County offers it all this time of 
year; and it’s yours for the taking. 
Don’t forget that squirrel season opens 
soon. That season starts October 25th 
in Shelby County.

In Ga., according to J. W. Terrell 
and A, C. Fox, white amur reduced 
about 90 percent of the growth of two 
obnoxious aquatic weeds, “Eleocharis 
and ‘Utricularia’, in two catfish ponds. 
Louisiana’s A, Merkowsky and J. W. 
Avault, Jr., in a paper, “Polyculture of 
channel catfish and hybrid grass carp,” 
stocked at the rate of 20 to 40 amur 
hybrids per acre along with 1,300 or 
so channel catfish fingerlings 
reported” production of hybrid 
grass carp (amur) increased total fish 
production significantly.” 

Of course, when you stock amur, 
you want to limit your stocking rate 
to that number which will just eat all 
the weeds and keep down regrowth. I 
believe ten 8-inch amur per acre will 
do the job in heavily weed infested 
waters. These fish will live for 12 to 15 
years and make bream and bass fishing 
more enjoyable. If you overstock 
amur, you'll clean the weeds out 
quickly, as Arkansas experiments 
proved, but you'll have a big 
population of starving fish that might 
compete with game fish and catfish for 
food. Terrell and Fox also stocked 
white amur in a 9-acre Georgia pond in 
which there was no aquatic vegetation. 
The amur were easily caught with 
hook-and-line. From the report is this 
not too starling statement, “Many of 
the (amur) examined weighed less than 
when they were stocked.” 

Q. Are our rivers and creeks really 
valuable for fishing? 

A. In Wisconsin small streams 
(Tech. Bul. No. 95, Dept. of Natural 
Resources, Madison) studies showed 
average uses of 800 hours per stream 
mile per year. In Alabama this may be 
much less. Most of us concentrate our 
recreation on public impoundments 
and private ponds. Another revealing 
point in the Wisconsin study: there 
was greater use where property owners 
built homes along a stream as 
compared to the stream bordered by 
agricultural land. In other words, the 
more persons present, the greater the 
stream use, whether for fishing, 
boating or swimming,

A 
crude log church is built, followed by 
a school house complete with an 
American flag. Listen to the laughter 
of the children of these pioneers as 
their parents work, the men plowing 
the fields and the women, doing the 
wash, hanging out rough work clothes, 
overalls, shirts, and quilts. Greet the 
circuit rider as he makes his round. Eat 
a bite with him in the kitchen made 
warm by a wood burning cook stove. 

Watch as the valley thrives and the 
houses get larger. Farms are flourishing 
and larger barns are filled with fodder 
for the cattle. Some settlers are 
affluent enough by now to own a few 
slaves. Follow slave and owner as he 
picks his way down the rows of 
cotton, a major staple of the time. 

Hear the rousing 
Rebel yell as the south is invaded by 
the north, and shed a tear for the 
young men being slain and buried in 
the small cemeteries dotting the valley. 

Let’s hurry through 
reconstruction and the interim years, 
through the depression, and wars, and 
open our eyes again to the present.
